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INTRODUCTION. 


The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a list of 
the officers. In 1829, the City Charter, in 1830, the acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1832, an index 
were added. The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages, and three pages of index. 
The volumes up to, and including, 1840 bear the title of The - 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council, and since that 
year the title of THe MunictpAau ReEcister. THE MUNICTI- 
PAL REGISTER for 1841 contains the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the public 
schools, the city government of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and_ bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers; from 1842 to 1864, it also contains a list of 
the members of preceding city governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the City; in 1851 a list of the annual 
orators was added, and in 1853 a map of the City and the 
rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and since 1879 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past city 
governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE 
MoUNICcIPAL REGISTER contained a compilation of the Charter 
and Acts subsequently passed, in the place of which an index 
of said Charter and Acts was substituted in 1897. The Bos- 
ton charter and index are again omitted this year, otherwise 
THE MUNIcIPAL REGISTER of this year is in substantially 
the form of all other MUNICIPAL REGISTERS since 1889. 

By the direction of the Mayor THE MunicrpaAL REGISTER 
of 1899 has been compiled by the Statistics Department. 
Text and tables have been revised, and several new tables 
have been added. 


ORIGIN 


OF 


THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Boston received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants passed September 17 (7, O. S.), 
1630, “that Trimontaine shalbe called Boston;” and 
was incorporated as The City of Boston, February 
23, 1822, by St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448, commonly 
called the City Charter, adopted November 15, 1854. 

BRIGHTON was incorporated a Town, February 24, 
1807, by St. 1806, c. 65, and annexed to Boston, 
January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 503, accepted October 
7, 1873. 

CHARLESTOWN was settled July 4, 1629; was 
incorporated a City, February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, 
c. 29, accepted March 10, 1847; and was annexed 
to Boston, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 286, 
accepted October 7, 1875. 

DorCHESTER received its name by an order of 
the Court of Assistants, passed September 17 (7, 
O. S.), 1630. It was annexed to Boston, January 3, 
1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted June 22, 1869. 

Roxpury received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed October 8, 1650. It was 
incorporated a City, March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, 
c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846; and annexed to 
Boston, January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted 
September 9, 1867. 

West Roxbury was incorporated a Town, May 
24, 1851, by St. 1851, c. 250; and annexed to Bos- 
ton, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted 
October 7, 1873. 
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As it appeared prior to 1827. 


The city seal was adopted by “An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which provides 
“That the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. 
Penniman, giving a view of the city, be the device of the city 
seal; that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus 
sit Deus nobis’; and that the inscription be as follows :— 
‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 1650. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’” The motto is taken from 1 King’s, vil. 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever since 
continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known as the 
“First Revision,” published in 1827, and is continued as 
the city seal at the present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that “ The 
seal of the city shall be circular in form; shall bear a view of 
the city; the motto ‘Sicur Parrisus Sir DEus Nosis,’ 
and the inscription, ‘ BOSTONIA PRN OTES, A.D. 1630. Crvi- 
TATIS REGIMINE DonaTA, A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 

The seal as changed in 1827, and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page.

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RULES AND ORDERS. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the 

preceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the chair- 
man, the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 

- questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board; and no other busi- 
ness shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

Rute 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Rute 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken; and 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or veri- 
fied by yeas and nays. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

Rute 8. When the chairman of the board or the chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any member to it; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 


_ Rue 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
Shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
isible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amend- 
ment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 
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RuLE 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RvuLE 12. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the board. 
2. Toa special committee of the board. 
3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4. Toa joint special committee. 


RuueE 18. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rue 14. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand 
arranged: 


1. To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

RuueE 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and. 
that motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take 
from the table, shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 

RULE 16. Every ordinance, order and resolution reported by a com- 
mittee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the 
document may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners, changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only 
at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


RuLE 17. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLE 18. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, or he may give notice to

the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting, in which 
case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RULE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question, and avoid personalities. 

Rute 20. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

RuLE 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, or 
serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 22. Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 23. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of five members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair:

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24. At every regular meeting of the board the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows:

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RULE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter is especially 
referred, shall report within four weeks or ask for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 26. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RuLkE 27. No persons, excepting members of the city council, heads 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowedin the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city mes- 
senger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


RuLE 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of wrestling. 

Rute 29. No permission to erect a pole or post for the support of 
electric wires or for the construction of underground conduits shall be 
granted until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of 
aldermen on the application for such permission, after notice of such 
hearing duly advertised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 

RuLE 30. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construc- 
tion of an underground conduit, laying of a pipe or wire, or for doing 
any other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a 
street, shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall 
be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 
Rue 31. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the board present and voting, except Rule 28, which shall 
be suspended only by a unanimous vote upon a roll-call. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


RuLE 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
seven forty-five o’clock P.M,, and on the appearance of a quorum the 
council shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 
the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, the time of 
said roll-call to be at the discretion of the president, but not later than 
nine o’clock. 

PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment, and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

RuLE 38. The president may at any time call another member to the 
chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjourn- 
ment. In all cases the president may vote. 

RuxeE 4, The president may make any rules that he deems proper to 
preserve order in the council chamber during sessions of the council; 
and in case any member or members, other than the one recognized by 
the chair, insist on occupying the floor for any purpose, except to rise 
toa point of order, he shall, upon request of the president, take his 
seat, and upon refusal to comply with such request, the president shall 
direct the city messenger to cause said member or members to be 
removed from the council chamber, such removal to remain in effect 
during the remainder of the session, unless otherwise ordered by the 
president. He shall also forbid smoking in the council chamber during 
a session. 

CLERK. 

Rutr 6. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
of the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council; and 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if such notice is made he 
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shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsidera- 
tion has expired. 
CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RULE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the council 
so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a question, if another 
member, who has not spoken, claims the floor. 

RuLE 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place, without leave of 
the president. 

QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present or not. For this purpose he may at his discretion, or on 
motion sustained by one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to 
be called. If there is no quorum present he shall declare the council 
adjourned. 

COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9, All matters relating to the election of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, consist- 
ing of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the opinion of 
the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred to them, 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
“meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during 
sessions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by 
the clerk or despatched by special messenger, unless all the members 
consent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The mem- 
ber first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the change; 
and the same rule shall apply to the members serving on joint com- 
mittees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly called, meetings 
of any committee except on account of sickness or absence from the 
city, proved to the satisfaction of the president, shall be deemed a 
resignation on the part of such member from such committee, and the 
vacancy caused by the resignation shall be filled by the president at the 
next meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of the council 
all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 
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RuLeE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RULE 13. No report of any committee shall be received unless agreed 
to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, 
when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then take its 
place among the unfinished business for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

RutE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in order, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

Rute 16. At every meeting of the council the order of business shall 
be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called for 
by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. Orders and resolutions 
shall be read once, and upon motion, referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees or assigned to the next meeting. If no objection is made, or 
the rules are suspended, orders and resolutions may, at the time they 
are offered, be given a second reading and passed. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; provided, however, 
that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed for the presentation 
of papers under the sixth order of business. Papers shall be called 
for by divisions in numerical order, and only one member in a division 
shall be recognized until each division has been called. 

Rue 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented by 
the president, or by a member; and, unless the council shall otherwise 
determine, they shall be read by the president, or such other person as 
he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they have 
been presented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
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second reading immediately follows the first the document: may be 
read by its title only. 

RutE 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more 
than one reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply to an 
order to print a document. 

MOTIONS. 


RULE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RuLE 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RULE 22. When a question is under debate the president shall 
receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


1. To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely.

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close debate at a specified 
time, may be amended; and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate, 

When one of these motions has been made, none of the others, in- 
ferior to it in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above 
arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject, different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

Rue 23. When a matter has been assigned to be taken up at a fixed 
hour, or at acertain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during the same or 
suc ceeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and take 
precedence of all other business. 

Rue 24. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: | 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


RULES OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 23 


RuLE 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

RuLE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate ata specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table, 
or take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the 
merits of the main question shall not be discussed. 

RULE 27. Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at any time for 
the suspension of any rule or rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RuLE 28. The previous question shall be put in the following form: 
‘* Shall the main question be now put ?’’ and all debate upon the main 
question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 

RULE 29. When the previous question is ordered, the vote shall be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main ques- 
tion. ; 

Rute 30, All incidental questions of order, arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once without leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


RuuE 31. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but to adjourn shall 
be in order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be put as follows: ‘‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the council ?’’? And it shall be deemed to be decided 
in the affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 

VOTING. 

Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question without further debate. The president shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the council, as fixed by him, who shall 
agree on a count, and report the result aloud to him. 

RuLeE 33. <A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the members 
present. Every member present shall answer to his name unless excused 
before the vote is taken. 

Rue 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may move for a verification thereof by yeas and nays, 
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and on such motion a debate of the original question, not exceeding 
five minutes, shall be permitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, 
provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rue 35. Whena vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote, or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member, who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before 10 
o’clock A.M., of the next day but one following that on which a meet- 
ing was held (except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks), of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the order of proceedings. : 

RuLE 386. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

RuLeE 87. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the following motions: 

To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


RuueE 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsideration, it shall 
not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the members 
of the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


RuuE 89. All officers receiving any compensation from the city of 
Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, be chosen in this branch by ballot. In all elections by ballot 
the number of blanks cast shall be reported. Ballots cast for ineligible 
persons shall be counted and reported, but only for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the whole number of ballots cast. If the person chosen is ineli- 
gible, the ballot shall be void and a new ballot be taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 40. No person except a member of the council shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
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be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, except members 
of the city government, heads of departments and reporters, without 
the permission of the president; and, while the council is in session, no 
person, except members of the city government, heads of departments 
and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side. The president shall order such accommodations on the floor for 
reporters and spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, 
that no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

RuLeE 42. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; provided, 
that during the summer recess the president may allow the chamber to 
be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the 
council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the president 
may allow committee meetings to be held therein at times when the 
council is not in session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned to the 
clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The anteroom 
between the council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the floor, and 
‘for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, that 
smoking there shall not be allowed-on the part of visitors. The general 
care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city 
messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expendi- 
ture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 

Rue 43, The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
ing’s ‘‘ Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies ’’ shall govern this 
council in all cases to which they are applicable, and in which they are 
not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 
Ruxe 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed, at any time, except by the vote of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon.

There shall be appointed at the commencement of the 
municipal year the following joint standing committees, the members 
of which shall be appointed by the respective branches in such manner 
Said committees shall respectively examine 
as often as they deem necessary the accounts of public moneys received 


and expended by the several departments. Each of said committees 
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32. A committee on the Water Department. 
33. A committee on the Weights and Measures Department. 
- 34. A committee on the Wire Department. 


There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 


1. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city arising 
from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They shall report 
monthly the number and nature of the claims awarded or approved by 
them, and the amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

2. A committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City Council, to 
consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be 
referred all matters involving expenditures from any appropriations for 
such purposes. They shall examine all bills and vouchers for expendi- 
tures chargeable to such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly 
certified to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of their 
chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or before the twenty- 
fifth day of each month, to be paid as the bills of the several depart- 
ments are paid. 
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3. A committee on Finance, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, who shall have the powers devolving upon such committee 
under the statutes, and shall examine into and report on all matters 
referred to them by the city council. 

4. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear before 
committees of the general court and represent the interests of the city; 
provided said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the city 
council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city of Boston or 
any department thereof. Such printed report shall be made at the next 
meeting of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at 
the discretion of said committee. 

5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
committee on law department, to whom shall be referred all ordinances 
introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of any 
standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass upon 
the question of the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they 
may append an order that such ordinance ‘‘ ought not to pass,’’ and give 
their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new draft. Such 
report shall be made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which 
the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 
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7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five aldermen and 
eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters 
relating to the public schools, and requests of the school committee for 
additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 38. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board, in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written 
request of a majority of the members. 

Rue 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded. 

RuueE 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or 
despatched them by special messenger. 

RuLE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year, for purposes connected with the duties of said 
committee for which no provision has been otherwise made. 
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CONFERENCE COMMITTERS.

RuLE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches of 
the city council, if either branch shall request a conference, and appoint 
a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint such a 
committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five mem- 
bers each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by 
their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 
-in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely thereon, and 
shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee; buta reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

RvutE 10. All reports to the city council shall be written or printed, 
and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the reports, memo- 
rials, or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch, or the name of the member offering the same. Every report of 
a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. 
Every member presenting an order, ordinance or resolution, shall have 
his name indorsed thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the 
clerk of the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rue 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
‘‘ leave to withdraw,”’ or ‘‘inexpedient to take further action,” or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

RuLeE 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
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print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Either 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Rute 18. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant 
clerk, of such body. Incase of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one branch, shall fail 
to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signature 
of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


RuLeE 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of 
expression shall be ‘‘ Ordered ’’ for everything by way of command; 
and the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’’ for everything expressing opinions, 
principles, facts or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuLe 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made, or for an object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

RuLE 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new appropria- 
tion to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the expendi- 
tures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board or chairman of a committee, 
unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall approve any 
bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL, 

Rute 18. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been 
published by the Auditor since 1825. These reports show the annual 
receipts of the city and county, the debt, and the public property. 
Similar, but less complete, reports were published by finance com- 
mittees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 1867, the Auditor 
has published monthly exhibits of all City and County expenditures. 

The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk and Secre- 
tary of the Board of Commissioners of Sinking-Funds.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, who are five 
in number, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for aterm of five 
years. They were incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 
4, 1878, and are authorized. to receive and hold real and personal estate 
which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corpora- 
tion, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first Trustees were 
appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library 
Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 1858, 
and closed finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on Copley 
square was first opened on March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained 
by an annual appropriation voted out of the general funds of the city 
by the City Council. About $20,000 was used in 1898 for the purchase 
of books and periodicals. The Library also holds trust funds aggre- 
gating $273,740, the interest of which is devoted to the purchase of 
books. 

The annual reports, the first of which ye eg in 1852, have been con- 
tinued without interruption. 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins, which were begun in 1867, fourteen volumes 
have been published. The series closed in 1896. 

A Monthly Bulletin is now issued. The trustees have issued also general 
and special catalogues of the Central Library, and of its branches and 
special collections, as well as hand-books for readers, and other docu- 
ments. 
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LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square; 
ten branch libraries with independent collections of books; eighteen 
stations, of which thirteen contain deposits of books from the Central 
Library, while five contain deposits, reference books and periodicals 
and are classed as reading-rooms. Excluding the eighteen stations, 
there were, on February 1, 1899, in the Central Library and Branches, 
including the evening and Sunday service, 308 employees. 

Between the Central Library and these twenty-eight stations, by 
Library wagons and local expresses, there is a daily exchange of 
books and cards, whereby persons living in outlying districts can 
draw books from the Central Library without the necessity of coming 
in person. 

The delivery or deposit of books is also undertaken in seven schools, 
two reformatory institutions and twenty-two fire-company houses. 

Cards allowing the use of two books without restriction as to class, 
for two weeks, are issued to all residents of Boston over twelve years 
of age, with no further attendant delay than is involved in identifica- 
tion. No guaranty is asked, except in case of a sojourner. For read- 
ing and reference the Library is open to all without formality. Special 
cards for more extended privileges are issued to clergymen officiating 
in the city, and to teachers giving instruction in Boston institutions of 
learning; a special card is also issued in certain cases by the Trustees. 
On February 1, 1899, there were 72,005 card-holders having the right to 
draw books for home use. The total number of volumes was 716,050 
of periodicals currently received, 2,023. Books issued in 1898, for 
home use, numbered 1,245,842; of reference use, on account of the 
freedom with which books may be consulted, no adequate statistics are 
kept.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, were succeeded 
by the corporation called the ‘‘ Overseers of the Poor in the City of 
Boston,’’ consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are 
appointed annually within sixty days from the first Monday in Febru- 
ary, to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. 
The Board has issued annual reports since 1865. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trus- 
tees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, left for the assist- 
ance of persons of good character and advanced age ‘‘ who have been 
reduced by misfortune to indigence and want.’’ 

A Lopar roR WAYFARERS who apply at station-houses for accommo- 
dations has been established in Hawkins street, where work of some 
kind is exacted as the equivalent for food and shelter.

The total expenditure for park purposes to January 31, 1899, was 
$15,196,320.94, expended as follows: For land, $6,540,138.74; for con- 
struction, $8,642,826.10; for betterment expenses, $13,356.10. 

The Arnold Arboretum, containing originally 122.6 acres, belonged to 
Harvard University. This, together with other land, was taken in 1881 
for a public park. The Arnold Arboretum was enlarged in 1895 by the 
addition of about 68 acres of the Bussey land on Peters’ Hill, belonging 
to Harvard College, and the name Bussey Park was added to the title. 
All the land in these tracts not needed for driveways and walks, a 
quarry reservation and traffic road, was leased to Harvard College, to 
be used only for the purposes of an arboretum under the trusts created 
by the wills of Benjamin Bussey and James Arnold. The Arboretum 
is open to visitors daily from 7 A.M. until sunset. The Park Commis- 
sioners have charge of the following-named bridges, statues and foun- 
tains, which are in the public parks:

By Chap. 449 of the Acts of 1895, the institutions were placed under the 
charge of one commissioner, known as the Institutions Commissioner. 
By Chaps. 895 and 451 of the Acts of 1897, the control of the institu- 
tions was divided, and they were placed under the Children’s Insti- . 
tutions Department, the Pauper Institutions Department, the Insane 
Hospital Department and the Penal Institutions Department. 

The Penal Institutions Commissioner has the charge and control of 
Deer Island, the House of Correction at South Boston and the House 
of Correction at Deer Island.

the Auditing Department for the payment of bills and demands against 
the city; he pays all executions against the city when duly certified as 
correct by an officer of the Law Department, even if the appropriation 
to which the execution is chargeable is not sufficient. He pays the 
principal and interest of the city debt, as the same becomes due. He 
receives and invests all trust funds of the city. and holds the income 
thereof subject to expenditure for the purposes designated in the gift. 
He disposes of the balance remaining at the end of each financial year 
as the City Council may direct. 
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The City Treasurer is also County Treasurer and Treasurer of the 
Sinking-Funds Commissioners. 

The Treasurer publishes reports yearly. Since 1882 he has published 
monthly reports.

The office of Commissioner was established August 4, 1894. The

The duties of the Commissioner of Wires are as follows: 

To have all unexempted electric wires, cables and conductors in the 
city north of Dover and Berkeley streets, and between the Charles river, 
the harbor, and Fort Point channel, placed, maintained and operated 
underground and to remove all unexempted poles and structures in the 
streets within the above-named district; to supervise and inspect all 
wires, cables and conductors, whether underground or overhead; to 
designate the distances between overhead electric wires, cables and 
conductors; to regulate the direction in which such wires, cables or 
conductors shall be run, and the keeping and maintenance of all struct- 
ures, especially those placed upon any roof, for the support of electric 
wires or cables in a safe and satisfactory condition, and to prevent, 


ah 
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abate or remove any electrical danger; to decide upon requests for exemp- 
tion of wires and cables from going underground, and of poles, sup- 
ports, etc., from removal; to see that all wires, cables and conductors 
are suitable and sufficiently insulated; to see that all wires are tagged 
with name of owner; to secure the removal of all dead or abandoned 
wires, and the protection of all buildings by fuses, or some other safety 
device, with the exception of the wires of the Fire and Police tele- 
graphs, or those of series arc lights circuits; to inspect all wires carry- 
ing electric light, heating or power currents within buildings; to see 
that all poles and posts used for the transmission of electricity or the 
support of electric lamps are insulated in such a manner as to protect 
employees and other persons from injury; to see that all wires, posts, 
machinery and appliances are kept at all times in good order and con- 
dition; and to keep, in his office, maps showing the location of all wires 
and cables laid over, in or under the streets and public grounds. 

In the month of January, in each of the years 1900-1909 inclusive, 
he shall prescribe the limits of a district within which, for not more 
than two miles of streets, avenues or highways, certain wires, cables 
and conductors shall be removed or placed under ground during that 
calendar year. He mayatany time grant permits to any person, firm 
or corporation duly authorized by law to lay or erect and maintain 
wires in the streets, for the removal of any wires, cables, conductors, 
poles or structures in any of the streets of the city, and the placing 
of the same under ground. 

The Commissioner is sole judge of what constitutes proper and 
safe insulation of electric conductors and appliances within buildings, 
and is authorized to make such rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary to make them as safe as possible.

The Art Department was established by Chapter 410 of the Acts of 
the Legislature of 1898. It is in charge of five Commissioners, who 
are appointed by the Mayor, without confirmation. Each of the follow- 
ing-named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston 
Society of Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from each of 
the lists so submitted. Whenever the term of a member of the Board 
expires the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the 
body which made the original selection as aforesaid. The Board may 
appoint a Secretary outside of its own membership, who serves without 
compensation. 

No work of art can become the property of the city without the 
approval of the Art Department; which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the city. The Board is 
also authorized to make contracts for the execution of any painting or 
work of sculpture for the city, subject to the approval of the Mayor.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by 
Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, and is composed of three citizens of 
Boston, appointed from the two principal political parties by the Gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council, and the 
full term of office is five years from the first day of May. The Board 
assumed office on July 28, 1885. The Governor designates one of the 
Commissioners to serve as Chairman. 

The city is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which is a 
station-house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men. The 
Board appoints a Harbor-Master and assistants from the police force, 
and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the force. The 
police boats ‘“‘Guardian’’ and ‘‘Watchman’”’ are employed in this 
service.

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NEW ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 


By Chapter 355 of the Acts of 1899, the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston is to consist of thirteen aldermen elected in eleven 
aldermanic districts. Sections | and 2 of the Act show how the dis- 
tricts are composed and how the aldermen are to be elected therein, as 
follows : 


‘‘SecTION J. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston shall 
consist of thirteen aldermen, and the city is hereby divided into eleven 
aldermanic districts. The districts shall be composed, and the aldermen 
shall be elected therein as follows: 

‘¢ The first aldermanic district shall consist of wards one and two, and 
one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The second aldermanic district shall consist of wards three, four 
and five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The third aldermanic district shall consist of wards six and eight, 
and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The fourth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seven, nine 
and thirteen, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The fifth aldermanic district shall consist of wards ten and nine- 
teen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The sixth aldermanic district shall consist of wards eleven and 
twenty-five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The seventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards twelve and 
eighteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The eighth aldermanic district shall consist of wards fourteen and 
fifteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘ The ninth aldermanic district shall consist of wards sixteen, twenty 
and twenty-four, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The tenth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seventeen and 
twenty-one, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The eleventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards twenty-two 
and twenty-three, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘“SECTION 2. The qualified voters of each district at every annual 
municipal election shall give in their ballots for qualified voters of the 
district, for aldermen, to the number to be elected therein as herein- 
before specified, and the candidate receiving the greatest number of 
such ballots shall be elected alderman, except that in the fourth dis- 
trict and in the ninth district the person receiving the greatest number 
of such ballots, and the person receiving the next greatest number of 
such ballots, shall be elected aldermen.”’ 
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WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year1875.1 An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose and passed by the City 
Council, and approved by the Mayor.? Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the city of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territorial and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal.? On account 
of this opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886, which provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of the city councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895, 
and established under the provisions of Chap. 417, of the Acts of 1893, 
as follows:

NoTE.— All the addresses delivered by the annual orators were published, except 
those of 1806, 1812 and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1798, 1804, 1807, 1808, 1809, 1811, 1816, 
1821, 1850, 1854, 1859 and 1876 went through a second edition each; those of 1863 and 1876 
were published also in a more elegant form; those of 1842 and 1845 went through four 
editions each; that of 1857 through five.

The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
Court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for 
civil business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston. The names of the successive

I transmit herewith the report of a committee appointed 
to examine the accounts, finances and operation of the Print- 
ing Department for the last financial year. This committee 
consisted of one member of the Merchants’ Municipal Com- 
mittee, selected by that body, and three well-known master- 
printers, and their report finds that the Printing Plant made 
a net profit of over $9,000 for the last financial year, after 
charging off 10 per cent. for depreciation. 

I feel that the Superintendent of Printing and all who 
have been connected with the work of the office are to be 
congratulated upon the handsome showing made by the 
Plant during the second year of its operation.

DEAR Srr,— The committee appointed to examine the 
accounts, finances and operations of the Printing Department 
of the City of Boston for the financial year ending on Janu- 
ary 31, 1899, beg leave to submit the following report : 

All charges for work done during the past year have been 
made on the basis of the old contract in force at the time 
the work was taken over by the Printing Plant, and, while 
this basis was high at that time, it 1s more nearly correct 
now when all the larger printing establishments in Boston 
are on a nine-hour basis, which materially increases the cost 
of production. It is presumed that had the work continued 
under contract there would have been a provision for a 
material increase in price in the event of the adoption of 
nine hours. 

By the unanimous desire of the other members of the 
committee, Mr. Thomas P. Nichols, of Lynn, a member of 
the Boston Master Printers’ Club, investigated the details of 
the work of the Plant, including a careful examination 
of every charge for work done, the amount of stock on hand, 
and the work in process on the first day of February, and 
Mr. Wiliam Franklin Hall was engaged as an accountant 
to examine the financial condition. Mr. Hall’s report is 
herewith appended, and is incorporated as a part of this 
report. 

One item of this report is, in the opinion of your commit- 
tee, wrongly placed. The 34 of the cost of extraordinary 
repairs (see Mr. Hall’s report), amounting to nine hundred 
and six dollars and twenty-seven cents ($906.27), which Mr. 
Hall has added to the cost of the Plant, should either be 
charged to the expenses of the past year or (which would be 
more fair) be made a separate account, to be included in 
the expenses of the next year, thus leaving the actual value 
of the Plant, as it should stand on the books, at forty-three 
thousand and nine dollars and eleven cents ($48,009.11). 

No charge was made by the Plant for storage. Under the 
old contract there was an annual charge of nine hundred 
(900) dollars. Adding this saving to the profit for the 
year, aS shown by Mr. Hall’s report, the net profit would be 
nine thousand nine hundred and fifty-one dollars and twenty- 
six cents ($9,951.26). If we deduct from this amount the 
11 of the cost of extraordinary expenses, thus charging the 
whole cost into the running expenses of the past year,

the net result would be nine thousand and forty-four dollars 
and ninety-nine cents ($9,044.99) profit. 

The errors in charges referred to by Mr. Hall are such as 
are liable to occur in any establishment, and aggregate a total 
of less than two hundred (200) dollars for the year.

MAYOR’S OFFICE, 
Ciry Haut, Boston, January 30, 1899. 


To the City Council : 


I transmit herewith the annual maintenance budget, as 
passed by the Board of Apportionment. It will be noticed 
that considerably more than half of the departments are given 
smaller appropriations than they had last year, and, conse- 
quently, it will be found this year more difficult than ever to 
conduct their operations within the appropriations, particu- 
larly as no surplus income, available for transfer at the end 
of the year, is to be anticipated. The Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment has endeavored to apportion the available 
financial resources of the city for the coming year as fairly as 
possible among the different departments; but, of course, the 
total sum available for such distribution is fixed by law, and 
is beyond the control of the Board. I hope to present later 
to the City Council some analysis of the growth of the ex- 
penditures of the city which will throw further light upon 
the situation presented by the budget for the coming year. 
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I will only state now that the causes of the increased pressure 
upon the $9 tax limit are to be found chiefly in the larger 
proportion of the available revenue which has been assigned 
by law to the use of the School Committee, to the increase 
in the population of our city institutions at a more rapid 
ratio than the population of the city and its valuation have 
erown, and to the greater variety and better quality of the 
services demanded of the city by the citizens. 

The expenses of the Police Department have increased 
faster than the proceeds of the limited tax levy, and in spite 
of the fact that the Board of Police is given power by statute 
to draw upon the City Treasury in excess of its appropria- 
tions, it seemed to me proper that this appropriation should 
be cut about in proportion to others, in the hope that the 
Board would be willing to do its part toward meeting the 
financial exigencies of the situation.

Sir: In accordance with your circular of December 1, 
1898, the Trustees of the Public Library present herewith 
their estimates of the appropriation needed for the mainte- 
nance of this department during the coming year. 

These estimates are classified, as heretofore. 

For convenient comparison there are included also: a 
schedule of the estimates submitted in December last for 
the year 1898, and a schedule of the actual expenditure for 
that year. 

The amount requested for the past year was $263,401.00. 

The amount available has been as follows:

The expenditures have been carefully kept within this 
sum; but this has been done only by reduction in the pur- 
chase of books (to the inconvenience of the public and 
impairment of the service) and by the postponement of work, 
that must be thrown upon succeeding appropriations. 

Your circular states that opportunity will be given for 
oral explanation of the estimates before the Board of 
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Apportionment. The Trustees desire such opportunity and 
will avail themselves of it. They therefore refrain from 
explanations upon the schedules themselves. 

They desire, however, to submit a further written memo- 
randum to be referred to in connection with the schedules ; 
and they will forward such a memorandum to the City 
Auditor within a week. 

In the meantime they will only call attention to the fact 
that each annual estimate recently submitted by them has 
by instruction been confined to the actual needs of the 
department. Any reduction of the appropriation actually 
eranted, below the figures of the estimates, has thus neces- 
sarily meant, not expenditure avoided, but merely expend- 
iture postponed. The discrepancy during the: past year 
was nearly $17,000. In consequence, certain routine work 
indispensable not merely to the efficiency, but to the safety 
of the collections under their charge has had to be put off. 
The binding of books for instance is so greatly in arrears 
that in addition to the current work, a special expenditure 
of at least $30,000 ought properly to be made on this account 
alone. 

The instruction to keep down the estimates to the lowest 
sum necessary for maintaining existing conditions, has re- 
sulted in the postponement of other work also — such as 
repairs and equipment of the branch libraries — which 
must be taken in hand. 

An inspection of the schedules shows that the excess of 
the estimate for 1899 over the actual expenditure for 1898 
(about $40,000) is chargeable chiefly to the item of Binding 
(explained) and of Salaries. The latter item is increased by 
the recent addition of the Statistical Department, and by the 
proposed addition of several ordinary employees necessary 
to the general service. The system of graded service 
adopted in this department four years ago involves a mini- 
mum salary progressing during a period of years to a maxi- 
mum. ‘The increase in the aggregate pay-roll (beyond what 
is explained above) is accounted for by the operation of 
this system in its application to employees taken on or 
re-classified to meet the extraordinary expansion of work 
during the past four years. In each position it is the maxi- 
mum, not the minimum, salary which is regarded as_ the 
adequate compensation. The advance from the minimum to 
the maximum is in each case, therefore, not arbitrary, but 
based upon contract. 

With each year of its development this department requires 
a larger sum for its maintenance. The Trustees do not see 
how this can be avoided. 
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The increase in the aggregate only keeps pace with the 
erowth of population of the city and with the increase in the 
volume of work which the department is called upon to 
do. In these respects the Public Library is, the Trustees 
conceive, on no different basis from the public schools. It 
also is not a single isolated institution within rigid limits, 
but is a system attempting to respond to the needs of a city 
fast growing in population and in needs. It also by its own 
very growth creates a new demand; and the needs to which 
it responds not merely grow in volume but develop con- 
tinually in character. It cannot remain stationary; if it do 
not advance and expand it must degenerate.

The special committee appointed to prepare rules for the 
government of the Board of Aldermen for the current year 
report herewith the accompanying draft, which they recom- 
mend for adoption, being the same rules as were in force for 
the year 1898, with the exception that the number of mem- 
bers on committees is made five, and rules 6. and 27 are 
stricken out.

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RULES 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting to 
be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rue 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

RuuEe 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest time 
shall be put first. 

Ruue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

RuuE 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Ruue 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken; and when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Rue 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 

RuxtEe 8. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 


RuLES OF BOARD OF ALDERMEN. D 


MorTrIons. 


RuLE 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

RuuE 11. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 12. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 


1. To astanding committee of the board. 
2. To a special committee of the board. 
3. To a joint standing committee. 

4. To a joint special committee. 


Rute 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rue 14. When a question is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a day certain. 
' To commit. 

To amend. . 

To postpone indefinitely.

Rute 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a verl- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 
decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


RuLE 16. Every ordinance, order and _ resolution  re- 
ported by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two 
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several readings, both of which may take place at the same 
session, unless objection is made. Whenever the second 
reading immediately follows the first reading, the document 
may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners, changing the names of streets, and 
orders granting locations for poles or posts, shall, however, 
have one reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


RuLE 17. The question of confirming a nomination 
made by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay 
ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Ruue 18. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting, in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and, when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rute 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, 
address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in 
speaking shall confine himself to the question, and avoid 
personalities. 

Rue 20. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of 
order. 

Rute 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RuLE 22. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 
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STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of five members each, except where other- 
wise herein provided, and the members of the joint standing 
committees on the part of this board, named in the joint 
rules and orders of the city council, and all other commit- 
tees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed by 
the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads — 
Public Improvements, to consist of all the members of the 
board, and to be divided by the chairman of the committee 
into the following sub-committees, namely on Paving divi- 
sion, Sewer division, Bridge division, Sanitary division, 
Street-cleaning division and Ferry division. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RuLE 24. At every regular meeting of the board the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 


2. Hearings. 

3. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

4. Papers from the common council. 

5. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

6. Orders of notice of hearings. 

7. Reports of city officers. 

8. Reports of committees. 

9. Motions, orders and resolutions. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rue 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks or ask 
for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


Ruie 26. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 
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Rute 27. No persons, excepting -members of the city 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 
in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. ‘The city messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


RULE 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
wrestling. 

Rute 29. No permission to erect a pole or post for the 
support of electric wires or for the construction of under- 
ground conduits shall be granted until.a public hearing shall 
have been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission, after notice of such hearing duly’ adver- 
tised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 

Rue 380. Every heense or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, the lay- 
ing of a pipe or wire, or for the doing of any other work 
which may involve the disturbance of & surface of a street, 
shall specify the time within which the contemplated work 
shall be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such 
work after the expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


RuLE 31. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting, 
except rule 28, which shall be suspended only by a unani-

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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuuE 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint standing com- 
mittees, the members of which shall be appointed by the 
respective branches in such manner as they may determine. 
Said committee shall respectively examine as often as they 
‘deem necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. Each of said com- 
mittees to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen ; 
namely : 


1. A committee on the Art Department. 
2. <A committee on the Assessing Department. 
3. A committee on the Auditing Department. 
4. A committee on the Bath Department. 
5. A committee on the Building Department.

9. A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department. 
10. A committee on the Collecting Department.

12. A committee on the Hngineering Department. 
138. A committee on the Mire Department. 
14. A committee on the Health Department. 
15. A committee on the Hospital Department. 
16. A committee on the Institutions Departments. 
17. A committee on the Lamp Department. 
18. A committee on the Law Department. 
19. A committee on the, Library Department. 
20. A committee on the Market Department. 
21. A committee on the Music Department. 
22. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Depart- 
ment. 
23. A committee on the Park Department. 
24. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 
25. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 
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26. A committee on the Registry Department. 
_ 27. A committee on the Statistics Department. 
28. A committee on the Street Department. 
29. A committee on the Street Laying-out Department. 
30. A committee on the Treasury Department. 
31. A committee on the Vessels and Ballast Department. 
32. A committee on the Water Department. 
33. A committee on the Weights and Measures Depart- 
ment. 
34. A committee on the Wire Department. 


There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, 
the following joint standing committees to perform the duties 
assigned them: 

1. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising fromthe act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

2. A committee on the Contingent Fxpenses of the City 
Council, to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriations for such purposes. They shall 
examine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable 
to such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of 
‘their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or 
before the twenty-fifth day of each month, to be paid as the 
bills of the several departments are paid. 

3. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the general court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said committee 
shali not, unless directed to do so by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city 
of Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after such 

application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said com- 
mittee. 

4. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
of the committee on law department, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee, Unless 
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specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question of 
the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they may 
append an order that such ordinance ‘ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance 
in anew draft. Such report shall be made in not over two 
weeks from the meeting at which the reference was ordered, 
or the ordinance received from a committee. 

5. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

6. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city coun- 
cil, or either branch, as one of its contingent or incidental 
expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding for the 
same purpose. The committee shall fix the number of copies 
to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to 
make rules and regulations for the care, custody, and dis- 
tribution of all documents, books, pamphlets, and maps by 
the city messenger. 

7. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
all matters relating to public lands. 

8. A committee on Schools and School Houses, to consist 
of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be re- 
ferred matters relating to the public schools, and requests of 
the school committee for additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be 
appointed in the manner provided in rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Ru LE 38. The member of the board of aldermen first named 
on every joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case 
of his resignation or inability, the other members of the same 
board, in the order designated by the chairman of the board, 
and after them the members of the common council in the 
order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman shall call 
meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written 
request of a majority of the members. 

Ruue +. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
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pose; and at every meeting of a committee the records of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. In all such meetings of committees all votes 
shall, at the request of any member, be taken by yeas and 
nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

RULE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes connected 
with the duties of said committee for which no provision has 
been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such com- 
mittees shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their re- 
spective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee, but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RULE 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
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originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon 
within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports submitted to the city council 
shall be written or printed, and no indorsement of any 
kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every report 
of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the 
body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed 
by the committee. very member presenting an order, ordi- 
nance or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. 
Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of the commit- 
tee to which the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its 
consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon, : 

Ruue 11. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” or ‘‘inexpedient to take fur- 
ther action,” or reference to another board or committee, shall 
be accompanied by an ordinance, order or resolve, embodying 
such recommendation; and such report shall be acted upon 
separately. 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be printed 
the report of any committee submitted to it, or any document 
relating to a subject under consideration, the expense thereof 
to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 


‘ 


NotTicE To OTHER BRANCH. 


RuuE 138. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed thereon, 
and signed by the regular presiding officer of such branch, 
or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not based 
on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. 
In case any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one 
branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be 
given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 


ES 
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ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be ‘‘ Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuLE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in ad- 
dition to the estimates on which the appropriation was made, 
or for an object not included in such estimates, it shall pro- 
vide for the payment of the same. 

Ruxe 16. No expenditure shall be made from the re- 
serve fund except by a transfer to some other appropriation, 
or to a new appropriation to be established, and no expend- 
iture shall be charged to the appropriation for incidental 
expenses except transfers and the expenditures therefrom 
provided for in the ordinances. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


RuLE 17. No presiding officer of a board or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the 
city. | 

AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


RuLE 18. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the city council present and voting thereon. 
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MINORITY REPORT. 


In ComMON COUNCIL, February 9, 1899. 


The undersigned respectfully dissent from the majority 
report of the committee on joint rules and orders in so far as 
said report provides that each of the -joint committees shall 
consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, and present 
herewith a minority report providing that said committees 
shall consist of three aldermen and five councilmen. 

The reasons for such action are briefly these: 

Joint committees in general have consisted of eight mem- 
bers or less for at least thirty-five years preceding the last 
municipal year, and years of experience never developed the 
fact that committees were not large enough to properly do 
the work entrusted to them. In 1898, owing to an equal 
division of the board of aldermen between the democrats and 
republicans, it was decided that the parties were entitled to 
an equal representation on committees so far as the board 
was concerned. With this in mind the joint committees of 
1898 were made up of four aldermen and seven councilmen, 
thus increasing the number of members on committees from 
eight to eleven. 

One year’s experience demonstrated conclusively that the 
committees were too large and that it was almost impossible 
to secure a quorum. With the present year and a removal 
of the causes which led to the increase in the size of com- 
mittees in the past year, the logical] inference would seem to 
be that we should return to the well established joint com- 
mittees of eight members. 

But not willing to return to that and not satisfied with the 
increase of last year to eleven members the majority of the 
committee have reported in favor of a further increase in the 
membership of joint committees to thirteen, and this in spite 
of the fact that the importance, duties and powers of the 
committees of the city council have decreased in even greater 
proportion than have the powers of the council itself. 

There are, however, at least two committees, building 
department and claims, which hold stated meetings and have 
important duties to perform, and in whose proper and effi- 
cient working the taxpayers of the city have a direct interest, 
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and it is the almost unanimous opinion of those who have 
had experience with those committees that the proposed 
increase in them will make them inefficient and probably 
inoperative for want of a quorum. 

Absolutely the only reason advanced in or out of the com- 
mittee for the proposed increase is that it simplifies the 
inatter of committee appointments for the presiding officers, 
and.at best this can hardly be considered of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant the proposed change. 

In view of these facts the undersigned respectfully recom- 
mend the passage of the accompanying amendment to the 
rules as submitted by the majority of the committee.

The special committee appointed to prepare and report a 
draft of the rules to govern the Common Council for the 
year 1899, having considered the subject, respectfully submit 
herewith the accompanying draft: 

The rules recommended for adoption are substantially the 
saine as those of the previous year, the only notable changes 
being the insertion under Rule 4 of the rule adopted by the 
Council on January 19, relative to the preservation of order, 
and amendments in Rule 5 and Rule 16, providing that 
members may file orders and resolutions with the clerk up to 
five o’clock P.M. on the day of the meeting, such orders and 
resolutions to be read and acted upon in the order of filing un- 
der the fifth order of business. Under the eighth order of 
business opportunity is still given for the introduction of 
orders and resolutions as under the previous rules.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON 
COUNCIL. 


Rue 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at 7.45 o’clock P.M., and on _ the 
appearance of a quorum the council shall be called to order. 
In the absence of the president the oldest senior member 
present shall take the chair, and a president pro tempore 
shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected 
on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall 
elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, 
the time of said roll-call to be at the discretion of the presi- 
dent, but not later than nine o’clock. 


' PRESIDENT. 


RuuLE 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment, and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

Rue 3. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 
sions of the council; and in case any member or members, 
other than the one recognized by the chair, insists on 
occupying the floor for any purpose, except to rise to a point 
of order, he shall, upon request of the president, take his 
seat, and upon refusal to comply with such request, the 
president shall direct the City Messenger to cause said mem- 
ber or members to be removed from the council chamber, such 
removal to remain in effect during the remainder of the ses- 
sion, unless otherwise ordered by the president. He shall 
also forbid smoking in the council chamber during a session. 
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CLERK. 


Rue 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall receive all orders and resolutions filed by the 
members of the council prior to 5 o’clock P.M. on the day 
of the meeting, and shall arrange them in the order of their 
receipt and shall indorse on each the time at which it was 
filed. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


ConpuctT oF MEMBERS. 


RULE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 

(JUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a 
quorum is present or not. For this purpose he may at his 
discretion, or on motion sustained by one-fifth of the members 
present, order the roll to be called. If there is no quorum 
present, he shall declare the council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 
Rue 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 
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Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on 
judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all 
matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be notified 
of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall 
not sit during sessions of the council without special leave, 
nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours from the 
time the notices are mailed by the clerk or despatched by 
special messenger, unless all the members consent; and the 
clerk shall keep a record of their doings. ‘The member first 
named *shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the 
change; and the same rule shall apply to members serving 
on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly 
called, meetings of any committee except on account of sick- 
ness or absence from the city, proved to the satisfaction of 
the president, shall be deemed a resignation on the part 
of such member from such committee, and the vacancy 
caused by the resignation shall be filled by the president at 
the next meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of 
the council all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 

RuLE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist 
of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RuLE 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the un- 
finished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into 
a committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

RuLE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they are 
applicable; but the previous question shall not be moved, 
and a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again shall be first in order, and shall be decided without 
debate. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RvuLE 16. At every meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows: 
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First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of 
city officers, and other communications addressed to the 
council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Fifth. Motions, and orders and resolutions filed in accord- 
ance with Rule 5. Such orders and resolutions, in the order 
of their receipt by the clerk, shall be read once, and, upon 
motion, referred to their appropriate committees or assigned 
to the next meeting. If no objection is made, or the rules are 
suspended, orders and resolutions may, at the time they are 
offered, be given a second reading and passed. 

Sixth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Seventh. Notices of motions for reconsiderations. (See 
Rule 35.) 

Kighth. Motions, orders and resolutions which shall take 
the same course as provided in the fifth section of this rule. 
Papers shall be called for by divisions in numerical order, 
and only one member ina division shall be recognized until 
each division has called. 

Ruue 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and, unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they have been presented. 

Ruue 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its title only. 

RuuE 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day; but this 
rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


Morrions. 


RvuLeE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 
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Rue 22. Whena question is under debate, the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. The previous question.

These several motions shall not be apphed to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferiors to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 23. When a matter has been assigned to be 
taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, wpon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order. 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Rute 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
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has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

RuLE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified’ time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

RuLE 27. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: ‘ Shall the main question be now put ?”’ and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once with- 
out leave of the council. | 


APPEAL. 


Rue 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council ?”’ and it shall be deemed to be decided in the affirm- 
ative unless a majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 


VOTING. 


RULE 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

RvuLeE 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be aiken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
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debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. Every mem- 
ber present shall answer to his name ae excused before 
the vote is taken. 

Rute 34. Atter the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuxiEe 35. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsid- 
eration at the next meeting at which said motion is reached 
in the order of proceedings. 

Rue 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rue 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsid- 
eration be had upon either of the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rute 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
Lee of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative.

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ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the city of Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall, 
unless otherwise ordered, be chosen in this branch by ballot. 
In all elections by ballot the number of blanks cast shall be 
reported. Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted 
and reported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the 
whole number of ballots cast. If the person chosen is 
ineligible, the ballot shall be void and a new ballot be 
taken. 

SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 40. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. ‘The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments, and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and, while the council is in session, no person, 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments, and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. ‘The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper: provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 42. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the council 
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chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the common council. 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rute 43. The rules of parliamentery practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s *“* Law and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies ” shall govern this council in all cases to which they 
are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with 
these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
. amended, suspended or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon.

MAJORITY AND MINORITY REPORTS 
OF THE 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF THE COMMON COUNCIL ON 
INVESTIGATION OF DISCHARGES OF CITY EM- 
PLOYEES. 


MAJORITY REPORT. 


In CoMMON COUNCIL, January 26, 1899. 


The Committee of the Common Council appointed to 
inquire into the causes of the discharge and suspension of 
city employees during the four months ending January 31, 
1899, submit that pursuant to the order and authority ot 
this body, it has summoned before your committee numerous 
discharged and suspended employees as well as heads of 
departments and divisions under whose immediate direction 
and supervision they were engaged. To such summons 
many discharged employees responded, but no department or 
division heads, as these latter had been ordered by His Honor 
the Mayor to disregard the summons of your committee, pre- 
sumably upon the ground that their testimony might involve 
their superior, and tend to degrade and incriminate them- 
selves. 

Two public hearings were held, and much testimony given 
—a verbatim report of which is hereto annexed. ‘The evi- 
dence, as a whole, leads your committee to believe that a 
gross and cowardly interference with the constitutional and 
statutory rights of many respectable citizens, hitherto compe- 
tent servants of the city, has beeen attempted, and that many 
ex-employees heard by your committee were discharged from 
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the city employ because they sought to exercise political 
liberty, and declined to submit to political coercion; and 
that these discharges and suspensions were. made in violation 
of law. 

We recommend that a copy of this report and evidence 
be forwarded to the District-Attorney for Suffolk County, 
and that he be requested to lay the matter before the Grand 
Jury sitting for this county; and we further recommend the 
adoption of the accompanying order.

MINORITY REPORT. 


In COMMON COUNCIL, January 26, 1899. 


The undersigned, a member of the special committee of 
the Common Council, appointed to investigate the causes of 
the discharge or suspension of city employees during the 
months of October, November and December, 1898, and 
January, 1899, hereby dissents from the findings of the 
majority of the said committee, and submits the following 
minority report: 


DISCHARGE OF City EMPLOYEES. i 


The Common Council had no powers conferred upon it by 
the charter of the city of Boston, or by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, to make an investigation of these discharges 
or suspensions, inasmuch as under the charter all officers and 
Boards are appointed by the Mayor of the city, and they have 
the power to remove their subordinates for such cause as 
they may deem sufficient. The power to discharge a sub- 
ordinate is an executive one, and under the said charter all 
executive powers are vested in the Mayor of the city, to be 
exercised through the several officers and Boards of the city 
in their respective departments, under his general super- 
vision, and they are responsible only to him. The Common 
Council has no power whatever over the employees of the 
city of Boston, and it is expressly prohibited by law from 
taking part directly or indirectly in the employment of labor. 
The hearing before your committee was an ex parte one, as 
only employees who were discharged, and the son of one of 
them, who is a member of the Common Council, testified. 
The heads of departments who caused discharges or suspen- 
sions did not testify, for the evident reason that your 
committee had no right to investigate any discharges or 
suspensions made by them. I have no desire to enter into 
the motives of the committee in thus attempting to perform 
services beyond their powers, other than to say that the 
attempt to make political capital out of the investigation is 
apparent to all who followed the hearings, nor have I any | 
desire to comment upon the character or the testimony of the 
witnesses who lost their places, other than to say that if the 
last witness, John McLaughlin, the former Superintendent of 
Pedlers, is a fair sample of the discharged employees, then I 
believe that the city did not get rid of them any too soon. 
I here quote from the sworn testimony of Mr. McLaughlin, 
as given before your committee :

Q. (By the Coairman, Danie J. Kitey.) Mr. McLaughlin, 
you have been sworn, haven’t you?

Since I was born. 

Born in Ward 6? 

Yes, sir. 

How long have you lived in East Boston? 

I have lived in East Boston close on to two years. 
Are you married, Mr. McLaughlin?

What does your family consist of ? 

My wife and seven children.

But I will quote no further. A married man with a wife 
and seven children who has lived in East Boston for two 
years, and who causes himself to be assessed and registered, 
and then casts his ballot in another section of the city is 
daring enough to give the testimony required of him by his 
Ward 8 political mentors. In conclusion, I would say that 
from what I have been able to learn of the discharges or sus- 
pensions, that an investigation by any tribunal, having power 
to act, will show that the removals were made for the good, 
and, I believe, for the purity of the public service.

— Your sub-committee appointed a few 
minutes ago, has attended to its duties and begs leave to inform 
you that the Mayor is attending a meeting, and will not be back 
for an hour to an hour and a half. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair receives the report of the com- 
mittee. What is the pleasure of the committee with reference to 
proceeding with the hearing? 

Mr. WALKER. *, Chairman, I move you that we so proceed, 
and that witnesses be called as the chairman may see fit.

He 
was sitting in his office. He said, ‘‘ How are you?’’ I said,

The Cnarrman. — Well, if the gentleman considers that a ques- 
tion relevant to this inquiry the Chair will not prevent him from 
answering it. It seems to me that is a question that is absolutely 
irrelevant to this inquiry, and that the question of Democracy has 
nothing at all to do with the question of the justification for the 
discharge of these men. If the gentlemen, however, insists on 
putting the question, the Chair will allow it. 

Mr. Connotiy. — I insist on putting the question. I desire to 
know if the gentleman is thoroughly informed as to what a 
Democrat is. 

Mr. Bennett. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask a question 
before the question is put. I would like to know whether the 
Civil Service Commissioners appoint none but Democrats? This 
is a question relating to Civil Service laws. 

The Cuairrman. — The Chair will state that it seems a little 
improper to go into that question at this time, that this committee 
is appointed by the Common Council of Boston to inquire into 
the cause for the discharge of these men. It seems to the Chair 
that the question of a man’s politics is entirely irrelevant to the 
inquiry only in so far as it shows the reasons for his discharge. 
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Mr. Connoitiy.— Well, the gentleman, it seems to me, has 
brought politics into the matter. He states that he has been dis- 
cbarged for political reasons. 

The Cuarmman.—The gentleman may proceed with his ques- 
tion, if he desires to put it. 

Mr. Connotiy. —I will ask the gentleman the question: What 
he thinks a Democrat is?

Mr. Lowe, are you married or 
single?

Q. You are a tax-payer?

The Cuarrman. — That is all, sir, 

Mr. Connoitty. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask Mr. 
Lowe what his salary is. 

The Coarrman. — Mr. Lowe — just a moment. (Mr. Lowe, 
who had left the committee table, returned at this point.) 

Q. (By Mr. Connotty.) Let’s see— what is your salary, Mr. 
Lowe? 

A. $1,800. ; 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) One question—was your work 
always satisfactory to the Superintendent of Streets ? 
beg A. Well, I supposed it was. I asked him for three years to 
come on my work and he never came on the work but once, and 
that time he came and talked politics. 

@. Did he have any fault to find with your work? 

A. No, sir; he isn’t able to. He doesn’t know the business.

Q. (By Mr. Connorty.) I desire to ask Mr. Lowe what his 
salary was previous to the time he went into the Sewer Depart- 
ment ?

Q. What were you registered as? 

A. Stone-cutter. 

Q. Stone-cutter? 

A. Yes, sir; in the Paving Department.

A. None at all. 
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Q. (By the Cuarrman.) You had, Mr. Lowe, at the time of 
your discharge, I understand, a Civil Service rating as a fore- 
man ?

How long were you in the service of 
the city before you received $1,800 a year?

Until recently by whom have you been employed? 

I have been employed by the city.

Engineer. 

Are you a licensed engineer? 

I am, sir. 

How long have you been employed by the city? 

A little over two years. 

In what division? 

The Sewer Division. 

And in what district ? 

District 1, South Boston. 

You are a brother to the former witness ? 

I am a brother to William F., yes. 

What is the date of your discharge? 

Twenty-eighth of December. 

Did you get written notification ? 

I did not, sir. 

What form of notification ? 

From the driver of Mr. Carroll. 

Just answer the question; you received a formal notice 
our discharge, a verbal notice? 

A verbal notice. 
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Q. Did you have any conversation with anybody relative to 
your discharge ? 

A. No. 

@. By whom was the notice of your discharge delivered to 
you? 

A. Mr. Carroll’s driver. He came to me and said, ‘‘ George, I 
am very sorry, I have bad news for you.”’ ‘‘ Well, let it come,” 
-I says, ‘‘ whatever it is.” He said, ‘‘ You are discharged.” 
After we chewed the rag for a while he says to me, ‘ Well, 
George, you have done a very foolish thing.” I says, ‘* How is 
that?” ‘* Well,” he says, ‘‘ you went out against Fitzgerald.”

Q. Well, do you know who is driving that team now? 

A. No, sir; I couldn’t tell; couldn’t tell who has the team. 
I know him by sight.

Q. (By the Caarrman). You do know, Mr. Hines, that no 
complaint was made against you for work done by you? 

A. No, sir; there wasn’t. That is one thing I know. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan). How long have you been driving a 
team for the city? 

A. Going on three years — two years last May. 
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Q. (By Mr. Warker). You say nothing was said by Mr. 
Trainer as to the cause for your discharge? 

A. No, sir; nothing was said at all. 

The Cuarrman. — That is all, Mr. Hines.

You are a married man? 

I am. 

How many does your family consist of ? 

Seven children at home and the wife, at present. 

Until recently in what capacity were you employed and 
by whom were you employed ? 

By the city of Boston as night watchman. 

And what salary did you receive? 

Two dollars and fifty cents. 

When were you discharged, Mr. Riley? 

I was not discharged. 

You were suspended ? 

I was suspended? 

What was the date of your suspension ? 

The 31st day of December. 

Did you have any conversation with anybody previous to 
your suspension ? 

A. On the 24th day of December. 

Q. With whom did you have that conversation ? 

A. The conversation was between me and John C. Carson, 
the foreman, as I passed into the office. 

@. Mr. Carson is the foreman of that district? 

A. Of that division, Districts 9 and 10. 

@. Will you relate that conversation to the committee, Mr. 
Riley ? 

A. I passed in, and as I passed by him he said, ‘* Hullo, 
Riley!” and I said, ‘* How do you do, Mr. Carson ?” and passed 
in by and went up alongside the stove. A few minutes after- 
wards he said, ** Riley, there is a man after your job, and if you 
want to square yourself here you have got to join the Brick 
Club?” 

Q. Did you say anything in reply, Mr. Riley? 
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Ayr lean: 

Q. What did you say? 

A. Isaid ‘* To h—1 with the Brick Club! I will never join 
it.” (Laughter and applause). 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair will ask the spectators to refrain 
from demonstrations as much as possible.

Q. Did you have any further conversation between that time 
and the time of your suspension ?

Do the committee desire 
to ask any questions? 

Q. (By Mr. CHAmpBeriain.) I desire to ask the gentleman 
how he received the notice of his suspension—verbally or by 
written message? 

A. No, sir; I received it by messenger. 

Q. Who sent the messenger? 

A. I suppose Carson sent it. It came when I was eating 
dinner; half-past one Saturday. 
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Verbal notice ? 

Yes, sir. 

(Referring to paper.) Is that the notice? 

That is the notice, sir. 

(By Mr. Linenan.) I would like to ask you a question. 
What is the Brick Club? 

A. Well, that is what they call themselves—the Brick 
Democratic Club of Ward 8. 

Q. (By Mr. CuampBertain.) Ever any fault found with your 
work by anybody employed by the city before your suspension or 
since? 

A. Nothing, except what I know of since, that they were 
looking for me one night and ecouldn’t find me. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) (Reading papery above referred to.) 


‘¢Thomas F. Riley, Esq., Night Watchman, Revere Street, 
Sewer Yard. I have been directed by the Superintendent of 
Streets to suspend you from duty, said suspension to take effect 
at once. (Signed) Joun C. Carson, Moreman.”’ .

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) By whom was this delivered, Mr. 
Riley? 

A. By one of the men in the yard. 

Q. Any conversation ? 

A. No. He asked me if I wouldn’t allow him to see it as I 
opened it in my own room; asked if [ had any objection to his 
seeing it when I opened it. 

Q. What was your Civil Service aged Mr. Riley? 

A. Asa bracer. 

Q. Afterwards? 

A. And a night watchman. 

So that at the time of your discharge you had a regular 
Civil Service rating as a night watchman? 

AY. Yes,’ sir: 

(). And you understand that you are entitled to all the pro- 
tection the Civil Service laws afford? 

A. Certainly. 

The Cuarrman.— That is all, sir. Any questions? 

Q. (By Mr. Connotiy.) What was your business before you 
went into the Sewer Department, Mr. Riley? 

A. Gas-fitter. 

. Were you rated when you went into the Sewer Department 
as a bracer? 

A. I was, sir. 

@. How did you come to get a position and rating as a bracer 
when you were a gas fitter? 

A. I left the shop and was out of work and went to work for 
a party at the South End, went into the ditch when I couldnt get 
any other work and went bracing. 

Q. Were you politically active at the last election? 

A. No, sir; I was not. 
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Q. Were you a member of any political club? 

A. Well, I don’t know as I have any reason to answer that 
question. 

Q. Well, what did you suppose you were suspended for? 

A. Well, I don’t see anything. I am a Ward 8 man and I 
suppose that is the reason. | 

(). You say you supposed you were suspended for political 
reasons? 

Well, I suppose I was. 

Well, have you any reason to suppose you were? 

Yes, sir. 

What? , 

Because I am a member of the Hendricks Club. 

You are? 

Yes, sir. 

(By the CuarrMAN.) You say you had a conversation 
with Mr. Carson. 

A. Yes, sir; the Saturday before Christmas. 

For the benefit of the gentleman from Ward 17 (Mr. 
Connolly) relate that conversation once more, please? 

A. Ipassed in and said, ‘* Good-morning!”; down. there to 
get my pay. That is the second time I went inside the yard for 
my money. I passed in and he said, ‘‘ Hullo, Riley!” I said 
‘¢Good-morning, Mr. Carson.” I passed him by and he was 
sitting near the telephone, with his feet on the window sill. I 
passed in and sat by the stove, and he, the first thing he said, 
‘¢ Riley, I have got a man for your place,” and he said ‘* Now, 
you want to square yourself and have got to join the Brick 
Democratic Club.” 

(. And your suspension took place subsequently, some time 
afterward ?

Q. (By Mr. Connotry.) Mr. Riley, is there such an organiza- 
tion in Ward 8 as the Brick Democratic Club? 

A. I don’t know, sir. 

@. You made an answer to Mr. Carson at that time about the 
Brick Club? 

A. I knew there was a man named Brick who lived ther — 
lots of bricks there, too, in all the houses. 

Did you ever hear of the Burrage ordinance? 

Did I ever hear of the Burrage “ordinance? I did, sir. 
What is the Burrage ordinance? 

That no man could hold two positions. 

That no man could hold two positions ? 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. Linrnan.— Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask Mr. Connolly 
a question. (To Mr. Connolly. ) Do you understand the Bur- 
rage ordinance ? 
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Mr. Connotty.—I am not here to answer your questions. The 
witnesses are here to answer your questions and my questions. 

Mr. Linenan.—I wanted to find out what reference the Burrage 
ordinance had to this matter. 

Q. (By Mr. Hissarp.) Where were you working at the time 
when you were discharged ? 

A. On Revere street. 

@. Do you know whether the position has been filled since 
your discharge ? 

A. It was filled Saturday night by one man. I was told that 
they were to take the man out of the ditch and put him there for 
Sunday, and then to take another.different man for the rest of the 
week, and then last Saturday I understood that the position was 
to be abolished, and the yard closedup. So last Sunday, for my 
own benefit, I took a walk down there Sunday night to see if there 
was anybody on duty down there, and I found the yard in dark- 
ness. 

Mr. Hissarp. — That is all. 

The Cuatrman. — That is all, Mr. Riley. For the benefit of 
the committe I desire to read 

Mr. Connotity.— Mr. Chairman, I object to the reading of the 
Burrage ordinance, because some witnesses are desired to appear 
before the committee. If any of the committee desire to read 
it, they can do it for themselves. 

The Cuatrman.— The Chair will ask Mr. William H. Cuddy to 
come forward, please. (Councilman Cuddy stepped forward.)

(By the Cuarrman.) Your full name, Mr. Cuddy?

A. Foreman Carson of the yard.

Mr. Connotity.— Mr. Chairman, before you ask the gentleman 
any questions, I desire to ask if Mr. John Cuddy is here? 

The Coarrman.—lIf he is here? 

Mr. Connotiy.— If he is here. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Is he here? 

Ax gON 074815. 

The Cuarrman.— Perhaps I ought to explain to the committee 
that Mr. Cuddy, senior, had no conversation with anybody. Mr. 
Cuddy, the present witness, had a conversation with his father’s 
superior in the Sewer Department in explanation of the discharge 
of Mr. Cuddy, senior. That conversation I desire to have 
brought out in the committee, and that is the reason the witness 
is here. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Mr. Cuddy, you will proceed with 
the conversation you had with Mr. Carson relative to your 
father’s discharge, giving the date as near as you can remember, 
and the substance of the conversation? 

A. My father was discharged on December 31— Sunday, 
January Ist, I met Mr. Carson, and he says, ‘* Well,”’ he says,— 

Q. If I may interrupt, Mr. Cuddy, excuse me, but under 
what circumstances did you talk with Mr. Carson? 

A. Well, he came to my house Sunday, the first of January, 
looking for me. I wasn’t at home; was at the meeting of the 
association I belong to—the Hibernians— and he came to the 
hall and went on to tell me about my father being discharged or 
suspended; that he didn’t have time to tell me about it previous 
to suspending him, but he said that Mr. Wells had called him at 
noon time, while he was at the hall, and asked him if he had 
John Cuddy in his employ. He said he had. He said, ‘‘ Is that 
the father of Councilman Cuddy?’’ Carson said, ‘‘He is.” ‘I 
want you to suspend him right off.’? Carson said, ‘‘ I can’t do 
that, because I have got to get somebody to put in his place. 
There is nobody to take care of the horses, and I have got to get 
somebody.” ‘* Never mind — get somebody.” 

In what capacity was he employed? 

A stableman of experience — veterinarian. 

(By Mr. Wacker.) How long was he employed there? 
About two years. 

(By the Cuarrman.) Go on with the conversation ? 
Wells said, ** Never mind, Carson, find somebody to put 
in his place. I want him suspended right off.” ‘* All right.” 
Carson said, and he came down and suspended him and Mr. 
Riley at the same time; knock right off at two o’clock in the 
afternoon, came to the stable and told him to quit. 

@. Did you have any other conversation with Mr. Carson? 

A. Not as I know of. 

Q. Relative to the reasons for his discharge?. Any reasons 
assigned ?

The Cuarirman. — That is all, Mr. Cuddy. Any of the com- 
mittee desire to ask any questions? 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) You understand the Burrage ordi- 
nance? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Know what it says in section 28? 

A. Yes, sir; couldn’t memorize the whole of it; but I know 
the meaning of the ordinance. 

Mr. Connotity. —I desire to stop the witness for a moment. 
I don’t desire to have the Councilman inform the witnesses what 
the Burrage ordinance is, unless they know themselves. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair will rule that the gentleman him- 
self has put the question three or four times, and the other mem- 
bers of the committee are as much entitled to put the question as 
he is.

J met the Commissioner and he said, ‘* Wein- 
berg, come here. ‘The Mayor is going to take your head.” I 
said, ‘*‘ What for?” ‘* He understands that you are voting against 
Fitzgerald in favor of Gallivan, and also against Donovan.” I 
said, ‘‘ Very well; let them take it.” Hesaid, ‘* Are you a mem- 
ber of the Hendricks Club?” I said, ‘‘I am sorry [ ain’t.” I 
never thought more about it, and I went to wigties and afterwards 
Mr. Godfrey says, °° Himan, you are disch at is, sus- 
pended,” *I said, ‘* What? for?”’*. ‘* Well,” ie said, you go and 
see the Commissioner and he will tell you what for.”’ I went and 
saw the Commissioner. He said, ‘‘I told you last week, didn’t 
I, that you were voting against the interests of John F. Fitz- 
gerald, the regular Democratic candidate? The Mayor has proof 
that you went to different places and told the people to vote for 
Krebs or Gallivan, but not for Fitzgerald.” 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) What Commissioner? 

A. Flood. He said, ‘‘ You are a good boy and I am sorry 
for you.” 

(By the CHarrman.) This was when? 

The first of November. 

Is that the date of your discharge? 

That is the date of my discharge. 

Any further conversation with Flood? 

No, sir; hesaid, ‘* You go and see the Mayor.” 

Did you go? 

Yes, sir: but a gentleman there said, ‘‘ The Mayor is 
busy and you can’t see him now.” But I see Donovan and Fitz- 
gerald going out the Mayor’s door. 

Q. You tried to see the Mayor and could not? 

A. Yes, sir. A few days later a gentleman from my ward 
came in and said, ‘* Weinberg, I come from Brick. He wants 
you, because you were always a good fellow, a good man, and,” 
he said, ‘‘ you, want to join the Brick Club and go out and work 
for Fitzgerald.’ 

(Q). (By Mr. Lineuan.) Just a moment — mbes Brick? 

A. I presume Alderman Brick. He said, ‘* You join the 
Brick Club and you can go back to work at once, and you will 
get a good position and also have your salary raised.” I said, 
‘¢'To hell with the job! I don’t want it.” 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Did you have any subsequent con- 
versation with Mr. Flood? 

A NO, sit: 

@. Any other conversation besides that with Godfrey and 
Flood ? 

A. I had with Mr. Mahoney, the clerk. 

Q. The clerk in the office? 

A. Yes, sir. He said, ‘‘Himan, I told you three or four 
times it would be so if you went up against Fitzgerald.” 
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Q. Any other conversation with anybody in the office?

Q. Anything else stated? 

A. Yes, sir; a few days after the election was over Mr. 
Woods, who manages the Brick Club in Ward 8, — 

Q. The committee doesn’t care to hear what Woods had to 
say. 

told me a few days afterwards, ‘‘ Vote for Brick and 
Gallivan and against Martin M. Lomasney and you will get a 
good job back.’’ I told him I wished to see Brick himself per- 
sonally. Brick made an appointment to see me at 65 Brighton 
street at six o’clock, half-past six one evening. 

Q. There is no need of going into that. You haven’t had 
any conversation with Mr. Flood since the first of November?

Q. Any complaint made against you? 

A. Notas far as I know of. 

Q. So far as you know, there was no complaint of your ser- 
vices ?

Q. So far as you know from your conversation with Flood — 

A. So far as I know. 

Q. Wait until I put the question. So far as you know from 
your conversation with Mr. Flood, the Commissioner, you were 
discharged for opposing Mr. Fitzgerald for Congress? 

A. Yes, sir; and also Mr. Donovan for the Senate. 

Q. That statement was made to you by the Commissioner? 

A. By the Commissioner, yes, sir. 

The Cuarrman. — That is all, sir. Any members of the com- 
mittee desire to ask any questions? 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) A single question. Did you meet 
Mr. Brick? 


A. I met Brick. 

@. Met him by appointment? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Was it Alderman Brick? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Hresarp.) Who were the gentlemen who told 


you you would be put to work in three days if you worked for 
Fitzgerald? 

A. This Woods told me so; that I would be put to work if I 
would go to work for Brick and join his club. 

Q. Whois Wood? 

A. Manages affairs for Mr. Brick in Ward 8. 

Q. (By Mr. Cuampertatn.) Do you consider yourself dis- 
charged or suspended at the present time? 

A. JIasked that question myself. He didn’t answer me. I 
said ‘‘Am I discharged or suspended?” and he said ‘* You are 
through.” 

Q. (By Mr. Connotiy.) How old are y ou? 
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Twenty-nine years. 
When did you first commence to go to work for the city? 
Four years ago, when Fitzgerald first ran for Congress. 
Were you politically active in the last election? 
Well, not much. 
Well, do you take part in politics? 
Oh, I used to take part in politics. 
Now, do you know the reason why you were discharged ? 
Yes, sir. 
What is it? 
Because some gentleman made a complaint that I am 
working against the interests of John F. Fitzgerald and for 
Gallivan. 
Q. Do you know who the gentleman is? 
A. Michael W. Brick. 
Q. You know he did? 
A. He told me himself, personally, he would do it. 
@. What was your business, personally, before you went to 
work for the city? 
An agent. 
Have you a Civil Service rating? 
Yes, sir. 
As what? 
As deputy inspector — lineman. 
Well, did you have any experience as a lineman before 
went to work for the city? 
I did. 
When? 
Seven or eight years ago. 
Where? 
New York City, after I left Boston. 
Where? 
Different companies. 
Did you work for any company in New York? 
Yes,’ sir. 
Name one. 
The Richardson Company. 
Then you are a lineman? 
Yes, sir; but I have been assigned as deputy inspector in 
the Wire Department. 
Do you know what the Burrage ordinance is? 
No, sir; I don’t. 
You don’t know what the Burrage ordinance is? 
No, sir. 
Never heard of it? 
Never heard of it. 
(By Mr. Linenan.) A single question. Have you ever 
acted as inspector or caucus officer of any kind since working for 
the city? 
A. I never did. 
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Q. (By Mr. Hrssparp.) Do you know men in the same 
department with you, from other wards, that work on election 
day? 

A Well, I didn’t. 

Q. Isay, do you know other men in the same department who 
worked in different wards on election day? 

A. Oh, I can only say a year ago all the men worked election 
pay. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotity.) Did you work election day for the 
interest of any candidate? 

A. Well, I was discharged before election day; but I worked 
election day for the interest of Gallivan. 

Q. (By Mr. Waker.) You say you had an interview with 
Mr. Brick before your suspension or discharge? 

A. Yes, sir. 

~Q. At which he told you this? 

A. He said **If you don’t join my club—TI know you are 
a good fellow — you will be discharged.” That is the day after 
the Commissioner told me of it. 

@. Did you have an interview with Brick subsequent to that 
interview ? 

AG MNO Ldidn’t. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Did Flood say anything to you? 

ASioYes sir: ol ‘am"sorry for, yous Himan * You-were 
always a good boy; but you were foolish, and the Mayor dis- 
charged you.” 

Q. Did he tell you so? 

A. Yes, sir; foolish because I didn’t work for Fitzgerald. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotiy.) Did you ever engage in any business 
before working for the city? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Business of any kind? 

A. No, sir; not of any kind. 


JoHN B. JEerrers. — Sworn. 


The CuarrmMan. -— The Chair will ask John B. Jeffers to come 
forward. (Mr. Jeffers responded. ) ; 


Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Your full name, Mr. Jeffers 

A. John B. Jeffers. 

Q. Your age, please? 

A. About forty- -SIX. 

Q. You live where, Mr. Jeffers? 

A. 27 McLean st. 

Q. You have lived in the North and West Ends most of your 
life? ; 

A. Iwas born in the North End, and lived there until last 
April. Last April I moved to the West End; Ward 8. 

Q. Are you at present employed, Mr. Jeffers? 

A. No, sir; not at present. 
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Q. Until recently by whom were you employed, and in what 
capacity ? 

A. I -was employed as electrician in be Meter Division, 
Water Department. 

Q. How long were you so employed? 

A. In that position I think I was two odd years; probably 
two years and three or four months. 

Q. Any complaint or dissatisfaction expressed at your ser- 
vices during that time? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Who was your immediate superior? 

A. Mr. Michael O’Brien. I don’t know whether he has a 
middle name or not? 

Q. And he acted under Commissioner Murphy? 

AVA Wes , sit. 

@. Previous to your discharge, did you have any conversa- 
tion relative to your possible discharge ? 

A. The Saturday after the election Mr. O’Brien—I went in 
and reported in the morning, at 9 o’clock—and Mr. O’Brien 
said to me, ** You go” —to me — ‘‘ to the Commissioner ;’’ and 
[ went downstairs to the Commissioner, and saw Commissioner 
Murphy, and he said to me, ‘‘ Mr. Jeffers, I have a disagreeable 
duty to perform. As long as I have been a public servant I 
don’t know, and cannot recall at any time, where I felt that I 
had issued an order, or was carrying out an order, where I felt 
that I was doing an injustice to a man as I am to you.” I[ 
said, ‘‘ What is it?’’ He said, ‘* Well, Mr. Jeffers, you are an 
intellectual fellow, and I will be frank with you. The Mayor 
has sent for me, and has ordered your discharge.’”? .And I said, 
‘*For what? What for?’ ‘*Well,’”’ he said, ‘‘understand me, 
Mr. Jeffers, I am not in sympathy with this kind of work. I 
think it is contemptible. I don’t think it is right to deprive 
men because they vote for their friends; that they should suffer 
for their friends. And understand me,” he said, ‘‘I intend to 
clear myself perfectly in this matter. I am going to be frank 
with you, and honest with you. The Mayor,” says he, — ‘‘some- 
body has informed the Mayor that you voted, or that you are a 
member of the Hendricks Club, and that you voted in the last 
State election against Fitzgerald, and worked with Gallivan; 
and also in the city election, that you voted for Horgan and 
Casey and the Republican members of the Board of Apportion- 
ment.” ‘*Well,’’ I said, ‘*‘Mr. Commissioner, how does he know 
that? Now, I think he should give me a chance to be 
heard.” He said, ‘‘ Jeffers, understand me. I am here as 
simply a subordinate of the Mayor’s, and I am simply carry- 
ing out his orders. If the order was to come from me, as 
long as you acted properly, and behaved yourself as a faithful 
employee, as you are, no matter how you acted or voted, it 
would not make any difference; but I am simply a subordinate 
of the Mayor, and obey his instructions, and you must be dis- 
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charged. And it is useless, in the frame of mind the Mayor is 
now, with the legal advisers he has around him; and I am sur- 
prised that a man like Mayor Quincy would be deluded by these 
cheap men, to urge him to pursue the course he is pursuing. I 
am not impugning his counsel, or maintaining any position what- 
soever, except to obey his orders. I spoke to the Mayor, rea- 
soned with him. I told him I thought you were a man who didn’t 
take any interest in politics outside of your vote.” 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.— What commissioner is this? 

A. John R. Murphy. ‘‘I told him you were in the Fire De- 
partment, under me, a faithful and efficient man there, and while 
in the employ of the department I never heard a word but what 
you performed your work faithfully and well, and I also,” he 
said — 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) You served under Mr. Murphy in 
the Fire Department before he became Water Commissioner ? 

A. Yes, sir; operator in the Fire-Alarm Department. 

Q. How long did you serve under Mr. Murphy in the Fire 
Department ? 

A. I think five years. 

Q. And as Water Commissioner ? 

A. ‘Two years-—two years and three or four months. 

Q. Go on. 

A. He said to me, ‘‘I reasoned with him and talked with 
him, but his mind was set, and afterwards, when I came back to 
my office, I sent for Mr. O’Brien, the Superintendent of the 
Water Meter Division, and brought Mr. O’Brien to his office, 
and Mr. O’Brien assured the Mayor he never had heard anything 
from you, and that, in fact, he knew you didn’t interfere with 
politics outside of voting; said you were a faithful man, and one 
of the best men he had, and he thought it was a mistake.” 

Q. Mr. Jeffers, did you ever see the Mayor in reference to 
your letter of dismissal? 

A. No, sir; I will get to that later. So I said, ‘‘ Well, if 
he has made up his mind, all right.” He told me, ‘* Well, all 
the answer we could get from him is that he seemed, in view of 
the fact that the district you live in, the ward you live in, hadn’t 
supported the administration as the administration thought they 
should support it; he said it looked to him as though the friends 
of the people who opposed the administration down there should 
have to suffer.” I said to him, ‘* Well, I suppose if I have 
got to I have got to. I am Secretary of Electrical Workers’ 
Union No. 35, and shall call the attention of the union to it, and 
have a committee appointed.” He said, ‘*Well, you go ahead, 
Jeffers, and anything I can assist you in doing, both speaking a 
kind word or anything, I will do. But let me give you a piece 
of advice — don’t go ahead too rapidly, because His Honor is in 
such a frame of mind, that the fact of you being a member— 
whoever,”’ he said, ‘‘is supplying him with information — of you 
being a member of the Hendricks Club, and voting, as I told 
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you, against Fitzgerald, Donovan and Quirk at the State elec- 
tion, and for Horgan and Casey, and for the Republican Board 
of Apportionment at the city election, he considers that cause 
enough for your discharge.” 
You remember the date of this conversation ? 
The Saturday after the election. 
As near as you can recollect, what was the date? 
The 8th was election day, was it? 
ice: ) 
13th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 17th, wasn’t it? 
About that time? 
Yes, sir; about the 17th of November. He said to me, 
after I said ‘*I am not a politician; but if you are talking to 
the Mayor, tell him I shall not be coerced; if I cannot have my 
position back without being dictated to, and cannot vote except 
in the way the party in power wants me to, I shall not have it 
back’”’; he said he ‘admired me; would do anything for me, and 
the following Saturday I got notice of my suspension, dated De- 
cember 23. 

Q. Have you the notice with you? 

A. I have that notice, I think, with me (handing paper to 
chairman). 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair will read the notice of suspension :

A. A committee was appointed to wait upon Mr. O’Brien and 
Commissioner Murphy, and the committee reported back, exon- 
erating Commissioner Murphy for it, and Commissioner Murphy 
sent word to them to say— oh, he told me when leaving him, 
‘¢] will find out who is pushing this matter of yours, and proba- 
bly by the time I see you again I will be able to let you know.” 
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But I haven’t been able to see him since. But the committee 
waited on him, and he told the committee that it was because I 
voted against John F. Fitzgerald at the last State election; that 
-it came from the Mayor direct, and not from him. 

Q. So far as you know, Jeffers, your suspension was caused 
by your political action in the last election? 

A. Well, nobody knows how I voted. I never take any 
interest in politics except going to vote. 

Q. So far as you know from the commissioner, your suspen- 
sion was caused by your political action in the last election? 

A. The commissioner told me in plain words it was because 
I was a member of the Hendricks Club, and had voted against 
Congressman Fitzgerald and Senator Donovan and Councillor 
Quirk at the State election, and at the city election voted for 
Horgan and Casey and the Republican Board of Apportionment. 
There was nothing further to be said than that. 

Q. You are a single man? : 

AS eid C8, SITs 

Qe plity ed in Boston all your life? 

A. Born in Boston, at the North End, and have lived here 
all my life. 

Q. Anything further you wish to say to the committee? 

A. Not at all. 

The CHarrMan. -— Does the committee desire to ask any ques- 
tions ? 

@. (By Mr. Linenan.) Is there any member of that com- 
mittee who waited upon Commissioner Murphy present here to- 
day? 

Ni Not that I know of, sir. The chairman of that commit- 
tee is James W. O’Brien, and I think he is at 161 D street, 
South Boston. 

(@. How long did you work in the department? 

A. Two years and four months. 

Q. Any fault found with your work? 

A. No, sir. He said he reasoned with the Mayor, and told 
him I was one of the most faithful men in the department, and 
the Mayor said he would not take that into consideration, from 
the fact of my being a member of the Hendricks Club, and 
voting against John F. Fitzgerald and Donovan and Quirk in the 
State election, and for Horgan and Casey and the Republican 
Board of Apportionment later, and that was cause enough for 
my discharge. 

Q. What was the report of that committee ? 

(AS ne report of the committee was that Commissioner 
Murphy was‘not in any way responsible, was not a party to it, 
that he was simply a subordinate of the Mayor of Boston and 
acting under orders, and that Commissioner Murphy plainly 
stated to them, with considerable cross-examination, but he did 
state it, that he was perfectly frank in saying it was because 
Congressman Fitzgerald was behind it, and because I voted 
against him at the Congressional election. 
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The Cuarrman.— Any other questions desired to be put by 
the committee? 

Q. (By Mr. Connotiy.) What year were you appointed in 
the Fire Department ? 


Awe oa 
Q. Under Civil Service? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. Are you under Civil Service now, do you have a rating? 

A. I really don’t know, never bothered my head about it, 
because I don’t know whether Civil Service takes in our line of 
work or not. 

Q. When your were appointed what was the reason ? 

A. Because they wanted a man. 

Q. Were you actively engaged in politics at the time ? 

A. No, sir. I never was actively engaged in politics outside 
of voting. I don’t think I ever have stood at the polls and asked 
a man to vote. 

Q. Never helped a politician of any standing at all? 

A. No, sir; except going to vote. If I saw aman on the 
street and thought I could use any moral suasion at all and 
thought a man running was not the right kind of a man and was 
against labor, I should get out against him. ButIam nota 
politician. I am a trades-unionist and believe in organized 
labor. 

@. But wouldn’t you consider asking a man to vote fora 
candidate and asking a man in that way, politics? What more 
could you do? 

A. It has been a long time; I don’t recall when I ever 
asked a man to vote. 

Q. Who recommended you to the Water Department ? 

A. To the Water Department? 

Q. To the Water Department, when you were first placed 
there ? 

A. Thomas N. Hart. 

Q. What was your business when you first went into the Fire 
Department ? 

A. <A currier by trade, but haven’t worked at that for a long 
time. I was an agent.for the Standard Oil Company and also in 
the cooperage business, and also the leather manufacturing 
business. 

Q. And that.is the only business you ever were engaged in — 
what you have stated ? 

A. The businesses ? 

QQ. Yes, .sir. 

A. That is all I ever was in. 

Q. You never was in the electrical business ? 

A. No, sir; except study outside. I was interested in outside 
study. I was always interested in electricity. When I was an 
apprentice they used to give a course of lectures, and I was 
always interested in that part of it. 

Q. You are rated as an electrician. What is your duty? 
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A. To make electrical tests for electrolysis in the ground, 
electrolysis tests for currents, how much there is of them, ware, 
and everything like that. 

Q. And what brought about your transfer from the Fire 
Department to the Water Department? 

A. Iwas amember of Local 35, and the Fire Department of 
the City of Boston was in a rotten condition, and Local 35, 
organized labor, asked for an investigation. 

The Cuarrman. —'The Chair wants to ask the gentleman to 
repeat that. The stenographer will repeat the last question. 

(The stenographer repeated the last question. ) 

The Witness. —I, being a member of Local 35, they voted to 
wait upon the Mayor, and His Honor the Mayor agreed that if 
the fire alarm was in the condition that it was represented to be, 
he, as Mayor of Boston, it was his duty to inquire into it. He 
encouraged us along into the investigation and he promised all 
-men in the fire alarm that would give testimony that he would 
help to straighten the matter out, and he promised them that 
they should be protected in their positions, a promise which he 
broke. He encouraged that committee along, saying that it was 
their duty to help him out and it would be all right — that is, 
after he was elected. I waited upon him with John O’Sullivan, 
President then of the Central Labor Union, waited upon His 
Honor the Mayor, and he promised me if I would assist in 
straightening out the Fire Alarm Service, that no matter what I 
would do in that I should be protected and shouldn’t lose my 
position. Later on he changed his mind. That is, when he 
appointed an expert, an electrical expert, to examine into it, and 
when the report of that expert was made, he came to the con- 
clusion that it was a pretty rotten affair and, as he said to Harry 
Lloyd and myself, when he wanted the matter settled, in view of 
Commissioner Russell’s social and commercial position, he 
couldn’t feel that he could go ahead any further and wished us to 
stop it, which I refused to do and Mr. Lloyd also. 

(By Mr. Conrotty.) What year was that? 

A. 1896, I think. 

(By the Cuarrman.) Was that the year when the agitation 
was very strong in the Common Council in reference to inaccuracy 
in the Fire Alarm Service ? 

A. That was the year and that was the matter, and he wanted 
us to settle the matter. In fact, he wanted us to let him out 
oracefully, so that he could pose in the eyes of Fire Commissioner 
Russell’s friends, Osborne Howes and a few more, that he could 
pose as a friend of Commissioner Russell, and that it was to 
drop, which I refused to do. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotry.) I desire to ask what brought about 
your transfer, not desiring any story that you may tell? Was it 
through Mr. Murphy, the Fire Commissioner? 

A. No, sir; Commissioner Russell then, when the investiga- 
tion was, discharged me, and I brought that to the attention of 
my union, and the result of it was that His Honor the Mayor, in 
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order to settle all the trouble and all the differences all around, 
agreed, or Commissioner Russell agreed, to reinstate me, and His 
Honor the Mayor was to transfer me to the Water Department to 
make the electrical tests there —if that is what you want. 

The Cuarrman. — Any further questions ? 

Q. (By Mr. Connotty.) Do you know what the Burrage 
ordinance is? 

A. I don’t know anything more than this, that a city em- 
ployee — | 

Q. All I want to know is if you know about the Burrage 
ordinance or have any knowledge of it? 

A. Ihave a fair knowledge of it, fair. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Did you ever act as caucus officer of 
any kind? 

A. Ididin 1876. Then I was appointed, I think, by Mayor 
Cobb. 

@. Did I understand you to say that you never advocated the 
cause of any political candidate ? 

A. No, I never take any interest in politics of that kind at all. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) Do you understand that the Burrage 
ordinance prevents you from exercising the right of franchise 
guaranteed you by the Constitution on election day? 

A. No, I don’t understand that it does that. 

@. Well, do you understand that you were regularly rated in 
Civil Service as an employee of the Water Department? 

A. Yes, I think I am. 

Q. And that you are entitled to all the protection that the 
Civil Service laws of Massachusetts afford ? 

A. “Yes, sir. 

The Cnairman. -— That is all, sir. Any further questions by 
any member of the committee? (No response.) 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Mr. Chairman, I move you, sir, that this 
hearing do now close for the day, and that the committee adjourn, 
subject to the call of the Chair. 

Mr. Connotiy.—TI desire to ask if any more witnesses are 
here to-day. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair will state that there are a number 
of other witnesses, and, owing to the communication which has 
been received from His Honor the Mayor, there may be a great 
many other witnesses, and for that reason I think it advisable for 
the committee to adjourn at this time, knowing that it is impossi- 
ble for us to finish by six o’clock. It is moved and seconded 
that we adjourn, subject to the call of the Chair. 

Mr. Connotity. — Mr. Chairman, I hope we will not adjourn 
before we hear the witnesses here to-day, and we can then ad- 
journ. 

The Cnuarrman. — You have heard the motion of Mr. Cham- 
berlain. All in favor say ‘‘ Aye,” all opposed ‘* No,’’ and it is 
a vote, and the meeting stands adjourned, subject to the call of 
the Chair. 

Adjourned at 5.45 P.M., subject to the call of the Chair. 
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SECOND HEARING. 


City Hau, Tuesday, January 17, 1899. 


The hearing was resumed in the Common Council Chamber, 
City Hall, at 7.30 o’clock, P.M. 

Present; all the members of the committee; Chairman Kiley 
presiding. 


TheCuarrman, in calling to order, said : 

The Committee will please come to order. The Chair will 
request witnesses who were sworn at the last meeting and who 
were not heard, to step forward, if they are present here to-night. 
(Two gentlemen came forward.) Mr. Spain and Mr.McLaughlin 
will kindly step forward and sit here on the side. (The gentle- 
men referred to did as requested.) Are there any other wit- 
nesses who desire to be heard by the committee ? 

(No response.) Mr. Spain will please be seated in the wit- 
ness chair. (The gentleman referred to did as requested.) 


Witiiam H. Spain. — Sworn 


And where, please? 
15 Allen Street, ward 8. 
Until recently, Mr. Spain, where have you been employed, 
and in what capacity? 

A. The Collector’s office, Deputy Collector. 

Q. And how long were you so employed? 

A. Since the first of May, 1896. 

Q. You were appointed then, as I understand, by the present 
collector ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And were you under bonds in that position? 

Api k Ode Air. 

Q. To what extent? 

A. Well, the bond is five thousand dollars. I had two bonds- 
men, five thqusand dollars apiece. 

Q. Ten thousand dollars? 

A. Five thousand dollars is the bond required by law for 
Deputy Collector. 


Q. (By the Cuairman.) Your full name, please, Mr. Spain? 
A. William H. Spain. 

Q. And your age, Mr. Spain? 

A. Thirty-one. 

(. You are a resident of Boston? 

AX. Yes,. Sir. 

Q. 

A. 

Q. 
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@. And you say you furnished two bondsmen at five thou- 
sand dollars apiece? 

A. I furnished two bondsmen at five thousand dollars apiece. 

Q. Are you now in the employ of the city? 

A. No; sir: 

@. When did you sever your connection with the Collecting 
Department of the city of Boston? 

A. The 13th day of December, 1898. 

Q. The 13th? 

A. The 13th day, yes. 

Q. Did you have any talk with anybody previous to your 
being discharged — oh, by the way, you were discharged, as I 
understand it? 

A. I was discharged, yes. 

@. Have you any written communication in reference to your 
discharge ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Kindly pass it to the Chair. 

A. (Handing over paper.) I would like to retain that, Mr. 
Chairman. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair will read the communication to 
the committee : 


‘* COLLECTING DEPARTMENT, CITY HALL. 
Boston, December 13, 1898. 


Mr. WirwiiamM H. Spain: 


Dear Sir: You are hereby removed from the office of Deputy 
Collector in this department by order of the Mayor. 


Yours, 


NatHaAniEL H. Taytor, 
Collector.” 


The stenographer will kindly take that and put it in with the 
. records, and will then kindly pass it back to the witness. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) When did you receive that com- 
munication, Mr. Spain? 

A. Thirteenth of December, 1898. 

Q. Did you have any conversation with either His Honor the 
Mayor or the Collector of Taxes previous to your removal ? 

A. Well, I had conversation with several people. The first 
was in November — Tuesday, the first day of November. We 
were very busy. 

Q. State the entire conversation. 

A. Wewere very busy in the office at that time. Taxes 
were due and men were working — well, until any time in the 
night, to twelve and one and two o’clock. I was downstairs 
working, and a clerk from upstairs came in and told me a Con- 
gressman was outside and wanted to see me. -~On the way out- 
side I asked him if it was true and he said ‘‘ Yes, Congressman 
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Fitzgerald.’’ I went outside to the main corridor, as you come 
in from School street, that corridor there, and I saw Congress- 
man Fitzgerald and now Senator Donovan was there, and a man 
whom I didn’t know, but afterwards found out his name was 
Bradley, as the conversation went on. Fitzgerald says to me 
‘¢ Hello, Billy!” I said ‘‘Hello!’’ He said ‘‘I understand 
you are doing some work against me.” I says ‘* I don’t know 
that I have any time to do any ‘work against you or any- 
body else. I have all that I can attend to in the office.” 
‘¢ Well,” he says, ‘‘ I hear it for a positive fact. Now, I want to 
know whether you are with me or against me or whether you are 
going to vote for me next Tuesday or not. ‘‘I told him I was 
an American citizen, and had my rights and I didn’t think it was 
any of his business how I was going to vote. He said ‘‘ Well, 
I want to know whether you are going to vote for me or not.’’ 
I told him, as I said, that it was none of his business, and that I 
would probably vote with the organization of our ward. ‘Then 
he says ‘* Well, if I understand you correctly, if your organiza- 
tion is not going to vote for me you,are not?’’ I said ‘* You 
will have to wait until Tuesday. I don’t know any other way 
you can take for :t.’’ He says ‘‘ That is all right; you heard 
that, Bradley! ’’ That is the way I found out the other gentle- 
man’s name was Bradley; he called him that way. He is now a 
member of the body, the Council. I didn’t know the man and 
don’t know him now. I may say that during that time Mr. 
Donovan interrupted us. 

(. Let me interrupt, please. Is Donovan the man then a 
candidate and since elected Senator from the district ? 

A. He is the man, yes. Well, during the conversation 
Donovan says ‘‘ I understand you have been talking about me, 
and,’’ he says, ‘* I want to know whether you are going to vote 
for me or for Rourke?’’ Rourke was the candidate opposing 
him. I told him that it was none of his business, that he had no 
right whatever to ask me that question, and furthermore I told 
him — ‘‘ Oh,”’ he says, ‘‘ Well,” he says, ‘*‘ You have been mak- 
ing talk about me. You offered to bet twenty-five dollars with 
Dike Leary that I wouldn’t be elected.’’ I said ‘*I haven’t 
made any talk with any man. I haven’t made any bet on this 
election at all.”’ I says ‘‘ We will call Mr. Leary’? — Mr. 
Leary, by the way, was a brother deputy of mine. He says 
‘¢ Oh, no,’’ that he didn’t want to have any talk with Mr. Leary. 
At that time Fitzgerald broke in. He says ‘* You keep still, 
Donovan,’’ and, of course, Donovan kept still. ‘* Now,’’ he 
says, ‘‘] want it understood whether you are going to vote for 
me Tuesday or not?’’ I said ‘* No, I won’t vote for you Tues- 
day. Our organization will not vote for you, and I don’t think 
I will.’’ He says ‘I will have the Mayor discharge you. I 
will have your head,’’ and with that they went away. I went in 
and told the Collector what had happened, and the Collector 
says — 
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Q. Mr. Taylor? 

A. Yes— ‘‘ Well,” he says, ‘‘you keep cool; don’t say any- 
thing more about it. It will come out all right, and if you hear 
anything more about it you refer it to me.” I said ‘* Very 
well.” I didn’t hear any more, only rumors around that they 
were going to have my head, but there was nothing official until 
Friday, December 2, when Mr. Lomasney told me that Mr. Tay- 
lor had sent a messenger to him, and met him at the Union 
Station, and told him that on that day the Mayor had asked him 
(Mr. Taylor) to discharge me, and Mr. Taylor says ‘‘ Well, 
on what grounds? How can Idischarge him?’’ ‘‘ Well,” ‘he says, 
‘¢You discharge him.” He says ‘‘ He voted against Fitzger- 
ald and Donovan,” he says, ‘‘and,’’ he says, ‘‘.you lay the 
blame to me.” Well, the result of the conversation of Mr. Lo- 
masney and Mr. Taylor was that the following Sunday —I may 
say here that Mr. Lomasney made an agreement to meet Mr. 
Taylor, and bring me up to his house the following Sunday, 
which would be the fourth day of December. We went up 
there, and Mr. Lomasney told me that Mr. Taylor had asked 
him if he would ask me to resign, if Mr. Lomasney would ask 
me to resign, and he said he would. While we were going up to 
the house, Mr. Lomasney told me that he should ask me to resign 
there in the presence of Mr. Taylor. ‘‘ But,” he says, ‘‘ you 
ask him first if you performed your duties properly; that is, if 
you were a competent man, and if he says ‘ Yes,’” says he, 
‘¢don’t you, no matter what I say to you, resign under any cir- 
cumstances.’’ So we went up to the house, met Mr. Taylor; we 
talked the matter over, and Mr. Taylor thought it would be a 
nice easy way out of it if I should resign; that, of course, if he 
refused to discharge me, it would mean that he would either have 
to resign or the Mayor would discharge him, and if he went out 
of office some of his friends would have to go with him, and for 
that reason it would be very nice and easy if I got out and 
resigned. Well, I certainly couldn’t see it that way, for I had 
done nothing that I should resign for, and people will make talk, 
you know; might say I had stolen some money or something, I 
don’t know, or that I was incompetent. 

Q. Just a moment — you were employed under bonds in one 
of the financial departments ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did that have any influence with you in reference to 
whether or not you should resign? 

A. Oh, no; [I wouldn’t resign under any condition. I had 
done my duty faithfully, as I saw it, and I wasn’t afraid to meet 
anybody. I couldn’t see any use in resigning, anyhow. So he 
asked me to resign, as I say, and I told him I couldn’t resign 
under any circumstances, and I asked Mr. Taylor, in the presence 
of Mr. Lomasney; I asked him what reason the Mayor had to 
discharge me. When the Mayor told him to discharge me, I 
asked him what reason he gave, and he says ‘‘Well, he is 
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associated with Lomasney, and he voted against Fitzgerald and 
Donovan, and” he says, ‘* you discharge him and I will take the 
blame. Blame it on to me.” Well, of course I couldn’t do 
anything. I couldn’t resign, of course, and Mr. Taylor refused 
to discharge me; told me so that night. He said ‘‘I can’t 
discharge you. You have always been a faithful, competent 
official. I have no reason to discharge you, and you are not 
going to resign.”’ And we left it in that way; he wasn’t going 
to discharge me, and I left it with Mr. Taylor in that way, that 
I wouldn’t resign, because down our way we don’t believe in 
resigning or quitting at all, and it is one of our principles — 

@. Never mind. 

A. That is the way I left Mr. Taylor, that he would not dis- 
charge me and that I was not to resign. It was nine days after 
that — that was the fourth day of December— nine days after, 
the thirteenth day of December, on Tuesday, that Mr. Under- 
wood, the chief clerk, handed me my discharge, which was read 
by the Chairman. I went in and saw Mr. Taylor, and Mr. Tay- 
lor told me that he was entirely blameless in the matter, that the 
Mayor had ordered this, that he had got written instructions in 
the matter, and he was to take no blame, whatever. He didn’t 
seem to want to talk about it, and so we left it that way. 

Q. Well, did you have any conversation between the time you 
talked with Mr. Taylor in Mr. Lomasney’s presence and the day 
of your discharge? 

No, not a word; don’t know that I saw him, in fact. 

Did you have any talk with the Mayor? 

No, never. 

Was there ever any complaint made against your work? © 
Not that I ever heard of. 

I understood you to say Mr. Taylor agreed that you were 
a competent and efficient employee ? 

A. Yes, and for that reason he said he could not discharge me. 

@. Well, did you ask him whether or not he had changed his 
mind between that day and the day he discharged you? 

A. No, I didn’t have to ask him, because the day I was dis- 
charged he assured me of that fact. 

Q. Is there anything else you desire to state to the committee 
at this time? 

Aen: 

Q. By the way, what did your duties cover, what were your 
duties as a deputy collector, Mr. Spain? 

A. Well, the duties of a deputy collector are numerous. We 
collect taxes — mainly poll and personal taxes, serve all legal 
notices, put out all bills, all tax bills, I mean, post buildings for 
advertising, for unpaid taxes. Oh, I was there putting out water 
bills, doing clerical work —in fact, doing anything I was called 
upon to do. 

Q. Did you have any particular district to cover? 

A. Idid; had East Boston, Ward 2, part of East Boston. 
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Q. And, so far as you know, no complaint was made against 
ou? 
A. Never heard of one while I was in the office. 

Q. So far as you know, do you know of any other reason for 
your discharge outside of the reason given you in conversations 
with Mr. Taylor and Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. Donovan—so far 
as you know? 

A. No. I feel pretty sure that there was no other reason, be- 
cause I don’t think I ever gave the department any reason to have 
any complaint against me whatever. 

The Cuarrman.— Does any member of the committee desire to 
ask the witness any question? 

Q. (By Mr. Hisparp.) Did you say that Mr. Taylor said he 
had written instructions from the Mayor to discharge you? 

A. Hedid. He told me so that morning. 

(. That he had received written instructions ? 

A. Yes, sir; written instructions. He told me so that morn- 
ing. 

Q. (By Mr. CHampertain.) And the Mayor was going to 
take all the blame there was? 

A. The Mayor told Mr. Taylor to lay all the blame on him. 
Mr. Taylor told me that. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) I understand your written discharge 
says ‘‘ By order of the Mayor”? Is that so? 

A. ‘By order of the Mayor.” 

(Mr. Connotiy.) (Not having been present during the first 
part of the examination.) Is this the first witness ? 

The Cuarrman. — The first witness. 

(By Mr. Connotiy.) What is your name? 

William H. Spain. 

And what is your age? 

Thirty-one years old. 

And are you a married man? 

I am. 

How many in the family? 

I have a wife and child. 

How long have you worked for the city? 

I have worked for the city since 1892, altogether. 
What department did you go into in 1892? 

I went into the Board of Health. 

Well, when did you go into the Collecting Department? 
The first day of May, 1896. 

Now, what was your business before you went into the 
loy of the city? 

I am a printer. 

What were you doing in the Board of Health? 
Superintendent of a bath-house. 

Is that a civil service position ? 

No, sir. 

Well, superintendent would’nt be. What were your wages 
before you entered the employ of the city? 
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A. Before I ea the employ of the city? 
(Jr ess 
A. Well, a man on a Boston daily — they differ in amount. 
Q. What did you earn? 
A. From $15 to $30 a week. 

What did you earn before you went into the employ of the 
city yourself ? 

A. Well, I wish you would qualify your question. In what 
way do you mean? 

Q. How much per week ? 

A. On the different publications— I worked on the ‘‘ Tran- 
script ’’ three years. 

Q. Take the time before you entered the employ of the city — 
the previous year? 

A. The previous year? 

Q. You needn’t be accurate. 

Q. (By the Cuairman.) The last place you were employed 
in before you entered the city’s employ? 

A. Before I entered the city’s employ? Oh, before I entered 
the city employ, the last place, I was not working at my business. 
I was on the road for a Pennsylvania firm. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotty.) How much were you getting a 
week? 

A. Well, it wasn’t paid that way. I was paid on commis- 
sion. I was making perhaps $18 or $20 a week. 

Q. What kind of business was it? 

A. It was a picture-frame business, —picture business. 

What did you get in the employ of the city? What did 
you g vet when you went to work for the Board of Health? 

A. When I went to work for the Board of Health we worked 
from — well, the season commenced the first day of June — the 
bathing season, you understand. 

Q. How much did you get? 

A. Wait until I get through. We got two or three salaries. 
From the first of June until the last of September got $2.75 a 
day, and from the first of October until about Christmas time we 
got $2.50 aday. Then we were laid off until March, and then 
had $2,50 a day until June, the bathing season. 

Q. Now, how did you secure your employment with the Board 
of Health? Through political preference ? 

A. Well, I never have heard that they advertised for a,man 
for those places. I never have seen an advertisement in the Bos- 
ton dailies for one of them. I suppose I got it from the Demo- 
cratic organization of our ward, through the influence it had. 

Q. Through political activity ? 

A. Well, you can — well, it wasn’t a civil service place. 

Q. Did you get it through political activity ? 

A. What do you call political activity ? 

Q. Well, of course, you must have shown that you were 
politically active for candidates ? 
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A. No, no. 

Q. That is, got it for special ability as a bathing instructor ? 

A. No, didn’t have those in those days; have one now. 
Yes, I was a pretty fair bathing instructor, if I may say so. 

Q. Where did you work as a bathing instructor? 

A. Didn’t have to work — 

Q. That is, drew your salary but didn’t have to work ? 

A. Oh, no, no, you are drawing it too far. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair will have to stop this. 

The Witness. — Pardon me, they didn’t have any of these 
bluff bathing instructors that they have now. 

Mr. Connotiy. —I will ask the Chair to instruct the witness 
to answer questions. 

The Cuairnman. — The Chair doesn’t desire to interfere be- 
tween witnesses and members of the committee. The Chair 
desires, however, that proper questions shall be put, and that the 
witness shall give proper answers. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotiy.) You said you didn’t have to work? 

A. I didn’t say anything of the kind, if the stenographer 
will kindly repeat my answer. 

The Cuarrman. — The witness will wait a moment. The 
inquiry seems to the Chair entirely irrelevant to the purpose of 
the committee. If the gentleman wishes to put that question the 
Chair will allow him todo so. It seems to the Chair, however, 
that the question is entirely irrelevant to the purpose of the 
inquiry. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotiy.) Well, what do you base your dis- 
charge from the employ of the city on — yourself, personally ¢ 

A. .Well, I base my discharge on the fact that Mr. Quincy in 
some way found or thought he found out that I had voted against 
Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. Donovan, and perhaps that I was asso- 
ciated with Martin Lomasney. That is the only fact that I can 
base my dlscharge on. 

Q. Well, before you entered the employ of the city you took 
some interest in politics, didn’t you? 

A. No, I was too young. 

Q. Never helped a candidate? 

A. Iwas too young. 

Q. How old are you now? 

A. Thirty-one. 

@. And you entered the employ of the city in 1892? 

A. Yes, sir; nine years. That left me between twenty-one 
and twenty-two. I didn’t take any active part in politics at that 
time. 

@. Never took an active part in politics then? 

A. Not at that time. 

@. Where do you reside now? 

A. No. 15 Allen street. 

(. Where did you reside May 1, 1898? 

A. No. 11 Poplar street. 
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Q. Where did you reside May 1, 1897? 
A. No. 11 Poplar street. 
Q. Are both these streets in Ward 8? 
A. Allen and Poplar streets? 
Q. Yes. 
A. Right next to each other exactly in Ward 8. 
Q. You voted from which street — Allen or Poplar street? 
A. Poplar street? 
Q. Poplar street? 
A. Oh, pardon me, in 1887? Yes, that is right. 
Q. When were you suspended? 
A. I wasn’t suspended. 
Q. When were you discharged? 
A. The thirteenth day of December. 


The Cuarrman. — The Chair will state for the information of 
the gentleman from Ward 17 (Mr. Connolly)— perhaps he got 
in too late to know it — that a written discharge is here in the 
hands of the committee. 

Mr. Connotiy. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to see the dis- 
charge, if I could. (The discharge was handed to Mr. Connolly. ) 
Thank you. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotity.) What were you going to say when 
Mr. Kiley, the Chairman, said to you ‘‘ Never mind’’? You 
were going to say something about your principles? 

A. Oh, well, I may state for your benefit that it is one of our 
principles in the Ward 8 organization — 

The Cuarrman, —The Chair will state that this is irrelevant. 

The Witness. —I had just as lieve tell him if he wants to 
know. 

The Cuarrman.—The Chair will state, inasmuch as he has 
been criticised, that it seems to him the gentleman is trying to 
give reasons or state the principles of other people besides him- 
self in Ward 8, which are not relevant to this inquiry. 

Mr. Connotty. — Well, has the Chair instructed the gentleman 
what to say ? 

The Cuarrman. — Not at all. 

Mr. Connotiy. — Does the Chair know what he is going to 
say? 

The CHairman. — Not at all. 

Mr. Connotity.— That is the reason I asked the witness. 

The Cuarrman. —The gentleman may proceed with the ques- 
tion, although I think it entirely irrelevant. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotry.) State about that? 

A. What I stated was, that we don’t believe in resigning or 
quitting for anybody like Fitzgerald, or Donovan, or anybody 
else, not while we have principles to stand by. 

Q. Well, did you attend a meeting before you came to this 
hearing with other witnesses? 

As, No, 

Q. Didn’t receive any instructions before you came here. 
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A. I don’t have to. 

Q. I don’t ask you if you have to. Did you? 
A. No; I did not. 

Q. Are you a sworn witness? 

A. Tam. 

The CHarrman.—Does any other member of the committee 
desire to ask the witness a question? 

Q. (By Mr. Hissarp.) Do you consider that you are under 
the protection of civil service in your department? 

A. I don’t think civil service enters into our department. 

Q. The Collector’s Department ? 

A. Itis a bonded office, you know. , 

Q. (By Mr. Connotiy.) Are you under the bond of a surety 
. company? 

Pam not. sir, 

Q. Of an individual? 

A. Two individuals. 

Q. Would you please state who they are? 

A. I don’t know as I have any objections. Mr. Martin M. 
Lomasney is one of the principals; Mr. William F. Lowe is the 
other. ‘Two pretty good sureties. 

Q. (By the Cuamman.) Two personal sureties of $5,000 
each. 

A. Two personal sureties of $5,000 each. 


JoHN McLAvucuuin. — Sworn. 


The CuHairman.—Is Mr. McLaughlin present? (Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin stepped forward. ) 
Q. (By the CHairman.) Mr. McLaughlin, you have been 
sworn, haven’t you? 
Yes, sir. 
Your full name? 
John McLaughlin. 
And where do you reside, Mr. McLaughlin? 
No. 31 Trenton street. 
What ward is that in? 
That is in Ward 1. 
Ward 1, East Boston? 
Ward 1, East Boston; yes, sir.

I do not; I vote in Ward 6.

How long were you employed in that capacity ? 

Since March, 1894. 

How long has that office been in existence? 

Since December, 1893. 

That is to say, as I understand, the office was created by 
Brainance in December, 1893? 

A. As I remember it, the ordinance was signed by the Mayor 
in 1898, the latter part of 1893 — it might have been November, 
but some time at the latter part of the year. I received my 
appointment in December—the 27th day, I believe—in 1898, 
and went to work in March, 1894. I went to work because there 
was no money in the Health Department before to pay the salary 
that should be given to the Superintendent of Pedlers. 

(. Were you the first incumbent of that office ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. And for six years you have been an employee in that 
capacity in that department ? 

A. For four years last March. 

@. What was the date of your discharge or suspension? 
Were you suspended or discharged ? 

A. My services were dispensed’ with. 

@. In what way, Mr. McLaughlin, under what circumstances ? 

A. I received a notification from the Board of Health on the 
8th of December, telling me that my services would be dispensed 
with on the 10th. 

(). Well, did you have any previous conversation with any- 
body in reference to that? 

A. With reference to the discharge? 

Q. Yes. 

Ae Noesein: 

Q. You had no talk with any person? 

A. Other than what I would talk with people regarding the 
rumors that were being spread and were printed in the news- 
papers of the time. 

@. Were any threats made against you by anybody pre- 
viously ?

Q. The notification was the 8th of December, I understand ? 

A. I have got a notification here, possibly (handing paper 
over). 
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Q. Kindly hand your notification to the Chair. (The paper 
was given to the Chairman.) 
The Cuarrman. ‘The Chair will read the notification :

Dear Sir: Iam directed by the Board of Health to say that 
your services as Superintendent of Pedlers will be dispensed 
with on Saturday, the 10th instant.

Barber, all the records and city property under your charge.

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) You received this on the 8th? 

A. On the 8th of December. 

Q. When you received that communication did you appear at 
the office of the Board of Health? 

A. Idid, on the 9th. 

@. And did you have a conversation with somebody with 
reference to it? 

A. I had a conversation with the Board. 

Q. Kindly relate your conversation? 

A. Well, I waited on the Board of Health and asked them 
if any reasons could be assigned for the notice I had received. 
Dr. Durgin told me that the work that had been done by the 
Health Department in the past had been taken away from it and 
it seemed as though it was the object of the city to put only 
health work under the Health Department. Commissioner 
Babbitt said to Dr. Durgin ‘* Read the letter and Mr. Mce- 
Laughlin will understand it.”” A letter was produced which was: 
read, stating that similar work had been done by different de- 
partments, and it was the object to have all work of a similar 
kind done under one head; that the work of supervising the 
pedlers had been done by the Health Department and that for 
some time there had been similar work done by the Street Depart- 
ment, and it was proposed to put all that work under the Street 
Department. It was suggested in the letter that the services of 
the Superintendent of Pedlers be dispensed with, so that an 
ordinance might be made that would transfer these powers from 
the Health Department to the Superintendent of Streets. 

@. Did you have any conversation with Dr. Durgin and Mr. . 
Babbitt? 

A. Well, I told the doctor that there had been no department 
under the Superintendent of Streets or any other department 
that had been doing similar work, that the work performed by me 
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was done only under the Health Department. I told him that 
there were five or six different men who issued one permit to 
pedlers. Other than that, there was no work done by the Street 
Department relating to pedlers. 

@. Did you have any further talk with Mr. Babbitt? 

A. No. Only that ‘‘Mr. McLaughlin would understand the 
letter.’’ I had some talk with Mr. Babbitt previous to receiving 
my notification. 

(J. Relate that conversation. 

A. Well, I was called up on the telephone and was told that 
Commissioner Babbitt would like to talk to me. Commissioner 
Babbitt came to the wire and said Congressman Fitzgerald was 
in the office and said I was interfering in his campaign, working 
against him. He asked me if it was true, and I said it was not. 
He said he was glad of it, and he told the Congressman he 
didn’t believe I was doing anything of the kind. That was the 
only conversation I had relating to him. 

Q. Did you ever have any conversation with Mr. Pillsbury, 
— Edwin L. Pillsbury? 

A. Not in relation to that; no, sir. 

@. Do you know whether or not your place has been filled 
since your services have been dispensed with? 

A. The assistant, Mr. Barber, who had been under me, is 
down there doing part of the work that was performed by me in 
the past. 

@. Was their any complaint ever made about your not con- 
ducting your affairs properly? 

A. I never heard of any. 

Q. Thatis all. Any other members of the committee desire 
to ask questions? 

Q. (By Mr. Connotty.) When did you first enter the em- 
ploy of the city? 


A. March, 1894. 

Q. That is the first occasion? 

Asem es. Sir. 

Q. What was your business before? 

A. Iwas a pedler previous to that. 

Q. Pedler? 

A, Yes, sir. 

(. How long were you in the pedling business ? 

A. Twelve or thirteen years. 

@. Now, how old are you? 

A. Thirty-eight. 

@. Are you a member of the Hendricks Club? 

A. No, sir. . 

Q. Not amember. Did you ever hear of the Burrage ordi- 
nance ? 

A. ~Yes, sir 


Q. You know what it is ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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What is it? 
The Burrage ordinance ? 
Yes: 
I can’t tell the exact words; but the Burrage ordinance 
says that no city employee shall be a member of a political com- 
mittee or be eligible to election as a delegate to any convention. - 
Q. Did you know this a week ago? 
A. Know what? 
Q. The Burrage ordinance. 
iA’. eY es, 1 have known the Burrage ordinance —that -is, I 
have known the intent of the Burrage ordinance since it was 
framed. 
Q. Since it was framed? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. What wages did you get when you first entered the em- 
ploy of the city? 
A. Twenty-three dollars and one cent. 
Q. Twenty-three dollars and one cent? 
A. Yes, sir; that is per week. 
Q. What did you receive while engaging in your business as 
a pedler, on an average? 
On an average? 
Yes, sir. 
Oh, I couldn’t say. I never kept account. 
What do you think? 
Well, I lived as well when I was a pedler as I live now. 
How much per week ? 
I couldn’t say. Some weeks I would make $50 and some 
weeks very little. ‘Some weeks I would have two or three horses 
in the stable and couldn’t make anything, because I couldn’t get 
them out. 
@. You would average $25 to $30 a week, would you? 
No, sir. If I worked I would get possibly $25. 
Were you politically active when you were appointed at 
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A. I have always taken an interest in politics. 

Q. That is, an active interest? 

A. An active interest; yes, sir. 

_Q. Did you take an active interest in politics in the last elec- 


A. Which election? 

Q. The last State election. f 

A. No, sir; the first one I know of that I didn’t have any 
interest in. 

@. This last one? 

(Ac. © ese aire 

(. You always took an active interest? 

A. Yes, sir; the same interest that an ordinary man would 
take, any ordinary man. 

@. What do you you consider that active interest to be ? 
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A. Ifa friend of mine was a candidate for office and I saw a 
way to advance his interests without interfering with anybody 
else, I would be glad to do it. 

Q. That is, soliciting votes? 

A. Well, not soliciting votes, except in this way, that I would 
tell a man that a friend of mine was running and was a good 
fellow. 

Q. Soliciting votes? 

A. I didn’t do it that way. 

Q. What did you do? ; 

A. I would tell some one I knew that a friend of mine was a 
candidate for office. 

Q. And tell him to vote for him? 

A. I didn’t do it that way. 

@. Would you tell him that if he could do it you would like 
to have him? 

A. Yes, sir; that he was a friend of: mine. 

Q. Are you a member of any political club? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. What was the cause of your suspension? 

A. That is what I have been trying to find out since the 10th 
of December. 

Q. What is your idea? 

A. Do you want me to tell the committee? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. That the Congressman doesn’t love me and that I don’t 
love him. 

Q. That the Congressman doesn’t love you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan). What year were you appointed Super- 
intendent of Pedlers? 

A. What year was I appointed? 

eee: 

A. 18938. 

@. Altogether how many years have you served as Superin- 
tendent of Pedlers ? 

A. Since March, 1894. 

Q. Have you ever been elected delegate to any convention 
since ? 

A. Never elected delegate to a convention at all. 

@. Ever serve as caucus officer since you have been in the 
employ of the city? 

A. No, sir; I never served as a caucus officer, anyway. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) As Superintendent of Pedlers what 
were your duties, Mr. McLaughlin ? 

A. My duties were to see that the laws and ordinances in re- 
lation to pedlers were enforced, and in addition to that I was 
delegated by the Health Department to see that the farmers who 
carried offal from the South End yard out of the city kept their 
vehicles in proper condition. 
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Q. As Superintendent of Pedlers, were you or were you not a 
special police officer ? 

A. Iwas a police officer, appointed by the Board of Police to 
do duty in connection with the Health Department. 

@. Authorized to make arrests in connection with violations 
of the Pedler Ordinances ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And were there fees in connection with your office for your 
services ? 

A.» No, sir. 

@. Was your office a self-sustaining office ? 

A. The office, I don’t know as you ‘would call it a self-sustain- 
ing office, but since the office has been in existence the City Col- 
lector has received from pedlers for license fees money enough to 
cover all the expenses incurred by the Health Department for the 
office of Superintendent of Pedlers and to leave considerable 
afterwards. 

(. Well, do the ordinances provide that fines imposed upon 
violators of the ordinances shall be contributed to the Health 
Department? . 

A. No, sir; the statute provides that those shall be paid into 
the county or city. 

@. Isee. So far you know, has the office of Superintendent 
of Pedlers—if you do know — been promised to anybody else 
since you have been out? 

A. Well, ex-Representative McManus told me the Mayor had 
promised the place to him. 

The place has not been filled ? 

Not to my knowledge; no, sir. 

The Ordinances provide that there shall be such an officer ? 
Yes, sir. 

That is all. Oh, by the way, were you under civil service? 
Since the 15th of February; yes, sir. 

(By Mr. Linenan.) Did you have much trouble with 
the pedlers while you were there? 

A. Well, I don’t know whether you would call it much 
trouble. I have had 415 cases in court. Jour hundred and fif- 
teen of them have been convicted and paid fines amounting to 
over $2,000 into the county. 

@. And you consider that doing your duty? 

A. I consider that I have always done my duty as Super- 
intendent of Pedlers. 

Q. (By the CuHarrman.) By the way, do you know of any 
petition haying been presented to the City Government since 
your appointment? 

A. The pedlers objected to the ordinance being changed ; 
that is, they objected to being placed under the Superintendent of 
Streets. They had some experience in previous times with the 
Superintendent of Streets’ office. 

Q. By how many pedlers in Boston was that petition signed ? 
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A. Well, the petition was signed, as I understand it, by 
seven hundred or eight hundred. All of the petitions that 
ware signed were not presented, as I understand it, to the Board 
of Aldermen. ‘There were five or six hundred pedlers on the 
petition that was presented to the Board of Aldermen asking for 
a public hearing. 

Q. (By Mr. Connotty.) Those 415 cases, what did they 
consist of ? 

A. Either violation of the law, chapter 68 of the Public 
Statutes, or the Ordinances, section 35 of chapter 47 or section 
86, or the regulatlons of the Board of Aldermen. 

Q. Well, what would be the mode of procedure? That is, if 
you made a complaint, where would you make it? 

A. Oh, in court, the same as other officers. 

Q. And would you arrest? 

A. I would arrest, the same as any other police officer would 
arrest. 

Q. Did you ever arrest? 

A. I told you I had 415 cases in court. 

Q. Well, whether they were complaints you made? 

A. No, I make actual arrests on the street, and take the men 
to the station-house. 

Q. In every case? 

A. Inevery case. Sometimes I would have a police officer 
with me and sometimes I wouldn’t. 

A. Well, were any of the cases you made complaint in 
squashed — that is, not brought to court? 

A. No, sir. In every case the man came and paid a fine, 
with one exception. 

(Q. But did you ever stop a case going to court? 

A. Not after the man was arrested. 

Q. Well, possibly would not arrest a man — possibly might 
make a complaint that he wasn’t living up to the Ordinances. 
Did you ever allow a man to have his case nol prossed,; that is, 
not brought at all? 

A. No, sir. He had to appear; had to comply with the law. 

The CHarrman. — Any other questions? (No response.) Are 
there any other witnesses who desire to be heard on the subject 
being considered by the committee? (No response.) If not, the 
Chair will declare — 

Mr. Connotiy. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to know if Mr. 
William F. Lowe is here? I see he is on a bond for Mr. Spain. 

The CuHatrman. —Is Mr. William F. Lowe here? (No re- 
sponse.) No. The committee will go into executive session, 
into the President’s room, and the Chair will now declare the 
hearing closed; and, as there are no other witnesses to be heard, 
or no other witnesses desire to be heard, the Chair will declare 
the hearing closed finally. The committee will adjourn to the 
President’s room for the executive session. 

The hearing was declared closed at 8.20 o’clock, P.M. 
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COMMUNICATION FROM GEORGE W. GALVIN, M.D., 
SURGEON-IN-CHIEF, BOSTON EMERGENCY HOS- 
PITAL, RELATIVE TO DISCONTINUANCE OF USE 
OF HORSE-POWER STREET-SWEEPERS IN BUSI- 
NESS AND RESIDENTIAL SECTIONS OF CITY, 
AND SUBSTITUTION OF MEN-SWEEPERS THERE- 
FOR. 


It is urged that His Honor the Mayor of the city of 
Boston order to be discontinued immediately the use of horse- 
power street-sweepers in the business and residential sections 
of the city, and substitute men-sweepers, for the following 
reasons : 

1. The prevalence of La Grippe, now amounting almost to 
an epidemic, is largely increased, aggravated in severity, and 
the danger of relapse intensified, by the inhalation of all 
kinds of dust and dirt, which are loaded with every variety 
of germ capable of spreading contagious and _ infectious 
diseases. 

2. The great clouds of dust and dirt which are dissem- 
inated through the air, from the streets to the house-tops, by 
the present system of street-cleaning, is not only a menace to 
the public health, but a nuisance, and an insult to the intel- 
ligence of the travelling public, who are obliged to walk 
through blinding clouds of dust. 

3. The pedestrian, if not himself infected, becomes a car- 
rier of deadly germs to those susceptible of contagion. 

To the merchants, hotel and house-keepers this dust is 
appalling. Moreover, the substitution of men for machines 
in street-cleaning would give employment to hundreds, who 
now see nothing but poverty staring them in the face for the 
rest of the winter. 
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The system of watering the streets in front of the sweeper 
is wholly inefficient, and even the work of machine-sweepers 


is not superior to that of men. 
I am confident that the medical profession will endorse my 


suggestions.

The present office and waiting-room at Evergreen Ceme- 
tery is about 12 by 12, and is wholly unfit for the purpose ; 
it is unplastered, uncomfortable in winter, and is insuf- 
ficiently lighted, and has no toilet accommodations whatever 
for women. There is no provision for a waiting-room for 
mourners. 

The demand for lots and single graves is beyond the sup- 
ply, and land should at once be made available for that pur- 
pose, although the land in the cemetery is hard to prepare. 
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Twenty-five hundred (2,500) dollars spent for graves 
would provide about 500 graves and several lots, which 
would yield about $7,000.

Provision has wisely been made by the city of Boston, 
whereby, on the payment of a nominal sum ($5 for an adult 
and #3 for a child), a body can be interred in the so-called 
City Lot, and thereby escape a pauper burial. 

Land for this purpose has been provided, and there should 
be no confusion between this class of burial and the burial of 
those termed paupers. 

The question of pauper burial is one that must be answered 
under the provisions of the loan bill, as the present ground 
set apart for.that purpose will be completely filled before the 
expiration of the present year, and no further interments 
will then be possible without the destruction and loss of 
identification of remains already interred therein. 

The burials now amount to about 500 a year, and increase 
yearly. The section devoted to this purpose adjoins Mt. 
Hope Cemetery, and contains about 20,000 bodies. 

There are two ways suggested by this department to meet 
this need. 

Ist. The acquiring of an additional tract of land for 
burial purposes, of sufficient area to meet the needs of the 
city for several years to come, located away from the more 
thickly-settled portions of the city; or, 

2d. The establishment of a crematory plant, in which 
plant such remains can be consumed. 

The first method would require a large present outlay, 
necessarily continued every year. An estimate of cost for 
the land, and its maintenance for the next ten years, can 
properly be given as follows :

From this method the city of Boston receives no income. 

The second method calls for a present outlay, which 
answers the problem for all time, and makes possible a profit 
to the city. 

It is recommended that the barn, sheds, blacksmith and 
carpenter shops, now within the cemetery grounds, which 
are old and really past repair, be destroyed. 

This will remove an objectionable feature from that portion 
of the cemetery situated at the corner of Walk Hill and 
Harvard streets, and make available a tract of land for lot 
purposes containing about three acres, which, when prepared, 
and converted into lots, would yield the city a revenue of 
$595,000. 

This portion of the cemetery is very desirable, and by far 
the most picturesque part of the grounds, and lots therein 
could readily be sold. The removal of the blacksmith and 
carpenter shops would make available about two acres more, 
adjoining the city lot, which, when filled and prepared, could 
be used for the burial of the city poor; this would yield an 
income of $17,424. 

It is recommended that the city purchase about three acres 
of land, adjacent to Mt. Hope Cemetery, on which the de- 
partment construct a crematory plant, stable, sheds, black- 
smith and carpenter shops, the estimated cost of which would 
be as follows :

DEAR Sir: On December 31 we sent you an estimate of 
the amount required for the completion of the work on parks 
and playgrounds, specified in the schedules which accom- 
panied our letter. 

Since then, with your permission, we have petitioned the 
Legislature for a special loan of $1,000,000, outside the debt 
limit, to complete the park system in accordance with the 
plans upon which those estimates were made. This leaves 
the construction of playgrounds to be provided for by loans 
inside the debt limit, as, according to the policy laid down by 
the act of last year, authorizing a loan for park construction, 
no part of the $1,000,000 can be devoted to the construction 
of playgrounds. 

The estimates for the improvement of playgrounds were 
based on the simplest treatment possible to make them ayail- 
able for use, covering drainage, grading, water, the making of 
a smooth, grassy, or cinder surface, the planting of a row of 
trees around a bordering promenade, including fixed seats, 
sanitary conveniences and open-sided shelter buildings. 
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We have carefully gone over the estimates to ascertain 
what portion of the work had better be done immediately, and 
enclose herewith a statement of the'estimates in full, with the 
amount which we should expect to expend this year, should 
an appropriation be available. 

The payments for lands taken for playgrounds the past 
two years, including executions in suits for such takings, 
have, in some cases, exceeded the appropriations, and, in 
addition to this, we have received from the Law Department 
sundry bills for expert evidence and have incurred other bills 
of a similar kind, in connection with these land takings, for 
the payment of which no appropriation is available. The 
deficiency in these accounts, amounting to about $40,000, 
should be provided for by loan. 

With your approval, we have petitioned the Legislature 
for the amendment of chapter 412 of the Acts of 1898, so as 
to permit the taking of lands for playgrounds by right of 
eminent domain, in addition to the right to acquire them by 
purchase, and, in order to provide for the expenditures 
authorized by said act, we request that the sum of $200,000 
be set aside for this purpose.

We send to you Professor Chandler’s letter to us, giving 
estimate on this work. Sketches relating to the work have 
been made by his department, which we will send to you if 
you desire to see them. 

The various matters involved in this request of ours for 
loan appropriation have been under consideration by our 
Trustees from the date of their appointment. Our request is 
now made as a result of the most careful and thorough obser- 
vation and investigation. One year ago we received a com- 
munication from the Chief of the Electrical Construction 
Division which practically condemned our electric plant. 
We are informed that two years ago Commissioner Flood 
made a report of this same nature on this plant. 
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We would respectfully call your attention to Professor 
Chandler’s very careful letter of December 29 (which we 
enclose), in which he states that our power and _ heating 
plant is ina very deplorable condition, and that a general 
overhauling of the plant must be made durmg the coming 
summer, including radical changes and important additions. 
He also states that our dynamos and engines are in a prac- 
tically worn-out condition, and their present location is not 
at all suitable for the purpose for which it is used. 

We would also like to call your special notice to the state- 
ment in this letter of Professor Chandler’s, in which he says 
that he knows of no place in the city institutions where this 
expenditure of money could be more wisely made.

DEAR Srr: I send you herewith sketches and estimates 
as requested for buildings at Long Island. 

The general block plan shows the probable building sites 
to provide for future extension. 

I have carefully considered the matter of location of the 
boiler-house in this connection, and believe the one indicated 
on the plan is, all things being considered, the best. 

The sketch for a combination power-house, laundry and 
bake-shop appears to give a more satisfactory treatment than 
for separate buildings, and by taking advantage of the natural 
gerade of the ground we get the effect of a low one-story 
building from the rear and of a two-story building when 
viewed from the harbor. ‘The former is very desirable, since 
buildings will be eventually located farther up on the hill 
in the rear, which would properly overlook those in front. 
This combination boiler-house also seems to bring these 
different departments in a very accessible position from all 
the building sites contemplated in the plan for the future 
extension. 

I think that the block plan plainly shows what is con- 
templated for the cattle tie-up. The building will rest on

brick piers and be covered in with shingled walls and roof, 
and provided with a connecting passage to the hay barn. 

By changing the location of the boiler plant it becomes 
necessary to run new steam and return mains to all the 
buildings, and I have estimated on doing this in brick con- 
duits to the hospital and men’s dormitory and in concrete 
and tile drain-pipe covers to the women’s dormitory and 
chapel. 

The estimate for electrical work is obtained from the — 
Electrical Construction Division, and includes two new 
engines and dynamos, direct connected and of most approved 
type; also all work of running mains and connecting up to 
the present systems in each of the buildings.

In this connection, I wish to call your attention to a very 
deplorable condition of the present power and heating plant, 
and to the fact that a very general overhauling of the 
plant must be made during the present summer, including 
the renewal of at least two of the present boilers and the 
installation of an additional one; also of the renewal of the 
piping, tanks, valves, etc., in boiler and engine-room, also the 
dynamos and engine, which are very much below the required 
capacity, and are in a practically worn-out condition. 

I have carefully considered the matter of reconstructing 
the plant on the present site, and would strongly recommend 
a new location and new plant for the following reasons : 
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1. The present boiler-room is not large enough to provide 
for any future extension, and there is no good way to make 
such provision. 

2. The present building, which is really only a_ brick 
shed, is in the way of the natural extension of the hospital, 
and should be torn down. 

3. The present location is practically under ground, and 
yet does not permit of gravity returns from all the present 
buildings, to say nothing of future ones. 

4. I believe that the installation of a modern steam plant, 
burning cheaper fuel and saving exhaust steam, will result 
in a material saving in cost of operation. 


I believe any course of repair of the present plant to be 
simply in the nature of a makeshift, and to be ultimately 
most expensive to the city. I know of no place in the city 
institutions where this expenditure of money would be more 
wisely made. 

The items mentioned above, heating and ventilation of 
men’s and women’s dormitories, I explained to you in. my 


letter dated April 8, 1898.

Str: In answer to Circular No. 51, I have the honor to 
reply that the following sums are needed in this department 
for permanent improvements : 


HousE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


A new women’s building for the proper care 
of the female inmates of this institution is 
very much needed. At the present time 
they are not kept in accordance with the 
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best thought on prison administration. 
They sleep in dormitories, and are allowed 
too much association with each other. The 


construction of a new building on modern 


lines would furnish opportunity for classifi- 
cation and proper segregation, which must 
necessarily accompany any attempt at refor- 
mation. I would respectfully urge that this 
appropriation be favorably considered. I 
estimate for the cost of such a building as 
will be needed . 


At Deer Island the hospital is overcrowded 


in some of its departments, especially in the 
women’s department, and, in view of the 
fact that we have no isolation ward for the 
reception of contagious cases, I desire to 
erect at that place a building, separate from 
the main hospital, for the reception of cases 
of syphilis and pulmonary tuberculosis, 
which diseases are constantly present, and 
also for the care of other contagious dis- 
eases, such as diphtheria, small-pox, ete. 
The treatment of those affected with syphilis 
in the wards with other patients is danger- 
ous and inhuman, and there is absolute need 
for a building where this disease can be 
treated without exposure of other inmates. 
The same may also be said of cases of pul- 
monary tuberculosis; and of the more viru- 
lent contagious diseases it is unnecessary 
to say that they cannot be treated in this 
hospital without jeopardy to the inmates of 
the whole institution. The expense of such 
a building and its equipment would be 
about

EXTENSION OF ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT. 


The electrical plant at Deer Island 


consists of but one boiler and one 
dynamo. If for any reason the 
boiler is out of service a tem- 
porary connection is made with 
the old boiler at some distance 
from the dynamo building, and if 
the dynamo is prevented, from any 
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cause, from running, the new prison 
is deprived of light, except such 
as is furnished by lanterns. In 
order to prevent this undesirable 
state of affairs it is necessary that 
we should add to this equipment 
one dynamo and one boiler. The 
cost of the same is estimated to 
be. : : $5,550 00 
The women’s building at Deer Isl- 
and is now hehted by oil lamps. 
This antiquated and unsafe sys- 
tem should be replaced as soon as 
possible by that of electricity. 
The cost of this improvement 
would be. , ; . 8,850 00 

For the proper protection of the 
grounds, it is essential that they 
should be well lighted, and in 
connection with the extension of 
the electrical equipment I desire 
to install twenty arc lamps on the 
island, the expense of the same 
being . ; : , .1,100 00 

The wharves at Deer Island have been built 
about fifteen years, and need extensive re- 
pairs in order to render them perfectly safe. 
I estimate that the sum necessary to do this 
would be about . ; 

It is my intention to establish schools at this 
institution for the instruction of illiterates, 
who constitute about 17 per cent. of the 
population. The trial of the school at 
South Boston has convinced me of the use- 

| fulness of this instruction. In a population 
of about 1,500 at Deer Island such a school 
would have to provide for about 225 in- 
mates. The care of such a large number 
would require an expense that could not 
well be provided for out of the regular 
appropriation. I would, therefore, ask for 
equipping elementary schools at Deer Island 
the sum of :

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STEAMER “JOHN HOWARD.”’ 


The steamer “John Howard” was built at 
East Boston in the year 1874. The boiler 
was put into her in the year 1886. The 
condition of the machinery and hull is 
rather unsatisfactory, requiring many re- 
pairs each year. It is necessary that the 
boat should be entirely overhauled. ‘The 
hull needs extensive repairs, and the engines 
and boilers require to be overlooked. The 
circulation pump is in bad condition, and 
needs replacing immediately. The water 
tanks, now of wood, should be replaced by 
those of iron, and made larger. The pilot- 
house sills are in bad condition, the main 
rails need repairs, the bulwarks need resheath- 
ing, and the deck needs to be calked, and 
altogether the boat needs extensive repairs. 
As nothing of importance in the way of 
repairs has been done on this boat since the 
year 1886 much more will be required to 
put her in proper shape than can be seen 
before the boat is opened up. A _ close 
estimate cannot be made, for much that 
seems now necessary to be replaced may 
be found in good condition when it is 
reached; but on the contrary, much that 
seems now in good shape may be found to 
require replacement. From the expense of 
repairing other boats in similar ways the 
estimate is made that it will require the sum 
of eleven thousand dollars to put this boat 
in proper condition . . $11,000 00

DEAR Sir: In answer to circular No. 56, I respectfully 


submit for your consideration and recommendation to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment the importance of 
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several alterations which are required to place the building 
occupied by this department in a proper sanitary condition 
for the accommodation of the large number of employees 
connected with this department. 

Last year this matter was called to the attention of the 
Committee on Finance for their respectful consideration, 
but nothing was done, and the building still remains in the 
same condition which I consider dangerous and detrimental 
to the health of those employed here. I estimate that 
$1,500 will place the building in a proper sanitary condi- 
tion. This estimate was submitted to me by the Superin- 
tendent of the Repairs Division who made a thorough in- 
spection of the premises, and can recommend the importance 
of the alterations asked for. 

I should deem it a favor to be granted the opportunity of 
appearing before the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
and personally explaining the exact conditions and the 
necessity of having these alterations attended to.

DEAR Str: In accordance with your circular No. 56, I 
would respectfully request that a loan be provided for the 


construction of an elevator for the Old Court House as per 
my estimate, namely, five thousand (5,000) dollars. 


I also submit herewith recommendations for special appro- 
priations for the following year, based upon suggestions made 
to me by the Chief of the Electrical Construction Division, 
with the principal reasons therefor: 


City Hall. 


To install an electric plant for lighting City 
Hall, Old Court House, Historical and 
Probate buildings. : . $42,500 00 
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Faneuil Hall. 


To rewire entire building. ; : $8,000 00 
Rainsford Island. } 
To install an electric plant . : 7,806 00 


Long Island. 


To increase capacity of eae and move same 


to new building ; 7,000 00 
Austin and Pierce Farms. 
To install an electric plant . 12,000 00 
Deer Island. . 
To increase capacity of present plant and 
install lights in women’s dormitory . 10,500 00 


Boston Common. 
To install electric fountain . : 11,000 00 


City Buildings. 


To provide local fire-alarms for protection of 
same : ; : ; : ; ; 20,000 00 


Printing Plant. 
To install electric lighting . ; . 1,250 00 


While the greater part of the above recommendations are 
made in accordance with the desires of the Trustees or Com- 
missioners of the various institutions, and will probably be 
recommended by them, the Chief of the Electrical Division 
wishes to call your attention to the principal facts in each 
case: 


(1) (ty Hall.— The city is now paying for light and 
heat for City Hall, Old Court House, Probate and Historical 
buildings about $22,000 per year. By careful investigation 
I find that the city can, by running its own plant and making 
use of the exhaust steam for heating, do the same work for 
$17,000 per year, thus saving at least $5,000 yearly. 

The above figures make due allowance for interest, and 
depreciation and repairs. As the demand for current is 
increasing yearly the cost of current purchased from the 
lighting companies will increase from year to year, while the 
increase of cost if the city operates its own plant will be at 
a much lower ratio. 
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I feel confident that this plant can be made to pay for 
itself in five years, and earnestly recommend its installation. 


(2) Fanewl Hall. — This building is now in process of 
reconstruction, and up to this date no provision has been 
made for lghting. The sum called for ($8,000) will be 
necessary to install a safe and proper system of lighting for 
the entire building, and should be authorized as soon as pos- 
sible, as the building will soon be ready for wiring, and other 
work will be delayed unless we are able to proceed at once. 


(3) Rainsford Island. —Safety from fire is one of the 
strongest arguments in favor of installing this plant. At 
present the buildings are hghted by kerosene lamps and 
occupied by juveniles more or less addicted to maliciousness, 
a combination almost certain to result in disaster. 

As the institution has lately been equipped with a new 
boiler plant no additions will be required in that direction, 
and exhaust steam from the plant can be used for heating the 
buildings. 

The Trustees are heartily in favor of the installation. 


(4) Long Island. — For two or three years past the plant 
at this institution has been overtaxed and poorly situated. 

The Architectural Division is now preparing plans for a 
new building to contain boilers, laundry, bakery and electric 
lighting plant, and the sum asked for ($7,500) is to cover the 
expense of installing larger dynamos and engines and run- 
ning new feeders to connect the various buildings.- 


(0) Austin and Pierce Farms. — Safety from fire is also 
one of the principal reasons for recommending this plant. 

The present method of illumination is gasolene, and the 
service 1s very unsatisfactory. 

The Trustees are in favor of the installation. 


(6) Deer Island. —In my last yearly report I called 
attention to the necessity of an additional boiler, engine and 
dynamo for this institution. 

As the new cell-house is lighted entirely by electricity it is 
very necessary that there should be no possibility of failure 
to meet the service. 

Commissioner Marshall informs me that he is heartily in 
favor of the addition, and also desires to put electric light 
in the women’s dormitory, which is now lighted by oil and 
gasolene. 
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(7) City Buildings, Local Fire-Alarms. — In view of the 
fact that no insurance is carried on city buildings it is neces- 
sary that every precaution possible be taken to guard against 
loss by fire. 

As an illustration I would cite the case of the fire which 
occurred in the building No. 11 Wareham street, owned by 
the city, which occurred while the watchman was going 
from one end of the building to the other, and had it not 
been for the fact that it was discovered by a scrub woman 
serious damage would have occurred. 

Should fire occur in any of the city buildings much valu- 
able property might be lost, which might be impossible to 
replace. 

This we feel can be guarded against by a local fire-alarm 
system in the various buildings. 


(8) Boston Common. — The advisability of the installa- 
tion of an electric fountain on the Common has been under 
consideration for the past year, and recommendations for the 
installation of same has been made to His Honor Mayor 
Quincy, and favorably considered. 


(9) Printing Plant. — It is very necessary that electric 
lights be installed at the Municipal Printing Plant. 

This could not be done during the past year, owing to lack 
of appropriation. The rooms occupied by the Plant are low- 
posted, and the large number of gas burners made necessary 
by the character of the work renders the air in the rooms 
very dangerous to the health of the employés. 

The question of fire is also an important consideration, and 
can be avoided by the adoption of electric lighting. 


I also have the honor to request, in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Chief of the Repairs Division, a loan 
of $42,000 to be used by that division for the foliowing 
purposes, viz. : 

Thirty-five thousand dollars for a’ new building to be 
erected for use of Wire Department, Electrical Construction 
Division and Repairs Division. 

Seven thousand dollars for contemplated alterations in 
offices on second floor of City Hall.

The above streets are all in bad condition, making it diffi- 
cult for the Street-Cleaning Division to keep them in proper 
order, and adding a great burden to the teaming interests of 
the city. 

The kind of pavement mentioned above is not necessarily 
decided upon. The estimates, however, would hold pretty 
nearly equal if asphalt were substituted in place of granite, 
there being but a slight reduction in cost, as I wou!d advise 
doing the work, if asphalt, with a ten years’ guarantee. 

The present way of paving small sections each year .is to 
my mind poor economy; and I believe the example of New 
York and Philadelphia should be followed, and the city 
authorized by the Legislature to expend, outside of the debt 
limit, a sufficient sum to properly pave the central city streets, 
so that Boston would be equal to other cities in the comfort, 
appearance and cleanliness of her streets, instead of, as now, 
being near the foot of the list in this regard. Should the 
Legislature authorize the expenditure of ¥500,000 per year 
for, say, four years, I believe the citizens would greatly 
appreciate the work done.

In the event of the proposed rebuilding of the City 
Morgue, and the transfer of the present land occupied by the 
sewer stable to the Health Department, provision for new 
buildings and rearrangement of old buildings at North Grove- 
street yard should be made, as suggested in the last item of 
above list. This would give a well arranged yard, of much 
increased capacity, and greater convenience in the most im- 
portant district.

The work to be done on Broadway bridge, outside of the 
usual repairs, consists of new deck, new concrete sidewalks 
on the South Boston side, and the span over the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad should be levelled, and 
new woodwork provided all over. The span and road-bed on 
the Boston side should be stripped, and new timbers provided 
where needed, deck and sheathing. 

At Congress-street bridge, the appropriation asked is for 
the construction of the remaining part of the pier, and also 
one side of the road-bed. 

At Mt. Washington-avenue bridge, the foundation of the 
draw is weak, and should be reconstructed and improved. 
The same is true of the foundation of the sidewalk and bulk- 
head. This work should be done in the near future. 

If a new bridge is not erected at Malden bridge this year, 
the appropriation asked for will be required to reconstruct 
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the present bridge, in order that it may be kept open and 
safe for public travel. 

The appropriation recommended at Charles-river bridge is 
for the reconstruction and extension of the pier to meet the 
new pier. 

An appropriation of $2,600 is required for electrical ma- 
chinery for Dover street, Federal street, Meridian street and 
Chelsea North bridges. 

A platform should be constructed at Warren bridge for the 
purpose of dumping snow. 

In addition to the above estimates and suggestions for 
paving, I would say that I believe that $100,000 would be 
very wisely expended in asphalting what might be termed 
_ the tenement-house districts. There are certain sections in 
the North End, West End, and particularly in the South End, 
which would be greatly improved in every sense by laying a 
sanitary pavement. In certain streets the present condition 
of the paving is most unhealthy and unsightly

DEAR Sir: Lrespectfully request that the Board of 
Apportionment consider the making of an appropriation for 
the rebuilding of the wharf on Albany street, known as 
Ham & Carter’s Wharf and the Sanitary Whart. We have 
recently built a covered platform over the dock adjoining the 
paving yard, so that offal can be delivered to the Sanitary 
Product Company’s scows at this point. The old swill- 
house becomes of no further use, and is in very bad condi- 
tion; and if the wharf on which it stands, and the adjoining 
wharf, known as Ham & Carter’s, could be rebuilt, it would 
be a very desirable thing to do. 

This wharf was rebuilt in 1859, and the City Engineer re- 
ports it as now being in very bad condition; and it is im- 
possible to land blocks or other material at this point, although 
the location and yard room is excellent. 

The City Engineer’s estimate of the cost of rebuilding this 
and the Sanitary Wharf adjacent on oak piles is $23,000, and 
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the cost of building a sea-wall around both wharves would 
be about $25,000. I would advocate that the latter plan be 
adopted, and the department could make a solid-filled wharf 
at very little expense. 

I should be pleased to be heard in this matter, especially.

Mr. MAYorR AND FELLOW-CITIZENS : 


Those honored by the invitation of the city to deliver 
the Fourth of July oration have often deplored their 
inability to add anything to what had been said by 
their predecessors in this function concerning the 
causes and results of the American Revolution; and 
the occasion has therefore been commonly utilized 
for a discussion of current events. Following’ this 
custom the speaker on this the one hundred and 
twenty-third anniversary of Independence Day has 
no difficulty im the selection of a subject; for his 
fellow-citizens are everywhere debating a change of 
national policy alniost as momentous as that under- 
taken by their forefathers on the day we celebrate. 

The nation then created out of thirteen poor and 
thinly populated colonies has, after a century and a 
quarter of extraordinary growth, expanded into a great 
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empire, encircling half the globe. Its area has in- 
creased four-fold, its population twenty-fold; its pro- 
gress in all the branches of industry, science, and 
art, excepting foreign commerce, has been unprece- 
dented in the economic history of mankind; and its 
peculiar political system has stood the strain of 
changed conditions, of alien immigration, of foreign 
wars and civil strife, and has’ abundantly justified 
the wisdom of the men who invented it. The Inde- 
pendence of the United States has also affected in 
one way or another the political development of 
every other country m North and South America, 
and of all the nations of Europe save those dominated 
by the Sultan and Czar; and has at last resulted in 
the overthrow of Spain’s colonial empire and the ex- 
tension of the American republic from the western 
borders of the Atlantic to the eastern shores of 
Asia. 

Forty-six years ago to-day the city orator predicted 
that mn some distant age America, using the islands 
of the Pacific as steppig-stones on her triumphal 
march, would advance from her western coast to 
the shores of the oriental world, and that Asia, the 
birthplace of nations, would “come forth from her 
“fallen state and revive under the genial influence of 
“our beneficent institutions.” William H. Seward, one 
of the most far-sighted statesmen our country has pro- 
duced, regarded the organization of society and govy- 
ernment on this contiment as but preliminary to the 
reunion of the two civilizations which parted on the 
plains of Asia four thousand years ago, and ventured 
the prophecy that the ‘Pacific ocean, its shores, its 
‘islands, and the vast domain beyond, would become 
“the chief theatre of events in the world’s great 
“hereafter.” | 

The circumstances which in half a century have 
rendered these predictions capable of fulfilment are 
so recent that we can as yet scarcely realize their oc- 
currence, or appreciate their meaning; and standing 
on the threshold of the twentieth century, anticipat- 
ing as best we can its opportunities and duties, its 
triumphs and its perils, we find ourselves confronted 
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with the most important questions— except those settled 
by the Louisiana Purchase and the Civil War — that 
we have been called on to determine since the Revolu- 
tion. 

I could find no more appropriate subject for dis- 
cussion upon an occasion dedicated to the perpetual 
memory of the nation’s birthday than the question 
whether the United States shall prepare for their 
twentieth century career by adopting a policy of con- 
tinental isolation, or by taking such measures as will 
secure for them and their inhabitants forever the full 
benefits of the battle of Manila. I purpose, therefore, 
with your permission, to consider to-day what use, if 
any, this country should make of its recent acquisi- 
tions in the Kast, in order that its progress may be as 
rapid in the future as in the past in all the things 
that go to make a nation truly great, and that the lines 
along which it shall move durmg the century about 
to open may beas wisely drawn as were those laid down 
by the Fathers for its guidance. during the century 
now coming to a close. 


What shall be the policy of the United States 
towards the nations of Eastern Asia, particularly the 
Philippine Islands and China, and towards the Euro- 
pean powers who assume the right to partition the 
latter country among themselves ? 

It is not a question of the Philippine Islands merely. 
If it were, the answer might be simple. The real 
issue is far greater, and reaches round the world. 

Shall this country play its part in the closmg 
scene now being enacted in the world-long struggle 
between the East and West, between Turanian and 
Aryan, between barbarism and civilization? Shall we 
retain the Philippine Islands; govern and develop 
them as best we can in the interest of their inhabi- 
tants; and use Manila Bay, together with such other 
naval stations as we may from time to time secure, 
to promote our commercial interests in Eastern Asia, 
and to spread the civilizing influence of American 
institutions among the disorganized populations of 
the Orient? 
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Shall the United States of America become an 
Asiatic power ? 

This is the problem which confronts the nation in 
the closing days of the nmeteenth century. It is 
essentially a new question, now presented for the 
first time in our political history; and upon its deter- 
mination depends the prosperity of our country during 
the next hundred years, and the whole future of 
clvilization. 

Many intelligent and patriotic citizens, fearing the 
consequences of so great an mnovation in the foreign 
policy of the country, favor the surrender of the Philip- 
pine Islands to their inhabitants, and the confinement 
of our activities and aspirations to the continent of 
North America. They prefer Isolation’ to Expan- 
sion. These views seem to be more widely enter- 
tained in this part of the country than elsewhere ; 
but Iam unwilling to believe that they represent the 
final judgment of the people of New England when 
fully enlightened as to the consequences, commercial, 
industrial, and political, of an adoption by the United 
States of that policy of self-satisfied isolation which 
has brought the great empire of China to stagnation 
and decay. 

Having been convinced from a period Jong anterior 
to the Spanish-American war that a broadening of 
our international relations and a firm defence of 
our interests in the Kast were not only desirable 
but necessary, and believmg that this country must 
either make its power and influence in that part 
of the world felt now, while it has the opportunity, 
or forever regret its failure to have done so, I will 
ask you to consider in the light of past history and 
present conditions the chief arguments advanced 
against the retention of the Philippine Islands as a 
dependency of the United States. 


It is contended by some that to govern these islands 
as dependencies or colonies would be an invasion of the 
rights of their inhabitants as set forth in the Declar- 
ation of Independence; that such colonies can 
neither be acquired, nor after acquisition governed, 


~ 
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without violating the provisions of the Federal Con- 
stitution; that such an expansion of the power and 
functions of our government is obnoxious to the 
wise counsels of the men who founded it; that since 
the formulation of the Monroe Doctrine the country 
is committed to a policy of continental isolation; 
and that no commercial or other advantages are to 
be reaped from the policy of expansion commen- 
surate with the expense and risks certain to be 
incurred in its enforcement. Other objections are 
sometimes advanced, based upon the supposed imability 
of the American people to do any better by the 
Polynesian or the Asiatic than they have by the 
Red man or the Negro, upon the fear that an merease 
in our army and navy may prove a source of domes- 
tic danger, and on other minor considerations; but 
the arguments generally relied on to oppose the 
demand for commercial and colonial expansion in 
the Kast seem to be founded either on the supposed 
political inconsistency of such a course on the part 
of the United States of America, or on a denial of 
its practical value. 


The principles of government enumerated in the 
Declaration of Independence which, according to the 
opponents of expansion, will be violated by ruling 
the Philippine Islands as dependencies, are contained 
in the statements that all men are created equal, 
and that governments derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed. If by these 
assertions 1t was literally intended that all men should 
have equal political rights, and that no govern- 
ment is a just one which is not established at the 
request of its inhabitants, it must be conceded that the 
United States cannot assume the government of semi- 
civilized populations without either establishing a state 
of anarchy or derogating from those fundamental 
theories of popular right which this country was 
founded to illustrate. You will observe, however, 
that among the inalienable rights of man which the 
Declaration sets up, the right to political equality 1s 
not enumerated. And if the phrases in question,

literally interpreted, were intended as a statement of 
organic policy, we have persistently departed from it in 
establishing various property and educational limita- 
tions on the suffrage, in denying political rights to 
the Indians, in governing the territories when first 
acquired (and some of them still) by Federal agents, 
in withholding the right of self-government from the 
inhabitants of the District of Columbia, in refusing 
to let the people of the Southern States set up an 
independent government of their own, and in many 
other particulars. If all the statements of the Decla- 
ration, however incapable of exact analysis, are to be 
regarded as forming, in their literal meaning, an essen- 
tial part of our national policy, then the government 
of the United States, as established in 1789, and as 
administered ever since, has been nothing but an. 
organized hypocrisy. 

The Declaration of Independence was a popular argu- 
ment written to justify rebellion; and it is read on the 
anniversary of the Fourth of July—and might profit- 
ably be read much oftener — as a reminder of the condi- 
tions and considerations which led to the establishment 
of the United States. The rhetorical expressions in it 
were intended neither as “littering generalities” to be 
forgotten as soon as read, nor as formal statements 
of constitutional policy to be adopted by the new- 
born nation. 

The men who founded this Republic were practi- 
cal statesmen, who knew the difference between a 
manifesto and a constitution. They were doctrinaire 
advocates of human liberty; but they did not be- 
lieve in government by phrases. When they set to 
work to reduce the principles for which they had 
rebelled and fought to the form of organic laws, they 
used language appropriate to that purpose; and we 
~do not find either in the Articles of Confederation, 
in the Northwest Ordinance, or in the Constitution, any 
reference to the inherent equality of men or to the 
proper dependence of government on the consent of 
the governed. 

These documents and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, read together, show that political equality 
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and self-government were regarded as ideals merely, to 
be realized as soon as the people should be capable of 
living up to them; but that civil liberty, not political 
equality, was the immediate aim of the Fathers. Ap- 
plied to the government of the territories, both those 
established under the Ordinance of 1787 and_ those 
afterwards erected out of the lands acquired from 
France, Spain, and Mexico, these principles led in the 
first place to the appointment of governors, judges, 
councils, and other Federal agencies, in the selection 
of whom the people of the territory had no voice, 
whatever; then to the granting of limited powers of 
self-zovernment, enlarged from time to time as 
rapidly as was deemed prudent; and finally, in most 
cases, but by no means in all, to incorporation with 
the States of the Union. 


Let me ask you to consider the manner in which 
this country has grown from thirteen States to forty- 
five, and the various forms of government successively 
adopted for the political administration of the added 
territory. 

The land lymg between the Mississippi river 
and the original States was ceded by them to the 
Federal Government upon the express condition 
that it should be “formed into distinct Republican 
“States which shall become members of the Federal 
“Union;” but it was governed for years, under the 
Northwest Ordinance of 1787, the Southwestern Ter- 
ritory law of 1790, and the Mississippi Act of 1798, 
by Federal governors, officers, judges and legislatures, 
appointed by the President or Congress; and it was 
not completely converted into States for sixty years. 
As this great area, or the smaller territories into 
which it was from time to time divided, came to con- 
tain a certain population, their imhabitants were, by 
the terms of the Ordinance, to be permitted, subject 
to a property qualification for the suffrage, to elect 
a legislature over whose every act the Federal gov- 
ernor had an absolute veto. 3 

Such was the administration devised, according to 
Monroe, for the “colonial government” of Federal 
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territory, which by the terms of cession was eventually 
to be erected into States. Except the Constitution of 
1789 no wiser or more successful scheme of human 
government was ever formed than the Northwest 
Ordinance; and we may take just pride in recollecting 
that among those chiefly responsible for its adoption 
and provisions were Massachusetts men returning 
from the Revolutionary War to their homes in Boston 
and EKssex County. 

The provision in the Constitution that Congress 
should have power to make all needful rules and 
regulations respecting the territory of the United 
States was inserted, according to its author, for the 
purpose of enabling the United States to govern as 
“provinces” the territory ceded by the several States. 
The Constitution also provided a government for the 
District of Columbia, in which the inhabitants had 
no share. 

As the territories grew in population and capacity 
for self-government the Federal power was relaxed 
and a larger measure of local control permitted; 
some of them were admitted as States; others 
were made into “organized”’ territories; and by 1848 
the whole had been incorporated in the Union. 

The treaties with France and Spain by which we 
acquired Louisiana in 1803 and Florida im 1819, 
provided that the inhabitants should be ‘incorporated 
“imto the Union of the United States” and admitted 
as soon as possible under the Constitution to 
the enjoyment of all the rights and _ privileges 
of citizens of the United States; but both tracts 
were at first governed by presidential agents, 
and afterwards, under legislation, modelled upon 
the Northwest Ordinance. The government which 
was established in 1804 for the Territory of Or- 
leans, and which lasted till the admission of this 
territory in 1812 as the State of Louisiana, was in 
many respects less hberal than that allowed the inhab- 
itants of the Northwest Territory. Florida remained 
a territory for twenty-six years; only six of the fifteen 
States that were carved out of Louisiana and the Oregon 
Territory were admitted before the Civil War; six of 
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them remained territories till 1889 and 1890; and now, 
after the lapse of nearly a century, Oklahoma is still 
a territory, and the rest of the Louisiana purchase 
is unorganized Federal property. In both these treaties 
Spanish goods, and in the earher one French goods also, 
were to be admitted for twelve years to certain 
ports on the same terms as goods from the United 
States. 

The Oregon country, which we claimed under the 
Louisiana treaty, was in the joint occupation of the 
United States and Great Britain from 1818 to 1846, 
when its boundaries were fixed by treaty; and a ter- 
ritorial government was subsequently organized. 

The treaties of 1848 and 1853 with Mexico, under 
which we obtaied California, Nevada, Utah, New 
Mexico and Arizona, provided that the mbhabitants 
should be incorporated into the Union of the United 
States and admitted to the rights of citizenship when- 
ever Congress saw fit. After the lapse of half a 
century New Mexico and Arizona are still territories, 
although the former contains a greater population 
than four of the present States of the Union. 

The treaty of 1867, by which the United States ac- 
quired from Russia a territory equal in extent to one- 
sixth of their area at the time, but having no physical or 
commercial connection with them, contained no refer- 
ence to admission into the Union; and although the 
white inhabitants were to have all the “rights, advan-’ 
“tages, and immunities of citizens of the United 
“States,” the land was governed for seventeen years by 
presidential agents; and the act of Congress creating 


the District of Alaska, under which the territory has - 


been governed since 1884, allows the inhabitants no 
voice whatever in the government. 

None of these purchases from France, Spain, Mexico 
and Russia, embracing two-thirds of the area of the 
country in 1897, was accompanied or preceded, except 
in the case of California, by any consent on the part 
of their inhabitants; im the case of Louisiana, there 
is every reason to believe that a majority of the people 
were opposed to annexation to the United States ; 
and the Spanish and Mexican cessions were both 
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preceded by war on our part against either the 
inhabitants or the Government of the coveted ter- 
ritory. 

The Indians living in the various territories are 
governed, in the language of the Supreme Court, as 
‘dependent nations,’ and have never been admitted to 
citizenship. 

The Republic of Texas was admitted as a State in 
1845 by a joint resolution of Congress. 

The jomt resolve of July 7, 1898, for the annexa- 
tion of the Hawanan Islands provides that they shall 
be a “part of the territory of the United States.” 
No political rights are guaranteed to the mhabitants, 
who, until Congress acts, are to be governed by the 
President. 

The recent treaty with Spain provides that the 
civil rights and political status of the native inhab- 
itants of the ceded islands shall be such as Congress 
may determine, and that for ten years Spanish goods 
shall be admitted on the same terms as goods from 
the United States; a scheme of government sub- 
stantially like that provided by the Mexican treaties 
for the territory acquired in 1848 and 18553. 

The course of our territorial expansion with respect 
to consent, local rights of government, statehood, 
citizenship and customs duties, may be summarized 
thus : 

Consent. Texas and California are the only por- 
tions of the country which have been acquired since 
1783 with any pretence of securing the consent of 
their imhabitants. Louisiana, Florida, Oregon, the 
_ Mexican territory (except California) and Alaska were 

all taken without the “consent of the governed.” 

Local Government. Until admitted into the Union 
as States, all the territory acquired by cession from the 
original States, or by treaty from foreign powers, has 
been governed by presidential or Federal officers, by 
local legislatures, or by both, according to such system 
as Congress has from time to time seen fit to establish ; 
without the “consent of the governed”’; often without 
any pretence of political equality ; and always by means 
of taxes levied without representation. 
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Statehood. The territory acquired from the origi- 
nal States was itself, by the terms of cession, to be 
erected into States; and all of it was finally, though 
not for over sixty years, admitted into the Union. 
The territory acquired in the early part of the cent- 
ury by treaty from France and Spain was to be ad- 
mitted imto the Union as rapidly as possible; but 
the rate of admission has been slow, and some of the 
land is after ninety-six years still in a territorial 
condition. The land acquired from Mexico half a 
century ago was, by treaty, to be admitted whenever 
Congress saw fit; and two large sections of it are 
territories still. Considering California apart from the 
Mexican cession, it was after a short military occu- 
pation directly admitted to the Union. Texas was 
also annexed as a State. The Russian treaty of 
1867, and the jomt resolution annexing the Sand- 
wich Islands make no provision for the admission 
into the Union of any of the territory ceded or 
annexed. 

The assertion, sometimes heard, that all our for- 
elon territory was acquired for the purpose of making 
States out of it, will be seen to be at variance with 
the facts of history. 

Citizenship. The white people of the Northwest 
and Southwestern territories were citizens of the 
United States from the beginning; and those of Texas 
and California became such on annexation by admis- 
sion into the Union. The white inhabitants of 
Louisiana, Florida and Alaska were entitled by treaty 
to become citizens of the United States. The white 
population of the Mexican cessions, the Sandwich 
Islands, Porto Rico, Guam and the Philippines are 
to have such rights of citizenship as Congress determines. 
The tribal Indians are not citizens of the United 
States. 

Tariff Regulations. Special provisions in deroga- 
tion of the tariff prevailing elsewhere in the United 
States are found in the treaties of 1803, 1819 and 1898. 


The Philippine Islands have been acquired in much 
the same manner as the other portions of the Federal 
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territory ; and although the United States will probably 
never admit them into the Union, or extend to their 
inhabitants the full rights of citizenship, cluding the 
privilege of migration, and will be forced to establish 
in them a tariff upon imports different from that ob- 
taining in this country, and to subject to the general 
tariff rates importations from the islands to this 
country, there is little in these discriminations that 1s 
not supported by precedents drawn from our terri- 
torial history. So far as the government of the 
islands is concerned it will be impossible to frame 
any system of administration which will give the 
people less power in the management of their local 
affairs than was originally vested in the inhabitants 
of the Federal Territories, or than is now enjoyed 
by the mhabitants of the District of Columbia and 
Alaska, or by the tribal Indians. 


As to the alleged constitutional difficulties in the 
acquisition and government of these islands without 
admitting them as States, it 1s obvious that if these 
difficulties exist they can be corrected by amendment ; 
but courts which have found no difficulty m justity- 
ing the Louisiana, Florida and Mexican purchases, 
and the arbitrary forms of government established 
for their inhabitants, as well as for those of the 
Northwest Territory and Alaska, will find little 
trouble in sustaming the constitutional right of Con- 
gress to purchase the Philippine Islands, or any other 
territory it sees fit to acquire, and to govern it in 
such manner as the interests of its inhabitants may 
seem to require... 

However difficult it may be to find in the Consti- 
tution any express recognition of the right of terri- 
torial expansion, the power of the United States to 
acquire foreign ‘territory by conquest, treaty or con- 
sent is conclusively established by the facts of history 
and the decisions of the Federal courts. 

The power to govern the territory thus acquired, 
subject to all treaty stipulations, in such manner 
as Congress sees fit, would seem to follow neces- 
sarily from the power of acquisition, and to be 
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recognized in that part of the Constitution which 
authorizes Congress to legislate for the Federal terri- 
tory. It would seem no more difficult for the courts 
to find a place for the inhabitants of the Philippine 
Islands outside the ranks of United States citizen- 
ship, than it has been to create a special status for 
the survivors of the aboriginal inhabitants of this 
country. It would seem on the whole consistent, 
not only with the political history of the country, 
but with the decisions of its courts, to hold that the 
constitutional guarantees of political rights refer ex- 
clusively to the States and their inhabitants, and not 
to any portion of the Federal territory to which 
they have not been extended by Congress. Accord- 
ing to this theory of constitutional interpretation 
the United States Government stands as an ordinary 
sovereign with all the powers of such towards all the 
territory under its control not included in the 
States. 

These views, entertained by many eminent consti- 
tutional authorities, dispose, if sound, of every legal 
difficulty in the way of governing the Philippine 
Islands as they ought to be governed, and of 
adjusting their relations with the United States as 
they ought to be adjusted. HH, however, amend- 
ments to the constitution are rendered necessary by 
the decisions of the courts, it ought not to be dith- 
cult to procure them. | 


It is said that the acquisition of naval stations, trad- 
ing ports, and densely populated islands on the further 
side of the Pacific is a departure from the foreign 
policy counselled by the Fathers, in reliance on which 
the country has hitherto succeeded in holding itself 
aloof from those complications and disputes which keep 
the nations of Europe in a state of perpetual armed 
antagonism. The proposed expansion is a departure in 
one sense; but not in another. The whole question 1s 
a new one, and any solution of it involving the acqui- 
sition of territory in Porto Rico, Hawau, or anywhere 
else remote from the American continent, is a departure 
from the traditional policy of the country im the sense 
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that it is something that has never been done before ; 
but I maintain that trans-Pacific expansion implies no 
deviation from the principles which have dominated 
our foreign policy from the beginning. 

We were advised by Washington and Jefferson to 
keep out of the broils in which the nations of Europe 
were then constantly engaged, but in which we 
had no interest; we have consistently followed this 
advice; and nobody proposes to ignore it now. 

Washington in his farewell address, referrmg to 
Europe, said that it would be “unwise to implicate 
‘ourselves by artificial ties in the ordinary vicissitudes 
“of her polities, or the ordinary combinations and colli- 
‘sions of her friendships or enmities ;’ he advised that 
we should “steer clear of permanent alliances with 
“any portion of the foreign world; but he added that 
we might “safely trust to temporary alliances for ex- 
“traordinary emergencies.’ He was willing enough in 
the Revolutionary War to take temporary advantage of 
the friendly attitude and common interests of France; 
but in 1796 he warned his fellow-citizens against 
alliances with France or other foreign nations that 
should not be founded on a true community of interest, 
or that should be permanent in character, and thus for 
either reason likely to lead to entanglement in the local 
quarrels of the European powers. Washington favored 
foreign alliances when they were for the interest of 
the country, and discountenanced them when they were 
not; and by adherimg to this common-sense statesman- 
ship the colonies on the one hand achieved their in- 
dependence in 1783, and on the other hand kept out 
of the Napoleonic wars a few years later. 

When the cession of Louisiana by Spain to France 
took place in 1800, Jefferson at once realized that it 
“completely reversed the political relations of the 
“United States and formed a new epoch in our politi- 
“cal course,’ and favored an alliance with Great 
Britain in order to secure New Orleans and Florida 
for the United States in case the French should 
close the Mississippi. No fears of foreign complica- 
tions or constitutional difficulties were permitted to 
shape our policy, although the cession of Louisiana by 
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France was in direct violation of the treaty by which 
France had acquired the country from Spain, and 
there were at that time no judicial decisions sustain- 
ing the right of the United States to acquire foreign 
territory. American statesmanship saw the danger in 
being hemmed in upon our western border by the 
most aggressive nation of Europe, which by force had 
supplanted Spain in the possession of Louisiana; 
and it appreciated the opportunity to add an em- 
pire to the territorial possessions of the Union for the 
benefit of coming generations. The great province 
of Louisiana, larger than the whole area of the 
country at that time, and comprising with the 
Oregon country seventeen of our present States and 
territories, was accordingly acquired by the United 
States from France for a money consideration; and 
the process of expansion thus begun was continued 
by annexation, war and purchase until the limits of 
the United States were pushed to the Gulf of Mexico 
on the south, and to the Pacific Ocean and the Sibe- 
rian coast upon the west. 

By the enunciation of the Monroe Doctrine in 
1825 the United States established a sort of protec- 
torate over the States of Central and South America, 
with the object of preventing Kuropean powers from 
seizing further territory or establishing commercial 
monopolies on this continent. The Monroe doctrine, | 
however, had nothing to do with Asia. 

In 1854 we forced the empire of Japan by armed 
intervention to open its doors to American commerce. 

In 1872 we acquired a coaling station in the 
Samoan Islands, and in 1889 we established with 
Great Britam and Germany a_ protectorate over 
them. | 

The destruction of the Spanish fleets at Manila 
and Santiago in the war of 1898 was followed by 
the cession, through the treaty of Paris, of Porto 
Rico, Guam and the Philippime Islands, and by the 
annexation of Hawaii through a joint resolution of 
Congress. 


Such is a brief review of the expansion of the 


United States from 1776 to 1899. 
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The statesmen of the early days of the Republic 
foresaw the possibility of a continental empire, and 
were swift to seize every opportunity to realize the 
possibility; those of a later age continued the pro- 
cess; only in the case of Texas and California was 
the consent of the inhabitants given or solicited; and 
the lands thus acquired have since been governed as 
Federal dependencies, or admitted as States, accord- 
ing to the will of Congress. Our foreign policy has 
been to make such alliances with Kuropean nations 
as were calculated to advance our domestic interests, 
to hold aloof from European complications in which 
we had no legitimate concern, to prevent the nations 
of Europe from acquiring territorial or commercial 
control of Central or South America, and to secure, 
by force of arms if necessary, freer trade relations 
with the nations on the other side of the Pacific. 

Empire is the only word in the English language 
capable of indicating the size, importance, dignity and 
obvious destiny of the American Republic. This word, 
and everything it implies, is stigmatized as un-American 
by the opponents of expansion; and yet the foundation 
by the United States of an ‘ American Empire” was de- 
clared by one of the founders of the Northwest Territory 
to have been ‘the one great end God had in view in the 
“original discovery of this continent,’ and Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall used the same expression as long ago as 
1820 to indicate the whole country as distinguished 
from the States. 

Prophets of evil were not wanting then, as now ; 
and the Louisiana treaty, the greatest achievement 
of American diplomacy, and the most important act 
in our national history after the Revolution and 
the suppression of the Civil War, was denounced 
by the anti-expansionists of that day as utterly 
without constitutional warrant, and as likely to prove 
the greatest curse that could befall the nation. The 
Florida purchase, the annexation of Texas, the Mexican 
war and its results, and the Oregon settlement, were in 
like manner opposed by the timid and short-sighted on 
both constitutional and political grounds. 

These fears and prophesies were not justified by 
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subsequent events, and no one to-day would intimate 
that the several acquisitions of foreign territory by 
the United States between 1805 and 1867 were not 
in the interest, as the issue proved, alike of this 
country and of mankind at large. 

History has vindicated the “imperialists” of other 
days from Jefferson to Seward; it will justify the 
expansionists of the present time. Independence, 
Union, Empire; these have been the steadfast aims of 
American ambition. The traditional policy of the 
United States has been “ Expansion.”’ 

From the Revolution to the Civil War, from Wash- 
ington to Pierce, our foreign affairs, like our terri- 
torial governments, were conducted in the interest, as 
it appeared under the conditions of the day, of the 
United States of America; and not in unintelligent 
adherence to the letter of political papers written 
under different circumstances and for special purposes. 

Since the close of the Civil War the energies of 
the people have been so exclusively devoted to indus- 
trial development and the accumulation of wealth, 
that there has been a falling away of national feeling 
and a growing indifference to our position among’ the 
nations of the world. From this condition of affairs, 
inviting political strife founded on _ sectional and 
economic antagonisms, and rapidly tending to political 
divisions along social and pecuniary lines, the battle 
of Manila has aroused us; and now with a people 
reunited in spirit as in law, and their national aspira- 
tions reawakened by the victories of the Spanish 
war, we may confidently expect that all problems 
of foreign policy and colonial government will here- 
after be faced with the same fearless and far-seeing 
disregard for precedent that animated their ancestors 
in the much greater task of founding an imperial 
democracy in the wilds of North America. 

The ‘continental scale,” by which Washington de- 
sired to measure the “‘ honor, peace and true interests 
‘of the country,’ has become a world scale now; and 
if the events of the past few years have brought 
about conditions of far greater importance to us than 
the cession of Louisiana to France could possibly 
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have seemed to involve a hundred years ago, can 
there be any doubt that the statesmen of that day 
would in our circumstances follow the precedent es- 
tablished under somewhat similar circumstances by 
the Louisiana purchase, and make the most of present 
opportunities ? 


Let us consider some of the changes which have 
taken place since the day when Washington could 
refer to our ‘detached and distant situation,” and felt 
that we need take as little interest in wars between 
the powers of Europe as if they occurred on “ another 
“planet.” 

The area of the country has been enlarged by six 
different annexations from about eight or nine hun- 
dred thousand square miles, to three and one-half 
million square miles, without counting the accessions of 
the past twelve months. Our population in 1776 was 
less than four million; it is now some seventy-five 
million. The progress of invention has been such 
that all civilized mankind have been brought closer 
together for industrial imtercourse than were Massa- 
chusetts and Virginia when they ceased to be colo- 
nies of Great Britain. Steam and electricity have 
annihilated distance for many purposes, and have 
brought the nations of the earth nearer to each 
other for all purposes. Measured by the time and cost 
of transit, Manila is nearer Washington to-day than 
Boston was a century ago. 

We no longer stand on the western fringe of the 
civilized world; but im the middle of it, with Eng- 
land, France, Germany, and Russia facing us, both 
from Europe and from Asia. 


We must also take into account the economic situa- 
tion in which the country finds itself at the close of 
the nineteenth century. The first three-quarters of 
this century were devoted to territorial expansion and 
improvement, and the last quarter has been given over 
to internal development; with the result that prac- 
tically all the land available for agricultural purposes 
without clearmg, draining or irrigation is under 
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cultivation, while the mineral resources and manu- 
facturing industries of the country have been developed 
to a capacity of production exceeding the permanent 
ability of the people to absorb the product. We 
have lost a large share of the carrying trade which 
was ours prior to 1860; but in other branches of 
industry we have more than held our own in com- 
parison with other countries; and we now for the 
first time find the domestic market inadequate for 
the profitable and constant employment of our own 
capital and labor. Capital has accumulated so rapidly 
that the rate of interest upon investments has fallen 
in the past few years by twenty-five per cent.; and 
greater opportunities are needed for the investment 
of this surplus capital im order to prevent the 
duplication of industries for which there can be no 
adequate domestic market, and the consequent inter- 
ference with wages and profits. 

Foreign markets, foreign commerce, foreign invest- 
ments have thus become a necessity to the United 
States if the present scale of wages and the present 
standards of life are to be maintained. 

Simultaneously with the expansion of our manu- 
facturing capacity appears a tendency to the consoli- 
dation of mdustry and the concentration of capital 
in the form of large trusts or corporations, the pri- 
mary object of which is the maintenance of prices 
in the interest of profits. It would be premature in 
time and inappropriate to the subject of this address 
to speculate upon the final outcome of this move- 
ment; whether it is based on natural causes, and 
thus beyond the reach of legislation, or whether it 
represents merely a new form of human greed to 
be corrected by new statutes of mortmain. ‘Two 
things, however, appear to be tolerably clear: one, 
that the centralization of imdustrial capital cannot 
work to the advantage of all classes, manufacturer, 
laborer, and consumer alike, without an expansion 
of our markets; and the other that if this country 
is necessarily or by choice about to enter the field 
of foreign competition, such competition can in some 
branches of industry be carried on more advanta- 
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geously by means of large aggregations of capital, 
plant, and labor, than by single individuals, firms, 
or small corporations. 

These new industrial conditions — over-production, 
surplus capital, consolidation — necessitate an exten- 
sion of the markets for American products and of 
the investment field for American capital; in default 
of which we must expect a reduction in out-put, 
profits and wages, and all the industrial disturb- 
ances certain to follow in their train. 

These conditions, though new, are not peculiar to 
the United States. The same excessive capacity of 
production and the same tendency to concentration 
are to be met with in the leading countries of 
Europe, accompanied in many cases by a population 
too great for sustenance at home and by enormous 
military establishments. 

Thus the civilized world to-day is lookmg round 
for markets. Africa has been opened up and divided 
between the principal powers of Europe; but its ca- 
pacity for consumption must be small for many years 
to come. The tropical parts of Asia and Polynesia 
are mainly under European control; but the climate 
is adverse to the growth of European enterprise. 
South America has, under the Monroe Doctrine, been 
withdrawn, temporarily at least, from the field of 
Kuropean occupation. 


In the far East, however, lies China, with its enor- 
mous possibilities ; with four hundred million people to 
be provided with food and clothing, with railroad facili- 
ties, with steamboats and street railways, with the tele- 
graph and telephone, and all the conveniences of civil- 
ization; constituting, when developed, a market for 
agricultural and industrial products greater than Eu- 
rope and America with their present population. 
The Celestial Empire has paid the penalty of isola- 
tion, and after stagnating for centuries in barbarian 
seclusion has suddenly collapsed; and the military 
market-seeking powers of Europe have descended like 
vultures on its disintegrating body politic. Japan 
has awakened and is rapidly preparing herself for a 
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career of progressive civilization. The blight of 
Spanish rule has vanished from the East. 

Who can doubt that one result of these events, 
will be the immediate development by some one of 
the boundless commercial and industrial possibilities 
of the East? The only question is to whose benefit 
this process will enure. Shall China be divided among 
the four European powers who have descended, one 
by land and three by sea, upon its eastern borders; 
and shall its several fragments, each a kingdom in 
extent, be governed and developed for the exclusive 
profit of their respective conquerors? Or shall the 
country as a whole be governed for the best interests 
of its inhabitants, and the unlimited possibilities for 
industry and commerce contained within its vast 
domain be thrown open without discrimimation to 
the civilized world ? 

Have the United States of America no interest in 
this question? - 

Shall we consent that all Asia become the spoils 
of Europe? Or shall we mvoke the principle of the 
Monroe Doctrme, and seek to prevent Huropean 
nations from establishing themselves in China? 
Or shall we stand out for equal opportunities, com- 
mercial and industrial, in the development of China, 
and enforce that policy by the establishment of 
colonies and naval stations, and if necessary by 
armed intervention ? 

The industrial battle-ground of the twentieth cen- 
tury will be in Eastern Asia, and in fifty years the 
commerce of the Pacific Ocean will rival that of the 
Atlantic. _ Are we, situated in the middle of this 
contest, to take no part in it, and to have no share 
in its results? Are we, though nearer to the ports 
of China than any European power, and having at 
least an equal capacity for sea power and industrial 
production, to ignominiously allow the commerce of 
the world to pass us by? Are we, with our eyes 
wide open to the fate of China, to deliberately elect 
what to some may seem a “splendid isolation,” 
but what in reality means an era of industrial dis- 
turbance, unsatisfied ambition and political turmoil 
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both at home and abroad? With the opportunity to 
play the first part in the commercial struggles of the 
coming century, are we either from ignorance of 
our own history, or from fear of our own capacity, 
to pursue a course which will foment discontent at 
home and permit a world-encircling strife to be engen- 
dered on the shores of China? 


If we adopt a policy of inaction and fail to put 
ourselves in a position to prevent the closing up of 
China tighter than it was before, we shall not thereby 
escape all foreign complications. Hitherto the en- 
tanglements of Huropean politics have been all on 
one side of us. Hereafter they will be on both 
sides. When the oceans are connected with a canal 
we shall be midway between the sources of Huropean 
military and commercial energy,and the object of 
Huropean rivalries; and complications will arise on 
every side which no anti-expansionist. diplomacy can 
avoid. The result of holding aloof now will there- 
fore not be to avoid foreign complications in the 
twentieth century, but simply that we shall have to 
meet them unsupported by any foothold or vantage 
ground in Asiatic waters. The separation of the 
United States from the rest of the world will be 
but temporary and unreal. The way to avoid serious 
difficulties in the East is to be there in advance, 
where our influence in conjunction with that of 
England, Japan, and perhaps Germany, would be 
decisive in favor of free and equal opportunities 
in China. 


The most effective way in which to bring China 
under the influence of Western civilization and to 
open the Empire throughout its whole extent to the 
commerce and industry of the world, may not at this 
time and distance be apparent; but it is certain that 
the process of partition in which the European pow- 
ers are now engaged will, if unchecked, result in 
depriving the United States of its just share in the 
wealth and civilization of the East. 

Our treaties with China guarantee us equal oppor- 
tunities with other nations. 
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The Treaty of 1844, negotiated by Caleb Cushing, 
provided that “if additional advantages or priviliges, 
“of whatever description, be conceded by China to 
“any other nation, the United States shall be en- 
“titled to a complete, equal, and impartial participa- 
“tion in the same.” The Tien-Tsin Treaty of 1858 
provided that United States goods should never pay 
any higher duty than that levied on the goods of 
any other nation, and that if the Empire grant to 
any nation any “right, privilege or favor, connected 
“either with navigation, commerce, political or other 
“intercourse which is not conferred by this treaty, 
“such right, privilege and favor shall at once freely 
“enure to the benefit of the United States.” 

It is plain that the recent concessions by China 
of ports and “spheres of influence” within which 
the United States 1s not to have equal privileges is 
a violation of the spirit, if not the letter, of these 
treaty obligations. One-half the diplomatic energy 
displayed in the Venezuela affair about a matter of 
no practical concern to this country will, if sup- 
ported by a sufficient navy, with Hawaii and Manila 
for bases of supply or way stations on the road to 
Asia, serve to prevent the consummation of the crime 
against civilization now being perpetrated on the fur- 
ther side of the Pacific. 


There are, however, other and higher pursuits than 
the search for adventure and wealth. 

While the commercial necessities of the country 
are a sufficient justification for our intervention in 
the East, loftier motives are not absent. We are 
in actual possession of a considerable part of the 
Philippine Islands; we hold the legal title to the 
whole of them. We occupy a position of trust 
towards their inhabitants. The question is not whether 
we shall let the Philippimos govern themselves, but 
whether we shall allow a small portion of them to 
misgovern all the rest. We have no more right to 
abandon these islands and their occupants to savage 
or semi-civilized misrule than Dewey had to scuttle his 
ships after the battle of Manila. As trustees we 
cannot resign. 
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The practical duty of the United States, which 
no amount of historical mismformation or sentimental 
argument will enable us honorably to avoid, is to re- 
establish peace and civil order in the Philippine Islands, 
and to do it at once; and then to formulate a scheme 
of government for the islands, framed for the sole 
purpose of promoting the material welfare and political 
progress of their inhabitants. Precedents for the 
administration of some of the islands may be found 
in the history of the United States territories; sug- 
gestions for the government of others may be offered 
by the experience of other countries in similar under- 
takings. It may in a short time prove sufficient for 
us to retain only Manila Bay, establishing protecto- 
rates elsewhere. The main difficulty to be apprehended 
is not in devismg plans of government, but in the 
execution of them. | 

If the natural resources of these islands are to be 
exploited for the sole benefit of American capital, 
if the purchasing power of their mhabitants is to be 
regarded as existing solely for the benefit of Ameri- 
can manufacturers, if the power of taxation is to be 
exercised for our advantage rather than for theirs, 
and if the offices of the civil government are to be 
filed with uneducated carpet-baggers from the United 
States; if in these or other particulars we violate 
the great trust confided to us by the chance of war, 
then our government will be a failure, and the 
islands will be in a chronic condition of disorder 
and revolt. 

But if we administer the Philippines with the same 
unselfish purpose which has inspired our territorial 
policy, introducing our ideas of civil liberty and law 
wherever they seem applicable, permitting as much 
of local self-government as the people seem qualified 
to enjoy, developing the resources and improving the 
condition of the islands for the benefit of the inhabi- 
tants, and only incidentally for our own; if, in short, 
we keep our minds set on what we can do for the 
Philppinos, not on what we can get out of them, 
then there ought to be no insuperable difficulty in 
governing our dependencies in the Pacific to the 
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satisfaction of their inhabitants, the honor of our own 
people, and the profit of both. 

We have only to seize and wisely use the advan- 
tages furnished by the unexpected issue of the war 
with Spain to make our influence in the East pre- 
dominant, at least to the extent of securing complete 
and equal opportunities in the coming development 
of the Philippine Islands and China for the surplus 
knowledge, energy, labor and capital of the people 
of the United States. Larger opportunities for the 
activity and employment of that imcreasing proportion 
of our people who are educated beyond the require- 
ments of manual labor, will arise; and a great 
reduction in the tariff upon imports, particularly 
on the materials of manufacture, may be regarded 
as among the certain results of the expansion 
policy. The renewed ambition to enjoy our proper 
share of foreign commerce will bring about the 
reform of our navigation laws and the presence of 
our flag once more in every port on earth. 


The United States need not be held in its imperial 
career to a servile imitation of English or other foreign 
methods of colonial government. Avoiding, as Wash- 
ington recommended, alike “ passionate attachments and 
“inveterate antipathies,” it would be folly to ignore the 
experience of other nations, and not to profit by their 
failures and successes. But may we not entertain a 
reasonable ambition to establish colonial governments 
superior to those of other nations? It would be impos- 
sible for any American administration of the Phil- 
ippine. Islands to equal the cruelty and greed 
which accompanied the early days of English rule 
in India; while on the other hand the success 
which has attended the growth of England’s colo- 
nies in Canada, Australia and New Zealand may 
in part be credited to the lessons taught her by the 
American Revolution and the subsequent development 
of the Federal domain. Co-heirs with England in the 
priceless heritage of Anglo-Norman law and _ institu- 
tions, we have surely worked out some improvements 
in the art of government. The Federal system, the 
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written constitution, the limitation of the legislative 
power, the independence of the executive, the absence 
of a State religion, the prohibition of titles of nobility, 
free public education and the widespread distribution 
of land; are these peculiar products of American 
elvilization incapable of adaptation to any conditions 
but our own ? | 

If our political institutions are inherently supe- 
rior to those of other countries, it should be our 
aim to spread their influence, so far as may be 
practicable, among the nations of the earth. We 
are not called upon to abandon our ideals; but on 
the contrary to set up the standard of American 
liberty wherever possible, even on the western shores 
of the Pacific. . | | 


Many persons seem to fear that the extension of the 
sovereignty of the United States over the Philippine 
Islands and the adoption of an active policy on the 
coast of China will tend to increase the embarrass- 
ments of our domestic politics. 

That these questions are serious enough already 
no one will deny. The increase in the extremes of 
poverty and wealth; the perversion of the powers 
of government for the benefit of individuals and 
classes; the artificial basis upon which our tariff laws 
have placed many of our most important industries ; 
the vacillation of Congress upon financial matters; 
these and other causes have contributed to bring about 
political conditions in which social rather than national 
questions are predominant. ‘There is an increasing ten- 
dency to look to the government for employment or 
* wealth, for privileges, bounties and expenditures. 
Both plutocracy and socialism, as they are known in 
the United States, are leading to a redistribution by 
taxes of the income of property, the wages of labor, 
and the profits of business or professional industry. 
These conditions and tendencies will be aggravated 
by the economic changes to which I have alluded as 
about to take place, and which if unaccompanied by 
wider markets will inevitably tend to bring about a 
permanent reduction in profits and wages, and a 
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state of increasing discontent. The capitalist will not 
long be satisfied with a system which fails to provide 
any investment for accumulated wealth but the over- 
developed home industries. The manufacturer and 
wage earner will not permanently tolerate a policy 
which confines the sale of their products to the over- 
stocked home market. ‘The merchant will not forever 
look with satisfaction on the monopoly by European 
rivals of a trade that should be his. The imstinctive 
yearning of the people for activity and adventure 
can not permanently be repressed. Their unoccupied 
energies will demand an outlet — territorial or political. 
As expansion will diminish the economic evils of 
the future, so the discussion of questions of interna- 
tional intercourse, foreign commerce and colonial gov- 
ernment, cannot fail to exert a healthy reaction and 
a steadying, elevating and invigorating influence upon 
the course of political controversy at home. 

If there ever was a time when the people who es- 
tablished this country looked forward to an era of 
continental isolation for them and their descendants, 
that dream has long since faded away, never to be 
revived. The New England which our Puritan an- 
cestors founded, and which our fathers dwelt in, is 
gone, and gone forever. Its physical appearance, its 
industrial life, and the character and habits of its 
population have completely altered. It is useless for 
us to complain, even if we had the desire. The 
change was deliberate. The generation which preceded 
ours welcomed the end of the “long winter of New 
“Hneland isolation,’ brought about by the invention 
of the railroad and the steamboat; and the New Eng- 
lander thereupon took up his historic burden and 
became again the pioneer. 

The idea of isolation is repugnant to the genius 
of our race. Except for a few short periods of rest, 
it has been in motion ever since it left its Aryan 
birthplace in the prehistoric past. From Asia into 
Europe, from the European mainland to the British 
Isles, from England to America, from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, and now across the ocean back again 
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to Asia; such has been the progress of our people 
moving westward round the world. 

We can either take the part in the movements 
of the twentieth century that our position, abilities, 
necessities and the inherited aspirations of the people 
call for, or we can stand aloof in selfish, timid, 
unenlightened isolation, and let the march of civili- 
zation roll round the globe without us. 

It is not a question of destiny, but of choice; 
and if we fail to choose wisely the fault will not be 


“In our stars, 
But in ourselves that we are underlings.” 


The American people never yet have failed on 
great occasions. They will not now. They will 
not permit the foreign policy of the country to be 
determined by considerations based on selfishness or 
fear. They will not shirk the duties or lose the op- 
portunities which Providence has placed before them. 
They will cross the Pacific. When ‘there, may they 
act so wisely and so justly by all the great inter- 
ests committed to their care that in after ages the 
chief anniversaries to be celebrated by the regener- 
ated and grateful populations of Oceanica and China 
will be those of the battle of Manila and the Fourth 
of July.

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As can be seen on Tables II. to V. of this report I 
have verified the clerical accuracy of the books; by taking 
the transactions for the year from the cash book and journal 
and applying same to the balances of the preceding year I 
have ascertained what the correct balances should be January 
31, 1898. 

Although these figures are not up to the present date, 
being for the last fiscal year instead of for the one just 
closing, I believe they will prove interesting, showing, as they 
do, just what constitutes the uncollected balances of taxes, 
water rates, betterments, departments’ income, etc., for the 
two fiscal years, 1896-97 and 1897-98. ‘The Collector held 
as residue from tax sales January 31, 1898, the sum of 
$1,563.80, consisting of the following:

In addition to the regular work of auditing the accounts I 
have made a study of the system employed in the Collecting 
Department, and respectfully offer the following 


SUGGESTIONS REGARDING BOOK-KEEPING SYSTEM IN THE 
COLLECTOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


Instead of the tax lsts now furnished by the Board of 
Assessors to the Collector, I suggest that the tax bills be 
made in duplicate; the latter to remain in Collector’s posses- 
sion and be filed by tax clerk in a locked book file according 
to a system of numbers hereinafter explained ; the duplicates 
to have detachable coupons which shall be detached only 
when the original tax bill shall have been paid; the book 
files will then show at a glance just which bills are paid or 
unpaid in any ward. Bill and coupon, both original and 
duplicate, are to be numbered identically and distinctively as 
to wards, thus: Ward One to start with No. 10,000; Ward 
Two with No. 20,000, and so onto Ward Twenty-five, each 
ward starting with a number 10,000 higher than its imme- 
diate predecessor. As no ward has 10,000 real and personal 
tax bills this arrangement is sufficiently comprehensive to 
last for a generation, at least, without chance of confusion. 
Single poll tax bills should be of different form and color 
from real and personal tax bills; they should be kept in 
separate files and have a distinguishing series of numbers. 

All duplicates are to be ruled to carry the information 
required by chapter 11 of the Statutes of 1882, and should 
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be bound permanently at the end of each fiscal year. ‘This 
system of duplicate bills, which can be applied to the water- 
rates as effectually as to taxes, would reduce the clerical 
work of tax clerks and water-rates clerks enormously, as all 
the ward cash books for taxes and water-rates with their 
respective manuscripts would then be found unnecessary ; 
a saving of fifty-two cash books, forty-eight manuscript 
books, and an elimination of 570,000 clerical entries per 
annum, besides preventing incorrect postings in manuscripts 
or entries in wrong cash books, which, under present system, 
are unavoidable. In the care of the departments’ income 
clerk are a number of books, one issued each year, for the 
proper recording of betterments which have been apportioned 
over a period of ten years; these books are incapable of 
proof by the City Auditor, the Board of Assessors or the 
City Collector, and should be superseded by a less intricate 
method. The cash book kept by the income clerk should be 
amplified to show the entire receipts of the department. The 
various departments’ bills should be rendered in duplicate, 
numbered in rotation throughout the year, and filed accord- 
ing to number in a locked book; this would prove a great 
gain in the number of entries to be made by the departments’ 
income clerk. 

The abstract book kept by this clerk should be arranged 
so as to require but one writing per annum of headings of 
accounts instead of monthly writings as at present. Instead 
of the books now used for description of property to be 
advertised for sale I suggest the adoption of a card index 
system, each card to have a full description of one estate and 
arranged to last ten years; at present each estate is described 
anew every year, but, as fully one-half of the advertised 
estates are the same from year to year, one-half of this work 
can be saved after the first year by the introduction of the 
card system. ‘These changes, I believe, would prove to be in 
the line of true administrative economy both of money and 
time ; in no case do they add to the labors of any man in the de- 
partment without an overwhelming offset ; and this is equally 
true of work suggested to be performed by the Assessing and 
Water Income Departments. There is no question that the 
clerical work is well done under the disadvantages of the 
present system, which is cumbersome and honeycombed with 
repetitions; these characteristics I have tried to eliminate 
by making the first entry on the collector’s book the last 
entry, so far as practicable, in the system proposed.

Hon. Jostan QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir, — With reference to the appropriation orders now 
before the City Council, the following figures are of interest: 

In the six-year period from 1892-93 to 1897—98, inclusive, 
the ordinary expenditures of the city, excluding Water 
Department expenditures, have increased from $14,371,643.97 
to $17,229,851.40, or a little less than 20 per cent. 
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Excluding also expenditures for interest and sinking-funds 
and payments to the State, they have increased from $10,592,- 
231.85 to $12,914,425.83, ora little less than 22 per cent. 

The amount available for department appropriations 
(Auditors Report 1897-98, p. 256) has increased from 
$10,450,000 to $11,993,997, or a little less than 15 per 
cent. 

The population of the city, as estimated by the Board of 
Health, has increased from 467,260 to 528,912, or a little 
more than 13 per cent. 

_ Expenditures for interest, sinking-funds and payments to 
the State have increased from $3,779,412.12 to $4,315,425.57, 
or a trifle over 14 per cent. 

It may fairly be said, therefore, that 14 per cent. is a nor- 
mal increase for the six years in any given line of work. 

During the six years, expenses of the various institutions 
for the care of the sick, paupers and criminals increased from 
$1,026,021.01 to $1,369,072.88, or a little more than 33 per 
cent. 

Or, if we take the net cost, after deducting income cov- 
ered into city treasury, they increased from $867,887.89 to 
$1,209,857.66, or a little more than 389 per cent. 

The expenses of the Park Department have increased 
from $77,779.88 to $143,517.21, or 844 per cent. 

The expenses of the Police Department, including liquor 
license expenses, and cost of police signal system, have 
increased from $1,228,291.73 to $1,667,887.26, or a little 
less than 86 per cent. 

The school expenses increased from $1,988,606.15 to 
$2,482,542.47, or nearly 25 per cent. 

The general expenses of the county increased from 
$520,009.12 to $688,883.46, or over 32 per cent.; or, if we 
deduct the income, from €393, 626.40 to $502, Boe 96 OU 

27% per cent. 

These five classes of expenditures have increased, as a 
whole, from $4,840,707.89 to $6,851,903.28, or a little over 
31 per cent. 

The expenditures of all other departments incr pare from 
$5,751,523.96 to $6,562,522.55, or a little over 14 per cent., 
equal to the normal increase warranted by the increas ng 
resources of the city. 

If we take a fresh start and compare the actual expendi- 
tures of 1897-98 with the appropriations asked for to meet 
the expenditures of 1899-1900, we get the following results : 

Amount available for department appropriations has 
increased in two years from $11,993,997 to $12,610,229, or 
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a trifle over 5 per cent. (Tax of $2.85 per $1,000 for 
schools is included in latter amount.) 

The amount (asked) for support of dependent and 
criminal population has increased from $1,369,072.88 to 
$1,509,590, or a little more than 10 per cent.; or, if esti- 
mated income is deducted, from $1,209,857.66 to $1,329,090, 
or nearly 10 per cent. 

The amount (asked) for expenses of Park Department 
has increased from $145,517.21 to $185,000 or nearly 29 
per cent. 

The amount (asked) for expenses of .Police Department 
has increased from $1,667,887.26 to $1,747,793, or nearly 
5 per cent. 

The amount (now fixed by statute at $2.85 per $1,000 
in 1899-1900) for school expenses has increased from 
$2,482,542.47 to $2,777,428, or nearly 12 per cent. 

The amount (asked) for general expenses of the county 
has increased from $688,883.46 to $700,000 or less than 
2 per cent. 

The five classes of expenditures mentioned above have 
increased (based on appropriations asked for) from $6,351,- 
903.28 to $6,919,811, or a trifle under 9 per cent. 

_All expenditures (except Water Department, interest,

WHY WORK HAS NOT BEEN COMMENCED 
ON THE PROPOSED 


HAST BOSTON TUNNEL. 


Boston TRANSIT COMMISSION, 20 BEACON STREET, 
Boston, February 9, 1899. 


To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: 


The Boston Transit Commission has received the request 
of your Board for information as to the reasons why work 
has not been commenced on the tunnel to East Boston, as 
provided in Section 280 of Chapter 548 of the Acts of 
1894, and the acts in amendment thereof and in addition 
thereto. 

Chapter 548 of the Acts of the year 1894 gave to this 
commission discretionary power to construct a tunnel or 
tunnels from a point on or near Scollay square, in the city 
of Boston, where a suitable connection may be made with 
the subway or subways provided for by that act to a point 
on or near Maverick square in that part of Boston called 
East Boston where a suitable connection with surface tracks 
may be made. 

The appropriation provided in that act was insufficient to 
build such a tunnel in addition to the building of the sub- 
way. 

By Chapter 500 of the Acts of the year 1897 the Commis- 
sion was required to construct a tunnel to East Boston so 
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soon as the Elevated Railway should be authorized to begin 
the construction of its railroad over the route first applied 
for as provided in Section 15 of said act. For such con- 
struction an additional appropriation of $500,000 was made. 
This appropriation, together with the balance of the original 
appropriation available for the construction of the tunnel, 
was insufficient to construct a tunnel to East Boston from a 
point on or near Scollay square under the Act of 1894, but 
the estimates indicated that it was sufficient to construct a 
tunnel to East Boston beginning at a point on the surface 
on or near Hanover street, and the Corporation Counsel was 
of the opinion that the building of such a tunnel was within 
the scope and intent of the Act of 1897. 

On the 19th of July, 1898, the Elevated Railway Company 
having been authorized to begin the construction of its rail- 
road as provided in the act, it was 

“ Voted, That the construction of the East Boston tunnel 
be proceeded with in accordance with the statute require- 
ments.” 

The chief engineer of the Commission was forthwith in- 
structed to proceed with the preparations of plans and speci- 
fications, and on November 23 an advertisement for bids for 
the construction of Section A of the tunnel, being the East 
Boston entrance thereto, was published. 

Before the date fixed for the reception of bids the mem- 
bers of the Commission were served with a notice of the 
pendency of proceedings before the Supreme Judicial Court, 
contesting the constitutionality of the Act of 1897 and the 
right of the Commission to proceed thereunder in the con- 
struction of a tunnel and to expend the funds of the city 
therefor. Thereupon, under the advice of counsel, all work 
in relation to the tunnel was suspended, pending the hearing 
and determination by the Supreme Judicial Court upon the 
questions presented.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RELATIVE TO 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR SALARIES IN THE 
FIRE AND POLICE DEPARTMENTS. 


MAYOR’s OFFICE, Crry HALL, 
Boston, February 16, 1899. 
To the City Couneil : 


While the Mayor has no executive or financial control 
over the administration of the Police Department, I thought 
it proper to send to the Board of Police, for its information 
and consideration, a copy of the executive circular issued by 
me just after the annual appropriation order had been approved 
by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, directing heads 
of departments to make a reduction in certain salaries and 
wages, in order that it might be made possible to conduct 
their operations under the reduced appropriations rendered 
necessary by the pressure upon the limited financial resources 
of the city. I have to-day received a communication from 
this Board in which it takes the position that, as it “ has no 
authority to reduce the wages, or change the pay of police 
officers or matrons, without a concurrent vote of the City 
Council, and as that body has usually taken the initiative in 
fixing the salaries of such officials, the Board prefers to 
await the decision and action of the city government” before 
taking any action in relation to the reduction of the pay of 
police officers and matrons. The Board further states that 
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two of the commissioners (the third not having been yet 
consulted on account of his absence) will voluntarily make a 
reduction of 7% per cent. in their own salaries, and that the 
clerk of the Board will do the same; and the Board also 
states that the salaries in the clerical department and the 
signal service, which it has the sole jurisdiction over, will 
be reduced substantially in accordance with the direction to 
other heads of departments. 

In view of this attitude of the Board of Police, the ques- 
tion presents itself to me whether to recommend to the City 
Council to take the action necessary on its part to effect 
the reduction suggested. While firmly believing that such 
action would be proper under the financial conditions which 
confront the city, I cannot but feel that it would be an empty 
and useless form for me to make such a recommendation, in 
view of the past and present action of the City Council upon 
similar matters. It was only a few months ago that an 
increase in the pay of police officers was adopted by both 
branches of the City Council, and I can see no reason to 
beleve that either its membership, or the motives which 
influenced its action, have in the meantime undergone any 
such changes as to warrant the slhghtest expectation that it 
would consent to any reduction in the pay of police officers. 
I, therefore, feel that it is practically necessary either to seek 
some other method of economizing in our expenditures, or 
to throw upon the Board of Police the responsibility either 
of living within its appropriation, or of creating a deficit in 
the City Treasury by using its legal power to draw in excess 
of it. 

It has been strongly urged upon me that in view of the 
general similarity of the conditions of service in the Police 
and Fire Departments, it would not be fair to the members 
of the latter service, who are not upon the whole as well 
paid, and who are obliged to incur greater risks, to subject 
them to a reduction in pay from which the members of the 
Police Department were exempted. That the unanimous 
sentiment of the members of the City Council would be 
opposed to any reduction in the pay of firemen might indeed 
have been expected, and I do not attach any undue weight 
to it; but it also seems to be the belief of many citizens and 
tax-payers, who have no political interest in members of the 
Fire Department, that their services are of such a nature 
that some way should be found to relieve them from suffer- 
ing any reduction in their pay. In view of these conditions, 
and believing that some way can be found to make up to 
the Fire Department the amount which would be saved by 
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the contemplated reduction in salaries, I desire to inform the 
City Council that the Fire Commissioner has been directed 
by me to restore the old rate of pay to the men in his depart- 
ment, and that there is, therefore, no occasion for reducing 
or striking out any appropriation in the order as it now 
stands as an indirect method of exerting a pressure for 
accomplishing this object.

In reply would say, the Board has given this matter care- 
ful consideration and finds that it would be impossible to 
comply with this order without great detriment to the effi- 
ciency of the department, or, adding very largely to ‘its 
annual expenditure. 

There are now 1,129 officers of all grades in the police 
department, and if the provisions of this order were carried 
out, allowing 24 days leave of absence for each man and 
maintaining the same standard of efficiency by increasing the 
number of men in the department, as we should necessarily 
be obliged to do, it would cost $91,440 per annum. This, 
in addition to the ordinary absentees on account of sickness 
and leave of absence, which would average to number about 
50 men per day, would cripple the efficiency of the depart- 
ment unless some provision were made to increase the num- 
ber of men on duty. 

Notwithstanding the increase in the number of patrolmen 
during the past few years, there is a constant demand for 
more police officers, not only for ordinary patrol duty, but 
for special work, such as protection for street crossing and 
other special details. 

In view of these facts the Board does not see how it 
would be justified in complying with the request made in 
this order of the Common Council.

MAYOR’S OFFICE, City HALL, 
Boston, February 27, 1899. 


To the City Council : 


I transmit herewith the general loan order passed this day 
by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, under the pro- 
visions of Section 3 of Chapter 434 of the Acts of 1898. 

The total amount covered by the order is $709,000, out of 
a total borrowing capacity at the present date of $1,650,080.26, 
leaving an unused borrowing capacity of $941,080.26. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment has, however, voted 
that it is prepared to appropriate the sum of $500,000 for 
hew primary and grammar school buildings, whenever it is 
- furnished by the School Committee with a statement of the 
proposed distribution of this amount, in the different dis- 
tricts of the city. 

If this amount is added to the amount carried by the pres- 
ent order, there would only be left $441,080.26 of the bor- 
rowing capacity for the current year. The law provides that 
not exceeding four-fifths of the total estimated borrowing 
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capacity can be exhausted by a general loan order, but the 
Board has thought it necessary to reserve a somewhat larger 
amount on account of the case now pending in the Supreme 


Court to test the sewerage assessment law.

IN BOARD oF ESTIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT,

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable dur- 
ing the financial year beginning with the first day of Feb- 
ruary, 1899, of performing the duties and exercising the

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


TRANSMITTING 


COMMUNICATION FROM SUPERINTENDENT OF 
STREETS IN REGARD TO APPROPRIATION 


FOR 


SEWERAGE WORKS. 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, CITY HALL, 
Boston, March 13, 1899. 


To the City Council: 


I transmit herewith a letter from the Superintendent of 
Streets, with statements appended, which explains the situa- 
tion of the city with respect to the construction of additional 
sewerage works. On account of the importance of the 
subject, I recommend that this communication be printed as 
a city document.

Hon. JosIaAH QUINCY, 
Mayor : 


Sir: I desire to call your attention to the situation as 
regards sewerage works, even assuming that the present law 
is declared constitutional, and the attempt to repeal same at 
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the Legislature fails. This act provides $1,000,000 annually 
for construction of sewerage works. In a statement already 
made to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, I sub- 
mitted figures showing that the cost of work already 
commenced, under contract, or arranged for, amounted to 
$607,000, and of the work ordered by the Street Commis- 
sioners, but not yet commenced, to $235,000, making a total 
of $842,000 — exclusive of land damages. 

This sum, I would say further, does not include Common- 
wealth avenue, on which the estimated cost of the necessary 
sewer work, to be completed before 1900, is about $100,000. 
The act providing the money for the surface work on Com- 
monwealth avenue requires that this avenue be completed 
before January 1, 1900; after that time, the money is no 
longer available. In addition, on the section of Blue Hill 
avenue from Walk Hill street to Neponset river, the con- 
struction of which should certainly be undertaken this year, 
the sewerage work is estimated to cost $78,000. There is 
also a very considerable portion of Columbia road ready for 
sewerage works, which is not included in the above estimates. 
Nor are the following very important sewerage works pro- 
vided for. East Boston low-level sewer, which will have to 
be built if the order is passed for the construction of the 
Bennington-street boulevard; further construction on new 
surface drain systems, such as Lauriat avenue, Canterbury 
branch of Stony brook, Roslindale branch of Stony brook, 
Mattapan brook, Goldsmith brook, Dorchester-brook sepa- 
ration, and Davenport brook. There is no money provided 
for work on Stony brook, either at the head waters or at 
the outlet end, or for Muddy river, or for Shepard-street 
brook in Brighton, or for what is known as the West Rox- 
bury low-level sewer. 

All this work is needed, and if it is not carried on, it 
will be a hardship upon the abutting estates. From the 
above statement it will be seen that more than the $1,000,000 
which is available is already ordered; and the Street 
Commissioners should be notified that no more sewer work 
can be ordered for the coming year unless further money is 
provided for the construction thereof. 

Unless some action is taken by the Legislature making 
provision for such further sum as may be needed for the 
construction of sewers, the development of property in 
many sections of the city will be stopped; and as this con- 
struction of sewers is assessed upon the estates benefited, 
and not upon the general taxpayer, it is but reasonable and 
fair that parties desiring sewers for which they are willing 
to pay, should be accommodated by the city.

Ordinarily, $1,000,000 would be sufficient for the needs 
of sewer construction for any one year; but, under the con- 
ditions which existed last year, it was necessary that large 
sewerage works which had been neglected for many years 
should be undertaken, and for this reason much of the work 
of the year is costly, and the appropriation is therefore too 
limited to allow for the demands which will. surely come 
after the opening up of the season’s work. 

I think it the duty of the department, or the administra- 
tion, to present this situation to the consideration of the 
Legislature for such action as that body may deem proper. 
The suggestion of this department would be that, for this 
year at least, an additional sum of $1,000,000 be allowed, 
making a total of $2,000,000. I cannot, for my own part, 
see any particular reason for limiting the amount to be 
spent for sewerage works, if the autuority passing the orders 
for the construction of the same be properly safeguarded. 
In anticipation of the very urgent and reasonable demands 
which will be made upon this department during the coming 
season, I desire that the cause of, and the responsibility for, 
a condition which, if unchanged, must lead to the refusal to 
furnish relief, should be placed upon the only body which 
has it in its power, by legislation as suggested above, to 
make possible the granting of the SEEN of petitioners for 
sewerage works. 

I append herewith tabulation innate the expenditures 
under the Sewerage Act from July 23, 1897, to February 1, 
1898 ; also tables showing in detail the exact expenditures 
between February 1, 1898, and February 1, 1899; also the 
expenditures during the fiscal year 1899-1900, thus cover- 
ing the $2,000,000 authorized for last year. 

Then follows a summarization, itemized by districts and 
jobs, of the cost of proposed work for the present fiscal year, 
as given without detail in the letter to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, dated January 12. This shows that 
work amounting to more than the entire $1,000,000 author- 
ized for this year is ordered, planned for, and substantially 
under way. 

I then submit table showing sewers urgently petitioned 
for, but not yet ordered by the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners, amounting to $1,349,868, for which there is no 
appropriation. 

Then follows a statement of work petitioned for, but not 
yet ordered, on account of the fact that no funds are avail- 
able for construction of the same, given by districts and 
itemized, amounting to $321,725. 
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I would suggest that it might be advisable to print these 
tables in the “City Record,” or as a document, so that the 
public may fully understand the situation as regards sew- 


erage works.

SECOND LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, March 27, 1899. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the Newtonville and Watertown Street Rail- 
way Company for a location for a turnout on North Beacon 
street, with the right to use the overhead electric system 
thereon, having further considered the subject, respectfully 
recommend the passage of the accompanying orders.

Ordered, ‘That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the Newtonville and Watertown Street Railway Company 
to lay down tracks in the streets of the city of Boston, said 
company shall have the right to lay down, maintain and use 
a turnout on North Beacon street, Brighton, near the bridge 
over the Charles river; said turnout being shown by red 
lines ona plan made by Hodges & Harrington, dated February 
T, 1899, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be 
approved by him. Also upon condition that said Newton- 


Ley i oD 
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ville and Watertown Street Railway Company shall accept 
this order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply 
with the conditions herein contained, and shall file said 
acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty 
days from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null 
and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within ninety days from the date of the passage of this 
order. 

Ordered, That the consent of the Board of Aldermen be 
hereby granted to the Newtonville and Watertown Street 
Railway Company to establish and maintain the electric 
system of motive power in the operation of its cars in the 
city of Boston, by the overhead system, so called, on a turn- 
out on North Beacon street, Pusnven, near the bridge over 
the Charles river. 

And permission is hereby granted to the said Newtonville 
and Watertown Street Railway Company to erect, maintain 
and use such wires and iron poles, of the height of not less 
than 20 feet, at the places indicated by red circles or dots on 
the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of Streets, 
dated February 7, 1899, as may be necessary to establish and 
maintain said overhead electric system of motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
by or that may hereafter be conferred on the Board of Alder- 
men of the city of Boston, to make rules and regulations per- 
taining to the operation and maintenance of the electric system, 
and the running of electric cars in the city of Boston. 

Also, upon condition that said railway company shall accept 
this order and agree to comply with the conditions herein con- 
tained, and shall file such acceptance and agreement with the 
City Clerk within thirty days from the passage thereof;

The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment, and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

Rouue 8. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not-con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 
sions of the council; and in case any member or members, 
other than the one recognized by the chair, insist on 
occupying the floor for any purpose, except to rise toa point 
of order, he shall, upon request of the president, take his 
seat, and upon refusal to comply with such request, the 
president shall direct the City Messenger to cause said mem- 
ber or members to be removed from the council chamber, such 
removal to remain in effect during the remainder of the ses- 
sion, unless otherwise ordered by the president. He shall 
also forbid smoking in the council chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


ConpucT oF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
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time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

RuLE 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and -shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. : 

(JUORUM. 


RuLE 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a 
quorum is present or not. For this purpose he may at his 
discretion, or on motion sustained by one-fifth of the members 
present, order the roll to be called. If there is no quorum 
present, he shall declare the council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judi- 
clary, consisting of five members, who shall have the power 
to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all mat- 
ters that shall be referred to them. 

Rue 11. All committees of this council shall be notified 
of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall 
not sit during sessions of the council without special leave, 
nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours from the 
time the notices are mailed by the clerk or despatched by 
special messengers, unless all the members consent; and the 
clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The member first 
named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the 
change; and the same rule shall apply to members serving 
on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly 
called, meetings of any committee except on account of sick- 
ness or absence from the city, proved to the satisfaction of 
the president, shall be deemed a resignation on the part of 
such member from such committee, and the vacancy caused 
by the resignation shall be filled by the president at the next 
meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of 
the council all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 
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Rute 12. Special committees of the council shall consist 
of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rue 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the un- 
finished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a 
committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the mem 
ber who shall take the chair. 

RuutE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they 
are applicable; but the previous question shall not be moved, 
and a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again shall be first in order, and shall be decided without 
debate. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rune 16. At every meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows : 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of 
city officers, and other communications addressed to the 
council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. . | 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. : 

Sizth. Motions, orders and resolutions. Orders and 
resolutions shall be read once and, upon motion, referred 
to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting. If no objection is made, or the rules are suspended, 
orders and resolutions may, at the time they are offered, be 
given a second reading and passed. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See 
Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders and resolutions which shall take 
the same course as provided in the sixth section of this rule ; 
provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has called. 
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RuLE 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and, unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they have been presented. 

Rue 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its title only. 

RuLE 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day; but this 
rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


MOTIONS. 


RvuLeE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president. shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 22. When a question is under debate, the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


SDI oe yi lumii Lae 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it 
in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 


% 
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RuLE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be 
taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rute 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


Rue 25. <A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

RuLE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

RULE 27. Any member may require a division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RuLE 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: ‘ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Ruie 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once with- 
out leave of the council. 
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APPEAL. 


Rue 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. ‘The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council ?”’ and it shall be deemed to be decided in the affirm- 
- ative unless a majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 

VOTING. 


Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

RuLE 33. <A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by the 
assent of one-fifth of the members present. Every member 
present shall answer to his name unless excused before the 
vote is taken. 

Rutp 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of the 
original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be per- 
mitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RULE 35. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two weeks), 
of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at 
the next meeting at which said motion is reached in the 
order of proceedings. 

RULE 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
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than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rue 37. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. ’ 
To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rue 38. After a vote has been refused: a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rute 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the city of Boston, who are elected by the city council, shall, 
unless otherwise ordered, be chosen in this branch by ballot. 
In all elections by ballot the number of blanks cast shall be 
reported. Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted 
and reported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the 
whole number of ballots cast. If the person chosen is ineli- 
gible, the ballot shall be void and a new ballot be taken. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 40. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. ‘The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the num- 
ber so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
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rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and, while the council is in session, no person, 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations ou the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rute 42. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur-. 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. ‘The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common coun- 
cil for occupancy and use. ‘The anteroom between the 
council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may 
direct; provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on 
the part of visitors. The general care and supervision of 
these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, sub- 
ject to the direction of the president ; but no expenditure of 
money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rue 43. The rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “ Law and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies ” shall govern this council in all cases to which they 
are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with 
these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Ruie 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon.

CORPORATION COUNSEL’S OPINION ON POWERS 
AND DUTIES OF BOARD OF ALDERMEN AS TO 
PROVIDING RIFLE RANGE FOR USE OF MILITIA

To the Board of Aldermen: 


_ In reply to your inquiry as to “what are the duties and 
the powers of the Board of Aldermen in relation to provid- 
ing a rifle range for the use of the militia of Boston,” I 
have to say that, by section 90, of chapter 867, of the Acts 
of the year 1893, the mayor and aldermen of cities and the 
selectmen of towns are required to “ provide suitable grounds 
or places for the parade, drill and target practice of the 
militia belonging to their respective cities and towns,” but 
by chapter 142, of the Acts of the year 1898, no land is to 
be acquired by the city of Boston for said purposes prior to 
the first day of June, in the year 1899. The effect of said 
last-named act is to suspend the powers of the Board of 
Aldermen given by the Act of 1893, until said first day of 
June, 1899.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


CONCERNING 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE SEWERAGE WORKS 
ORGTILE :CLLY OF: BOSTON. 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, Ciry HALL, 
Boston, May 1, 1899. 
To the City Council: 


I transmit herewith a copy of House Bill No. 1129, 
entitled “An Act Relative to the Sewerage Works of the City 
of Boston,” favorably reported by the Committee on Metro- 
politan Affairs and now pending before the Legislature, to- 
gether with a letter addressed by the Superintendent of 
Streets, under date of April 26,1899, to the members of the 
sub-committee having this matter in charge, explaining the 
financial consequences which will result from the passage of 
this bill in its present form. 

As it was my belief that these consequences could not 
have been fully understood by the members of the committee 
before they reported the bill, and that it could scarcely be 
their deliberate intention to make it impossible to do any 
further sewer work upon our streets during this financial 
year, and to compel the closing up of important work already 
in progress, an opportunity was sought to lay the true state 
of the case before the committee at its session this morning, 
and the matter was fully explained by the Superintendent of 
Streets and myself. As the committee has not seen fit to 
assent to any modification of the bill, I feel that it becomes 
my duty promptly to lay the situation before the City Council 
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and the public. ‘The present administration has done every- 
thing in its power, so far as the Committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs is concerned, to avert action which will not only re- 
sult in the immediate discharge of many hundred skilled 
sewer workmen, whose services are needed by the city, but 
will cause great injury to a large number of property owners, 
who have counted upon obtaining necessary sewer facilities, 
and will bring a large amount of real estate development to 
a standstill. 

The bill reported also makes it impossible to do any addi- 
tional construction work upon assessable streets, as this can- 
not proceed without provision for the construction of sewers. 
The statement of the Superintendent clearly shows that there 
is no available balance within the million dollar loan already 
authorized for this year, for the construction of any sewers in 
streets, and I have now no recourse except to invite the at- 
tention of the City Council and of the ppubhs to the threat- 
ened action of the Legislature. 

I desire to add that at the present time the question of the 
desirability of continuing the assessment plan, whether in 
connection with the construction of new sewerage works, or 
the maintenance of the existing system, is in no wise at issue. 
While neither the Superintendent of Streets, the Corporation 
Counsel nor myself have changed our former opinions as to 
the merits and justice of the assessment system, as provided 
for by chapter 426 of the Acts of 1897, we accept the fact, 
since the action of the Committee on Metropolitan Affairs, 
that this system is to be done away with — atleast, to the 
extent provided for by House Bill No. 1129. The only ques- 
tion now at issue is how the financial transition shall be made 
from the system as it has existed to the new basis provided 
for in said bill. All that I have asked is that some provision 
should be made, outside of the million dollars provided for 
this year — which is already necessarily applied, in the man- 
ner explained by the Superintendent of Streets — for the re- 
payment of any sewer charges which taxpayers may have a 
right to recover form the city, and for the maintenance of the 
sewerage system during the present year.

Committee on Metropolitan Affairs, House of Representatives, 
Boston : 


GENTLEMEN, — The bill reported by you for the committee, 
relative to the sewerage works of the city of Boston, has my 
eareful attention, and I cannot believe that the committee is 
fully informed as to the results which would follow the pas- 
sage of this act as now worded. 

As I understand it, the city of Boston is authorized to ex- 
pend, in the year beginning February 1, 1899, and ending 
January 31, 1900, $1,000,000 for the following purposes : 
Construction of sewerage works, repayment of any sewer 
assessment or sewerage charge which may be legally re- 
paid, to meet the amount required prior to the first day of 
February, 1900, for the interest and sinking-fund require- 
ments, and to meet the maintenance of such works to Febru- 
ary 1,1900. This gives the following result :

From the above figures you can see that, unless provision 
is made for the items which ordinarily would not come from 
the $1,000,000 there can be absolutely no further construc- 
tion work on sewers in Boston the balance of this year. I 
cannot believe that any such purpose was in the minds of 
the committee, and I can but refer to City Document No. 70 
(copy of which I send herewith) to show the great demand 
for sewerage works. Should House Bill 1129 become a law 
without change from its present form, the progress and de- 
velopment of the city would be greatly retarded. During 
the last few years, very large areas of land have been opened 
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up by the building of Brighton avenue, Columbus avenue, 
Huntington avenue, Blue Hill avenue and Columbia road. 
Branching off from all of these avenues, streets are under 
construction, or ordered, hundreds of houses have been built, 
and this brings about an unusual demand for sewerage works. 
As surface construction cannot be taken up until the sewer 
work is completed, the passage of the bill as reported would 
mean that all work must ston on Commonwealth avenue — 
the loan for which provides that the avenue must be com- 
pleted before January 1, 1900 — prevent the building of the 
last section of Blue Hill avenue, on which the sewer work is 
but just started, make impossible the further construction of 
Columbia road and the giving of sewer service to that portion 
of the road already occupied by several large yacht clubs, and 
prevent the building of Talbot avenue, for which a street 
loan has been provided. 

On properties assessed at $2,500,000 between the Fenway 
and Brookline avenue — where considerable street work has 
already been done, but where it is necessary to build an 
outlet sewer — the building up and development must stop, 
although several fine houses are started, and it has been the 
interition of the holders of this property to immediately 
improve it, and, after such improvement, its value would be 
nearly $5,000,000. 

All work on “328 streets” which it had been planned to 
build this year would be prevented, for the reason that the 
regular loan for this work does not provide for the sewers. 
This must be taken care of from the Sewerage Works Loan. 

If you will run through the items from page 22 to page 
32, inclusive, of City Document No. 70, which I enclose, 
you will find in detail the sewers which have been petitioned 
for, and are urgent, and, in some cases, are under construc- 
tion. All this work must absolutely stop. The sewers 
must be bulkheaded at the point where the construction is 
at the present moment, and the very proper requests of the 
citizens of all sections of the city for sewerage works be 
refused. As these sewers are paid for in greater part by the 
parties benefited, and this loan is repaid to the city by them, 
it does not seem fair to so limit the amount that the great 
quantity of work which would surely be in progress this 
season should be stopped. Failure to provide sewers will 
mean that all the various branches of labor engaged in work 
which appertains to the development of real estate, com- 
mencing at the grading and preparation of land for building 
purposes, the work of constructing the buildings, and all 
that this implies, would be very much reduced the coming 
season.

In addition to the work above referred to, there is certain 
emergency work.which must always receive attention, such 
as, for instance, orders of the Board of Health to remove 
conditions dangerous to health, and in the case of breaking of 
worn-out sewers. 

Aside from the financial provisions of the bill I cannot 
agree that some of the other changes are wise; but, as that 
matter has without doubt been discussed by your committee, 
I will not now ask a hearing on those points. I would sug- 
gest, however, that the sum made available for the current 
year be %2,000,000, for the reason that this year the various 
outside items must be provided for, and the amount available 
for construction work, even under the $2,000,000 loan would 
not nearly supply the demand for sewerage works; and it 
does seem but reasonable that the man who desires to im- 
prove his property should be furnished with a sewer — 
especially as the cost of same would be borne by him. 

I should be pleased to appear before your sub-committee 
or the full committee with officials of the Sewer Division, to 
make clear any point upon which the committee may desire 
further information. There is certainly no legislation of the 
present year that is of such vital importance to the develop- 
ment of the city and to every class of citizens as the act 
which will provide for the construction and maintenance of 
sewerage works. ‘This must be my excuse, if any is needed, 
for the length and details of this letter.

P.S. Allow me to also call your attention to the fact 
that the bill authorizing $2,000,000 for the construction of 
Bennington street, extension of Malvern street, widening and 
construction of Morton street, and other streets under fifty 
feet in width, under the assessable act, would become inop- 
erative, for the reason that none of this work could be under- 
taken until the sewers were built; no money being provided 
for the sewers, the work as contemplated in the act could 
not be undertaken.
